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PREFACE. 


Work of this Niture requires ſomething material ſhould be fremis'd in Relation to it, for 
the Iaformation cf the Reader. Such valuable Remains of Antiquity cannot be better uſhe;*d 
to the Wild than by the greateſt Antiquaries. Tur thu Reaſon the Eigliſher of the Mc- 
aafticon has thought moſt proper to collie l into this Preface, as Jar as could be done, without 
ſwelling it to au immoderate Bulk, whatſ.,cver has been ſaid to this Purpoſe by Men, whom an 
eftablijn'« Reputation has ſet above the Danger of being carp'd at, unleſs it be by ſuch as are 
unacquainted with them, and conſequently nut capable of laying the leaſt Blemiſh ou them. All that ſhall be 
added will be only a ſhort Account at laſt of what has becu here perfurm'd, to the end that every thing may be 
the more plaia and intelligib'e, aud that the Manager of the ſame, as he awoids inculcating any Notions of 
his own in this Place, may ſtaud the more clear in the Eyes of all Men, with Regard to the whole Pe;- 
formance, Mr. John Martham having writ the Preface to Sir William Dugdale's Monaſticon, it will be 
moſt proper to begin with that, which as it is too long to be inſerted here entire, and indeed needleſs, a conſi- 

1 derable Part of it not being j» ſtrictly applicable to the Subject in Hand, the Deſigu is to give as much of it 
as moſt directly tends to the i!l:;ftrating of the following Matter, aud that as near as may be in his oun 
Words, which are to this Effect. 

The Increaſe of the Cnurch is deſervedly to be reckon'd among the other Miracles of the Infancy 
of Chriſtianity ; which bearing up againſt the Enemies of Truth and the Rage of Perſecution, was 
ſpread abroad into the remoteſt Coaſts, and even into this other World of ours. | 

The firſt Church was founded at Jeruſalem, and thence came forth the Apoſtles, who preach'd in 
all Parts. St. Paul, at his firſt ſetting out, ordain'd Presbyters, and Biſhops at his laſt, when he was 
taking his Leave. At Miletus he call'd together the Presbyters, and knowing that he ſhould be im- 
priſon'd at Rome, ſaid to them, I know ye ſhall ſee my Face no more The Holy Ghoſt hath made you 
Biſhops. 

Let us paſs by many Particulars relating to the Church of Jeraſalem, and come to that which appertains 
to Biſhops in general, from the ſame Mr. Marſham's Preface. 

Whilſt the Storms of Perſecution laſted, the Church was govern'd under the only Name of a 
Biſhop ; there was no Care about preſerving of Boundaries, nor Strife about Primacy. At length, 
when Peace was granted to Chriſtians, the Church was for the moſt part fitted to the Civil Policy, 
and ſeveral Degrees of Dignities were introduc'd. The Name of a Metropolitan was diffus'd into 
the Church from the Roman Provinces. The firſt Diſtinction of Biſhops came from the Primacy of 
Cities. | 

The Title of Archbiſhop had its firſt Riſe at Alexandria; for there was but one Biſhop in Egypt 
till the Time of Demetrius, who is ſaid to have inſtitured three Biſhops, and his Succeſſor Heraclas 
twenty. That the Alexaudrian Metropolitan might retain his Honor, the Name of Archbiſhop was 
invented. St. Epiphanius calls Peter, Archbiſhop of Alexandria, and he was the 16th after St. Mark. 


In the Year 431, at the Council of Epheſus, Cyril of Jeruſalem, and Celeſtin of Rome, were ſometimes 
call'd Archbiſhops. 
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At length that Name was convey'd from the Eaſt into the Weſt. Pope Felix III. was the firſt 
who latiniz'd it, when writing to the Emperor Zeno, he call'd Acacins Archbiſhop. RE 

The Title of Patriarch was peculiar to the Jews as long as their Government continu d among 
the Chriſtians ; but after Gamaliel, the laſt of their Patriarchs, was depriv'd by the Emperors Hone- 
ris and Theadoſius, that Name began to be ambitioufly taken up in the Chriſtian Church. About 
the middle of the 5th Century, Leo was call'd the Roman Patriarch by Theodoſius, in his Letters pre- 
fix*d to the Council of Chalcedon; and in the Epiſtle ſubjoin'd, Auatoli us is call d Patriarch of Con- 


tizople by the Meftan Fathers. Not only Anatolius, but alſo the Archbiſhops Maxima of Antioch, 
Male of 8 Cappadocia, Stephen of Epheſus, Athanaſius of Theſſalonica, were ſtil'd Pa- 
triarchs, and ſo many others. | 

In that Age there were three Degrees of Epiſcopacy ; 1. The Exarchs of Dioceſes, who were ſy- 


nonimonſly call'd either Archbiſhops or Patriarchs. 2. The Metropolitans of Provinces; and, 
3. The Biſhops of Citics. | 


The Name of Patriarch ſeems to have been firſt us'd in the Weſtern Church under King Theod- 
ricus. He was by Nation a Goth, but inſtructed in the Roman Manners, being General, adopted 
Son and Conſul in the Year 484, under the Emperor Zeno, in whoſe Reign ah began again to flou- 
riſh very much. His Son Athalaricus ſucceeded him, who regulating the Burden of Expences to be 
laid upon Patriarchs at their Ordination, circumſcribes that of the Biſhop of Rome to 3000 Shil- 
lings (Solidos) and thoſe of other Patriarchs to 2000. He forbids any farther burdening either the 
Prelate of the Apoſtolick Church, or any Biſhop of Patriarchs, that is, either the Roman or any 
other Patriarchal Biſhop. 


The Title of Primate, formerly not ſo great, was us'd in the Latin Church in the moſt ancient 
Times, and had its Original ſrom the fuſt See of a Biſhop. 

The Name of Papa, or Pope, was formerly common to all Biſhops, as alſo to Abbats, (the fame 
fenifying no more thay Fither) . Thus there are now in the Church theſe following Degrees of Dig- 


nity, VIZ. 


1. The Pope. 2. The Patriarch. 3. The Primate. 
4. The Metropolitan. 5. The Archbiſhop. 6. The Biſhop. 


There wanted not good and wiſe Men among the Ancients, who thought it the Intereſt of the 
Chriſtian State, that the See of Rome ſhould be made the Fortreſs and Detence of the True Faith. 
The Council of Epheſus return'd Thanks to Pope Celeſtin, The Guardian of the Huth. Leo the Great 
very renowned in the Eaſt, was a ſtrenuous Aflertor of the Faith againſt the Neſtorians, Euthychians, 
Dioſcorus, and others. He who knows not, that the Roman Pontifts for ſome Ages preſerv'd the 
Chriſtian Doctrine entire, is little $11V'd in Eccleſiaſtical Affairs. Who can ſufficiently extol the In- 
duſtry of Gregory the Great in reſtoring of Chriſtianity 2 What Countryman of ours can, without be- 
ing ungratetul, torbear acknowledging that immenſe Benefit? 

The Religion ot the Briters was not unkrown in former Ages; for to paſs by the coming of Jo- 
ſeph of Arimathæa, and King Lucius's Embaſſy, Tertullian the African is a noted Witneſs of the Faith 
of Britain, The Places of the Britons, inacceſſible to the Romans, are ſubjef# to CHRIST, ſays he. 
Three Bit Biſhops were at the Council of Arles; one, as I take it, from each Province. In that 


of Sardis there were Biſhops from the Britih Provinces ; and in that of Ariminum, Three from Britain, 
Jo poor, that they had nothing of their own. 

When the Saxons, ravaging from Sea to Sea, had almoſt aboliſh'd all Chriſtianity in the Iſland, it 
at length pleas' d the Divine Goodneſs, that the Goſpel ſhould be again receiv'd in our Country; 
and when the Sun of the Church was ſetting in the Eaſt by the Irruption of the Saracens, it aroſe in 
the Welt. Let us hear Bede. Pope Gregory, ꝛch was wholly intent upon gaining of Souls, being admoniſh'd 
by Divine Inſtin, about the Tear 150 after the coming of the Saxons, ſent Auguſtin into Britain, and with 
him about 40 ether Minks, to preach the Wird of God to the Engliſh Nation. They receiv/d Interpreters 
from the French, becauſe the Tentorich Language was then common to both Nations. At that Time 
Ethelbert reignd in Kent, who had a Chriſtian French Wife, of the Nation of the Franks, calPd Bertha. 
The King being baptiz'd, the Multitude of the Believers daily increas'd. In the mean time Au- 
guſtin returning to Aries, was ordain'd a Biſhep, Gregory inſtituted two Dioceſes in Britain, at London 
and Iii, appointing 12 Biſhops to each of them; both of them to have the Honor of Metropoli- 


tans ; but he ſubjected him of York, and all the Prieſts of Britain, to the Diſpoſal of Auguſtin; yet 
lo, that after his Death there ſhonld be for the fut 


re this Diſtinction between the Biſhops of London aud 
York, that he Hod have the. firſt Place who was firſt ordain'd, He ſent the Pall to Auguſtin, and would 
allo have ſent it, it it had pleasd GOD, to him of Dre. Thus Auguſtia was Metropolitan of 
London, becauſe till then the Romans had no Knowledge of Canterbury, an obſcure City. 
The Event did not anſwer what Gregory had deſign'd; for Auguſtin ordain'd only two B.ſhops, 
Juſtus of Kecheſter and Mellitus, to preach beyond the Thames, who having taught ſome Years in Lon- 
don, was expell'd, and withdrew into France, to avoid reſiding among Barbarians. Laurence alſo, 
who had ſucceeded Auguſtin, was about quitting Britain. Thus had our Church ſunk, had not Ead- 
vald, who reign'd after his Father Ethelbert in Kent, renounc'd his Idolatty, Thus Mellitus, who had 
ſucceeded Laurence, and Juſtus, Succeſſor to Millitns, return'd. Pope Boniface V. is ſaid to have ſent 


him 
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him the Pall; but the Chronology does not anſwer. Edwin, King of the Northwmbrians,. took to 
Wife Edelburga, Siſter to King Eadbald : Paulinus, ordain'd Biſhop by Juſtus, attended her, Anno 
625, and labour'd ſucceſsfully at firſt at Tork and Lincoln, where he conſecrated Honorius, Succeſſor 
to Juſtus, a Biſhop ; and therefore Pope Honorius ſent two Metropolitans Palls to Honorius and Pauli- 
nus, that the one dying, might appoint the other his Succeſſor. But all theſe Things prov'd in vain : 
For Edwin being ſlain in Fight in the Year 633, Paulinus expell'd, return'd to Kent, and govern'd the 
Church of Rocheſter afrer Romanus. Thus the Church of England was again reduc'd to the Bounds 
of Kent; nor was there hitherto any Succeſſion of Biſhops, except thoſe of Canterbury and Ro- 
' cheſter. | 

Soon after Sigebert, the Son of Redwald, who had been long ſince inſtructed in Chriſtianity in 
Kent, but in vain, ſucceeded Eorpwald, who at the Perſwaſion of Edwin had embrac'd the Faith of 
CnRISsr, and been ſoon kill'd, in the Kingdom of the Eaſt Saxons, He, living in Baniſhment in 
France during his Brother's Lite, had been baptiz d. Being come to the Crown, he was attended by 
Felix, a Burgundian, ordain'd Biſhop by Honorius, whoſe Epiſcopal See was fix'd in the City call'd 
Dummock, Much about the ſame Time Pope Honorius ſent Biſhop Byrinus into Britain, who con- 
verted Cynigilſus, King of the Weſt Saxons, to the Faith. His Son-in-Law Oſwald, King of the 
Northumbrians, who had obtain'd of the Scots, among whom during his Baniſhment he had embrac'd 


the Chriſtian Faith, Aidan, and given him the Iſle of Lindigfarn for his Epiſcopal See, was preſent at 


his Baptiſm. Byrinus had his See at Dorcheſter. 


This was a blefled and happy Increaſe ot the Church of England under the two Honorii, Byrinus 
from Rome, Felix from Burgundy, and Adrian from Scotland, enlighten'd the Eaſt, Weſt, and North, 
with the Divine Word. In the South, Anno 640, Earcombert, King of Kent, the firlt of all the Eng- 
lib Kings, commanded the Idols to be deſtroy'd, and the forty Days Faſt (Lent) to be obſerv'd. 
Hitherto the Mercians, who poſle(s'd the Inland Country between the Thames and the Humber, being 
much the greater Part of the Iſland, were ignorant of the Goſpel. The Brirous beyond the Severn, 
tho Chriſtians, made no Account of the Faith and Religion of the Eng/ih, nor had they any more 
Communication with them than with Pagans. 

In the Year 655, Honorius was ſucceeded in the See of Canterbury by Deuſdedit, the 6th in that 
See, of the Nation of the Weſt Saxons, ordain'd by Ehamar of Rocheſter. In his Time Sigebert, King 
of the Eaſt Saxons, and Penda, King of the Mercians, were converted to the Faith; both of them 
baptiz d by Fizan, Biſhop of Lindisfarn, in the Royal City call'd Waltown. Cedd was ſometime 
Biſhop of the Eaſt Saxons : The firſt Biſhop of the Mercians was Diuma, a Scot. At laſt, in the Year 
668, Pope Vitalianu ſent Theodorus, of Tharſus in Cilicia, a Man knowing in Latin and Greek, to be 
Archbiſhop of the Engliſh Churches. 

He, as far as I perceive, was the firſt that brought the Title of Archbiſhop into Eng/and, In the 
Year 673, he aſſembled a Synod of Biſhops at the Place call'd Herudford. There reſorted to him 
from each Kingdom, Biß, Biſhop of the Eaſt Saxons, Putta of Rocheſter, Eleutherius of the Weſt 
Saxons, Winfrid of the Merciaus, Wilfrid of the Northumbrians, ſent his Repreſentatives. Vina, who 
had lately bought the Sze of London of Mulfer, King of the Eaſt Saxons, did not come. As many 
Kingdoms, ſo many Biſhops. Kent had two Biſhops, the South Saxons none as yet. It was decreed 
in this Council, that no Biſhop ſhould, through Ambition, prefer himſelf above another, but that 
they ſhould all obſerve the Time and Order of their Conſecration, and that more Biſhops ſhould be 
appointed as the Number of the Faithful increas'd. Accordingly Theodorus viewing the whole, ap- 
pointed Biſhops in proper Places. | 

Thus the Church of England, as yet in its Infancy, was by Theodorus advanc'd and eſtabliſh'd; and 
he is ſaid to have divided the Province of Canterbury, which was grown up to Vigor, into Pariſhes. In 
the mean time Wilfrid, tho' he gain'd his Cauſe at Rome, yet did he not prevail to be reſtor'd ; there- 
fore going away to the South Saxons, he preach'd the Goſpel there, and had the Ifle of Selfey given 
him by King Edilwaleh, where he exercis'd the Epiſcopal Function, and reſcu'd from Servitude 250 
Men and Women, making them free, the King having given him the People as well as the Ifland. 
Thus the Ille of Might receiv'd the Faith of Carrsr, after all the other Provinces of Britain had em- 
brac'd the ſame, the goth Year after the coming of Auguſtin. So great a Work it was to eſtabliſh 
the Doctrine of Cuxisr. | 

But the ſlower it was, the more plentiful prov'd the Harveſt of Religion in Eugland. The Building 
of Churches, the Gifts of Tithes, the founding of Monaſteries, are mighty Monuments of ancient 
Piery. Certainly the Faſts of thoſe Days were frequent, the Prayers earneſt, and the Alms remarka- 
ble. I beg Leave to commemorate the frequent Journies beyond the Alpes, on Account of Religion; 
ſince among all the Schools or Socictics of ſeveral Nations at Rome, that which belong'd to the 
Saxons Or 154 in the Vatican Suburb was moſt noted, for it gave the Name to the Place, as Anaſta- 
ſius, in the Life of Paſchalis teſtifies. Through the Negligence, ſays he, of ſome of the Engliſh Nation, all 
their Habitation, in their Language call'd the Borough, was burnt. And tho Leo IV. encompaſs'd it 
with a Wall, and would have had it from him call'd Leo's City, it {till to this Day retains the Engliſh 
Name of the Burg. 

Who will not admire that 30 Engliſh Saxon Kings and Queens, contemning the Allurements of the 


World, ſhould, within the Space of 200 Years, embrace a religious Solitude? Who does not admire 
their magnificent Profuſion in founding of Monaſteries?

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But ſince that Age was inflam'd with ſo great an Ardor for Monaſtical Lite, let ts cEſerve from 
what Beginning and by what Degrees that Diſcipline czme to be receiv d into the Church. 8 

The Monaſtical Lite had its Original in Egypt. Paul was the Inſtitutor of the Er:metical Lic, 
Antony the Improver, who being 105 Years oft Age, dy d in the Deſert, Arno 357. The Mork Pa- 
chumius, Founder of the Monalſterics in Egypt, writ a Rule fit for both Sorts of Monks, which Jerome 
tranſlated into Latin. There are, ſays he, in Egypt three Sorts of Mink; - F ft, The Congentuul, I. vii g iu 
common, divided into Tens and Hundreds, fo that one 15 ober nine, and 71213 again the Huidr th has teu of, 
thoſe Chiefs under him; they keep aſunder, but their little Cells are icin d. 2. Tie Auckhorites, who Jive 
alone about the Deſerts. 3. Thoſe who live by two or three, or feu mcre together, of thei; own DireSiou 
and Diſpoſal, mejily in Towns and Caſtles, The firſt Monk in Syria was Hilarien. Baſil being about to 
take upon him that Courſe of Lite, and to introduce it into Pont us, found mary Monks in Expt; 
others in Paleſtine and Celoſyria and Meſopotamia, whoſe T<mperance in eating he admir'd, as well as 
their Patience in Labour. Audæus carry'd Monachiſm out of Meſopotamia into S:ythia, and being ba- 
niſh'd by Conſtantiu, founded Monaſteries in the Country of the Geehs. St. Jerome, living at Bethlehem, 
ſays, We have daily receiv d Companies of Monks from India, Perſia, and Ethiopia ; ſo mightily was this 
Inſtitute ſpread throughout the Eaſt, | Bat the Diſcipline of the Eaſtern Morks was not uniform. In 
the Mandræ, that is, the Monaſteries of M-ſopctamia, they ſufter'd their Hair to grow like Women, 
and wore Sackcloth in Sight, which in other Places was criminal. Gregory N.zianzen writes thus of 
the exceſſive Auſterity of the Monks of Pontus: Some torment themſelves with Chains cf Tron ; others, ſhut 
up like wild Beaſts, in ftreight Houſes, ſee no Man : They faſt and keep Silence 20 whole Days, O Ciikisr, 
adds he, be {av:urable to thoſe Souls, who'I confefs are pious, but not diſcreet enough. | Bafil there prudently 
preſcrib'd Rules to his Monks, which have been carefully obſcrv'd in the Eaſt. | 

The Monaſlical Inſtitute prevail'd alſo by degrees in the Weſt; its Original is ſomewhat more 
obſcure. St. 4ugrſtin, about the Year 388, ſaw at Milan an Habitation ot many holy Men, over 
whom a Priclt pretided. He alſo knew ſeveral at Reme,” where every one preſided over thoſe that 
dwelt in his Houſe. And again St. Auguſtin in his Conteffions, lib. 8. c. 6. ſays, There was a Mona- 
ſtery at Milan, without the Walls of the City, full of good Brethren, under Ambroſe, who main- 
tain'd them. | 

In ſhort, there were Monks in moſt Parts, and more particularly in the ſma!l Iſlands, and from the 
Iſland Capraria they paſs d over into Africk. The Heretick Donatiſts earneſtly oppos'd the introdu- 
cing of Mots, but in vain. But to return ro our own Country. 

At the Time that a ſolitary Life had taken Root among the Latias, Patrick a B-iton, born at Kirk- 


Patrick near the Weſtern Sea, travell'd through F. unce, taly, and the Iſlands of the Tyrrhenian, or Tuſ- 


can Sza, The Youth ſaw his Uncle Martin in France, and had for his Inſtructor Germanus, Biſhop of 
Auxerre, who not long after was ſent into Britain with Lupus. After having ſpent 30 Years in his 
Studies and Spiritual Exerciſes, Patrick, made a Biſkop, was ſent to convert the Ii by Pope Cele/tin, 
who the Year betore had ſent Pal/adins without ſucceeding. That Apoſtle of the Ii dy's of a great 
Age in the Year 492. About the ſame Time when the Britiſh Religion defended it ſelt in the Parts 
beyond the Severz againſt the Invaſions of the Saxons, David, Biſhop of Menevia, (Kt. David's) built 


a noble Monaſtery, in Which the Brethren remoy'd from the Concourſe of the People in a ſolitary 


Corner on the 1-jþ Sca, liv'd happily intent upon theſe four Exerciſes, viz. Labour, Reading, Prayer, 
and Relieving the Poor. That Sevenfold Monaſtery of Bangor is alſo renown'd, in which 2100 
Monks us'd to live by the Labour of their Hands; of the Original whereof I can give no good Ac- 
count. Columbun, after having built the Monaſtery at Armagh in Ireland, in the Year 565, came over 
into Britain to the Picts, Niuias, or Ninian, a Briton, had converted the Pits to the Truth in the 
Year 412, and made the Iſland Hi a Biſhop's Scat. This Iſland was given Columban by the Pifs to 
found a-Monaſtery. This Monaſtery of Mi was chief of very many other Monaſteries thence pro- 
pagated by Columba and his D.iciples in Britain and Ireland. Thus was the Monaitick Inſtitute con- 
ſtituted in Britain, without the Saxon juriſdiction. 

In England, the Original and Advancement of Chriſtianity and of Monachiſm was the fame. Au- 
guſtiu, being inſtructed in the Monaſtical Rules by the Appointment of Gregory, inſtituted that Con- 
verſation, which at the firſt Birth of the Church was among our Forefathers, who had all Things in 
common. He built a Monaſtery not far from the City of Canterbury; and Peter, a Prieſt, was the 
firſt Abbat thereof. - As Auguſtin had taught the People of Kent, Aidan inſtructed the Northumbrians, 
and had a Monaſtery in the liland of Lindi garn: The former had the Roman School, the latter that 
of .Columbar; the former ſpread his Doctrine in the North, the latter in the South, which rot being 


altogether the ſame, there follow d a long Contention ; but the chief Matter in Diſpute between them 
was about the keeping of Eaſter, and the ſhaving of the Crown. | 


In the Intancy of our Church the Monks did not differ from the Clergy ; for in former Times the 
Biſhop and his Clergy us d to reſide in the ſame Place as the Abbat and his Monks, ( 
of Lindisfarn ) and the Monks were alſo under the Biſhop's Care. 
Day in Engliſh call'd a Minſter, or Monaſtery. 
teration in Monaſtical Affairs. Formerly it was rot misbecoming tor a Woman to preſide over Men. 
Bede, lib. 4. c. 23. tells us, That Hilda, Abbeſs of the Monaſtery of Whitby, caus\4 thoſe under her 
Direction to ſpend ſo much Time in reading of the holy Scripture, thar they might be fit to under- 


take the Eccleſiaſtical Degree. From that Monaſtery came forth five Biſhops, all Men of ſingular 
Merit and Sanctity. e SA

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At firſt the Monks liv'd regularly under the Inſtitutes of their Founders, who gave different Pre- 
cepts to ſeveral Monaſteries, according to their divers Mar ners and In clinations. Caſſianus, about 
the Year 450, ſays, We fee almiſt as many Models and Rules in Practice, as there are Monaſteries and 
Cells. Our molt ancient Monaiteries had their peculiar Laws and Conſtitutions} to which the Monks 
oblig'd themſelves, and Wc ty rligiou.ly oer, bar not fo rigidly, as that there might 
be no Relaxation of the ancient Diſcipline. Men King Cecolwult, to whom Bede inſcrib'd his Eli 
tory, was become a Mak, Leave was granted to the Monks of the Church of Lindisfarn to drink Wine or 
Beer; for before they drank only Mile or Water, according to the aucicut Tradition of &. Aidan, firſt Pre- 
late of that Church, aud of the M ubs who came with him out of Scotland. The Rule of St. 2 umban, 
ſeveral times publiſh'd, is ſtill exanct ; which whether it were formerly known to Bede, I am ignorant. 
Certainly that Rule of Columba, which Colmanus in the Mhutbey Collation urges againit Wilfrid, was 
no other than the Canon of Paſchalis, From that ancient Variety of Conſtitutions ſprang thoſe re- 
gular Cuſtoms of the Monks, which were obſcrv'd to the very lateſt Times; whereof allo great Ac- 
count was a ways made in reſtoring ot Diſcipline: For the Piety of our Anceſtors often apply'd it 
ſelf to retrieving of the Monaſtical Inſtitute. | / 

Tnere were among us tice noted Reformations of the ancient Monachiſm : The firſt under Arch- 
biſhop Cuthbert, Anno 747; the 2d under Dunſtan, Anno 965 ; and the zd under Laxfrauk, who 
would no: {utt.r waat had been begun at the 2d Reform to be infring'd. 

The Nrmans, cho ſevere to the Conquer'd, were munificent in endowing of Churches, and found- 
ing of Monaſteries. The King himſclt built a ſtarely Monaſtery in the Piace where he had vans 
quiſh'd the Englyh. For in the Synod at Mincheſter, Anno 1970, King William the Conqueror b:in 
preicnt, and Pope Alexander authorizing the ſame by his Legates Hermenffedus, Biſhop ot Sion, pM. 

hu and Peter, Prielts Cardinals, among other Things it was thus decreed, Wheſcever in a great Bat- 
tel krows he has killd a Mun, is t do Penance for each a Near, according to the Number, and redeem the 
ſame either by building a Church, or continual Alm, to it. do conſcienc.ous were tole Times about kil- 
lung an Enemy. Thus the King ſeems not to have built the Church of his own Accord, but pur- 
ſuaut to the Sanction ot the Council; nor was it a Redemption of Penance of his own Men, but 
for tnhoſe {lain in War by them; ror was that Work begun Anno 1067; it began to advance in the 
Year 1976, after the End ot the Sy nod. 

Tuole Monks of Bartel were under the Rule of St. Benedict, which was in great Veneration among 
us from the Time ot King Edgar ; let us now ſee how and at what Time that Rule began to ſpread 
in the Weſtern Church. 

Benedict, born in the City of Norcia in Tah, founded a Monaſtery at Minte-Caſſino, and writ 2 
Rule for Monks. Vhat Year he dy'd 1s uncertain, He was ancienter than Gregory the Great, wha 
in his Dialogues ſays, he was inform'd of the Actions of Benedict by Relation ot his Diſciples. Con- 
ſtantin ſucceeded Benedict in the Government of his Monaltery. Soon after the Monaſtery being de- | 
ſtroy'd by the Longobards, che flying Brethren, by Permiſſion of Pope Pelagius, built a Monaſtery near 
the Lateran Palace, and dwelt there 141 Years, whilſt the Monaſtery at Minte-Caſſino lay in Ruins, 

That Monaſtery being then rebuilt, Pope Zachary gave the Monks the Book of their holy Rule, wrir 
with dt. Beneditt's own Hand, exempting the Monaſtery from the Juriſdiction of the Biſhop, and pla- 
cing it immediately under the See Apoſtolick. 

This Rule, which in its original Poverty had been much admir'd, was afterwards deprav'd by 
Wealth and Plenty. Hence follow'd a Schiſm among the Monks, which was the Original of ſeve- 
ral Orders, of which to ſpeak would take up too much Time, and therefore the Reader is referr'd to 
the Mnaſticon for the Orders that were beſt known in England, and for the reſt we muſt have Re- 
courſe io ſach Authors as have particularly treated thereof. Let us now come to this Work, 

Sir William Dugda'/e had the ſuperviſing of it, and added ſo much of his own, that he has well 

deſcrv'd the Name of an Author; but the chief Praiſe is due to Mr. Roger D.dſworth, who gather'd 
theſe precious Remains of Antiquity from the dark Recefles where they were bury'd, and ſpent 30 
Years in this commendable Employment, How greatly Literature is concern'd in this Collection, all 
thoſe will eaſily judge, who are capable of lamenting the imperfe& Accounts we have of the Actions 
ot our Foretathers; and to ſuch as are capable of underſtanding the Advantages of looking back into 
Antiquity, it cannot bur be the greateſt Satisfaction to ſee the Hiſtory of ancient Chriſtian Diſcipline 
reviv'd, and the Originals of Monaſteries reſcu'd from the Death of Oblivion. As our pious An- 
ceſtors, Kings, Noblemen, and ochers, were magnificent to a Miracle, in building of Caurches, and 
3 endowing, enriching, and privileging of Monaſteries ; ſo neither were the Monks unworthy 
of Praiſe, tor having with religious Care and induſtrious Gratitude committed to writing the Bene- 
tits receiv'd of them. | 

Nor is this ſo much a private as a publick Adyantage. This is a plentiful Addition to Engliſh Hi- 
ſtory, whence very many and thoſz uncommon Matters may be collected, relating to the Church and 
State, whoſe Affairs are commonly ſo interwoven, that they can ſcarce be rightly underſtood aſunder. 

The ancient Structure and Polity of our Church is imperfect without the Hiſtory of Monaſteries, The 
Monks were formerly the greater Part of the Ecclefiaſticks, and the Walls of Convents were for a 
long time the Fences of Sanctity, and the better ſort of Literature. From that Seminary came forth 
thoſe mighty Lights of the Chriſtian World, Bede, Alcuinus, Willebrod, Boniface, and others worthy 
of much Ho or for their Learning, and for propagating the Faith. Were it not for the Monks, we 
had certainly ever been mere Children in the Hiſtory of our County. 3 

| ur 
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Our Monaſteries have long ſince periſh'd ; ror have any Footſteps left of the Piety of our An- 

ceſlors, beſides the tatter'd Walls and deplorable Ruins, A leſs coſtly Religion is row acceptable. 

Alas, we ſez the moſt auguſt Churches, and the ſtupendious Monuments dedicated to the eternal 

-GOD, than which nothing can be more defac'd, under the ſpecious Pretence of Superſtition, molt 
fithily defil'd, and expecting utter Deſtruction. Horſes are ſtabled at the Altars of CRRIST, and 
the Relicks of Martyrs are dug up, There are certain Zealors ſo religiouily mad, as to lay that the 
Religious Orders ot the Gentili proceeded from the Bottomleſs Pit. So licentious is Inciination in 
indulging it ſelf. Nor will the Age we live in want inconſiderable Fellows, who will damn this 
Work now coming abroad as trivial, uſeleſs, and no way agreeable to the preſent Poſture of Affairs, 
and will adjudge it, as Gregory formerly did the Books of Tis Livius, not only to be baniſh all 
Libraries, but even to be deliver d up to the Flames. But to Men of Senſe and Antiquaries, it is a 
moſt worthy ard moſt commendable Undertaking. | | 

Thus far from Mr. Marſham's Preface to the Monaſticon, which has been jaithfully extracted, without 

any Addition or Alteration of the Senſe, as ſhall be done in the reſt, and next we proceed to what is moſt ma- 
terial in the learned Dr. Tanner's Preface to his Notitia Monaftica, which being of the ſame Nature, no 
leſs anſwers to that of the Monaſticon, whereof take what follows. 

To ſatisfy the Curioſity of thoſe who are willing to know, when, by whom, and for whom thoſe 
Relig.ous Boufes were founded, (the Majeſty of whoſe very Ruins ſtrikes Travellers with Admira- 
555 to preſerve ſome Remembrance of theſe Structures, once the Glory of our E1g/iþ Nation, and 
of their Founders, that ſo highly deſerv'd of the ſeveral Ages they liv'd in, is the Deſign of this 
Book. Tno' I am not ignorant, that the Generality of People, ever ſince the Diſſolution, have, thro' 
a miſtaken Zeal, and falſe Prejadices, thought, that the very Memory ot thoſe great Men, who 
erected theſe Places, ought to be bury'd in the Rubbiſh of thoſe Structures, that they deſigu d ſhould 
perpetuate their Names to Eternity. Thus they have been always cenſur'd as well Withers to the 
introducing ot Popery, who endeavour'd to give any Account of the Monaſteries. Such unjuſt and 
ill-natur'd Reflections have been tlie principal Reaſons that have deterr'd ſeveral of our Hiſtorians 
from diſcourſing ſo largely about them, as they could, or indeed their Occaſions requir'd ; and have 
been the chief Cauſes why ſo few have treated purpoſely of them, or publiſh'd any thing immediate- 
ly relating to them, or their Lands. "Tis well known Mr. Camden and Mr. H/eaver were fore d to 
apologize for barely mentioning the Monaſtcries ; and what Outcries were made upon the Publica- 
tion of that glorious Work the Mnaſticen ? Inſomuch that a very learned and ingenious Perſon wrote 
a Latin Letter to Dr. Langbain, to whom Mr. Dugdale had communicated his Collections, ro encou- 
rage the Deſign, by ſhowing the great Uſe of ſuch a Work, and removing all Objections that could 
be rais'd againlt it: Which is printed in ſome few Copies of the firſt Volume. Nay, ſo much are 
ſome People polleſs'd againſt them, that the leaſt Mention is odious and ungrateful. But there are 
no Grounds tor it, ſecing theſe Religious Places were by the well- intended Charity of their Founders 
and Bencfactors built, endow'd, and adorn'd (how much ſoever they were afterwards abus'd) to 
the Glory of God, the Service of Religion, and the Relief of poor Chriſtians. Eur 1 would not be 
thought in this or any other Expreſſions to vindicate the Superſtition or Vices of the Monks; tho 
perhaps it would be but common Juſtice to infuſe a better Opinion of Monaſteries into the Genera- 
lity ot Proteſtants. 

The Original of Monks in England may be dated from the firſt Plantation of Chriſtianity therein, 
if we may give any Credit to a very learned Gentleman, who tells us, That it is probable that ſome of the 
Druids having been converted from the Pagan Religien, whereof they were the Prieſis, became our firſt 
Mouks, being thereunto much inclii'd by the Severity of their former Diſcipline, Sir George Mackenzey 
in his Defence of the R'yal Line of Scotland, p. 13. 

Upon the Converſion of the Pagan Saxozs, who then domineer'd over the largeſt Province of 
Britain, ſince call d England, Monaſterices were founded in all Parts, where Chriſtianity had any 
footing. Thus St. Auguſtin and his Followers erected Monaſteries in Kent, and the Scottiſh Biſhops 
and Monks propagated the Chriſtian Faith after the ſame Way among the Northumbrians. 

At the Conqueli, Monaſteries had a deep Share in the Afflictions of the conquer'd Nation. Some 
of the beſt of their Manors were ſacrilegiouſly taken away, their Treaſuries were rifled, and their 
Liberties infring'd by the inſulting Normans. However that ſame Conqueror built and-endow'd the 
Monaſterics of Battel in Suſſex, Selby in Yorkſhire, Hitchiubroke in Huntingdonſhire, Frampton in Dorſet- 
ſhire, Paunsfeld in Efex, Dereherſt in Gloceſterſbire, Andover in Hampſhire, and Steyaing in Suſſex. 

King H/iliam Riſſus ſucceeded next, Heir to the Vices, not the Virtues of his Father. He mi- 
ſerably oppreſo d the Religious, ſeiz'd upon the Revenues of the vacant Abbies and Biſhopricks, and 
would never let them be fill'd without ſome Simoniacal Bargain. He built only the ſmall Priories of 
Armethwait in Cumberland, and St. Nicholas in Exeter. | | 
King Henr) I. is recorded to have been a very pious good Prince, an Encourager of Learning and 
Piety, and one that had a great Eſteem for the Church and all Religious Perſons. His founding nine 
or ten Monaſteries confirms the Truth of this Character, and above 100 were founded in his Time. 
King Stephen was virtuous, religious, and liberal, and after the Wars between him and Maud the Em-

was very obliging to the Clergy, eſpecially after the Murder of St. Thomas Becket of 
f Can- 


preſs were ended, a great Builder of Religious Houſes. The Troubles the Kingdom was for a great 
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Canterbury. He tounded the firſt Houſe of the Carthufians in England, vis. Witham in Somerſetſhice, 
and ſeven others; and in his Time were founded 70 Monaſteries, three Collegiate Churches, ix Pre- 
ceptories and Alien Priories, and almoſt twenty C/ftercian Abbies. In the Time of King Rach dl. 
the Money deſign'd for pious Uſes being expended in the Wars againſt the Saracens, ard for the Ran- 
ſom of that King, there were but 18 Monaſteries built, and not one by the King. King Ju, tho 
prejudic'd againſt Eccleſiaſticks, yet he founded one Abby, one Nunnery, and one Alien Priory, and 
in his Time there were built 35 Monaſteries, and one Preceptory. In King Heary III.s long Reign, 
32 Monalteries, and the King himſelf founded only one Cel! of Gilbertines. 

King Edward I. built the ſtately Abby of Fale-Reyal in Cheſhire, and in his Time were founded 
only nine Monaiteries, one Preceptory, and nine Coileges; tor in his Time the Statute of M.rtmain 
paſs'd, by which it was not allow'd to any religious Perſon to enter upon any Fees, either to buy 
them, or to receive them of the Gift of others, without Licence of the chief Lords, upon Pain of 
Forfeiture. Under King Eduard II. the Knights Templers were ſuppreſs'd, and only four Monaſteries 
founded: Under King Edward III. 10 Monalterics and 17 Colleges, and he himſeif founded one 
Nunnery, and the Colleges of St. George at Windſor, and Sc. Stephen at Weſtminſter. In the Reign of 
King Richard II. only two or three Monaſterics of Carthyfians were built, and 10 or 11 Colleges. 

King Henry IV. built the College of Battlefield in Shropjhrre, and only two or three Colleges and 
one Carthuſian Monaſtery were built in his Time. In the Reign of King Henry V. fix Colleges and 
three Monaſteries; theſe by the King himſelf : Under King Hezry VI. tix Colleges, beſides Eaton by 
himſelt. 

The Wars between the Houſes of Lancaſter and Vrł enſuing, the Foundations were few, and ſo in 
the Reigns of King Richard III. and King Henry VII. | 

In the 27th Year of King Henry VIII. all the letter Monaſteries, not having 200 J. per Aunum, of 
which there were above 370, were diffolv'd, and all their Lands, Rents, Houſes, Oc. with their 
Stock of Cattle, Corn, c. given to the King. In the 31ſt Year of his Reign, all the great Abbies, 


to the Number of 645, had the ſame Fate; and the 37th Year 90 Colleges, 110 Hoſyirals, and 


2374 Chantries and free Chapels, were granted to (ſupply the King's Neceſſities; beſides the Houſes, 
Lands and Goods, of the Knights of St. Ju of Jeruſalem, which were ſuppreſs'd 32 Huy VIII. 
Theſe Things I have but barely nam'd, becauſe the Account Sir H/i/liam Dugdale has given us of the 
Methods us'd in the Diſſolution of Monaſteries is here ſubjoin'd out of his celebrated Hiſtory of 
Warwickſhire, as foilows : 

1 find it left recorded by the Commiſſioners that are employ'd to take Surrender bf the Monaſteries 
in this Shire, Anno. 29. Henry VIII. That, after ſtrict Scrutiny, not ouly by the Fame of the Country, 
but by Examination of ſeveral Perſons, they found theſe Nuns (of Poleſworth) Virtuons and Reli gicus 
Women, and of good Conve, ſation, Nevertheleſs it was not the ſtrict and regular Lives of theſe devour 
Ladies, nor any thing that might be ſaid in behalf of the Mmaſteries, that could prevent their Ruin then 
approaching, ſo great an Aim had the King to make himſelf ther:by glorious, and many others no leſs Hypes 
to be enrich d in a conſiderable Manner. But to the End that ſuch a Change ſhould not overwhelm thoſe 
that might be ative therein, in regard the People every where had no ſmall Eſteem of theſe Houſes, jor 
their devout and daily Exerciſes in Prayer, A'/ms-Deeds, Hiſpitality and the like, whereby not only the 
Souls of their deceas'd Anceſtors had much Benefit, as was then thought, but themſelves, the Poor, as alſo 
Strangers and Pilgrims conſtant Advantage, there wanted not the moſt ſubtil Cuutrivances to effect this 
ſtupendious Work, that (I think) any Age hath beheld ; whereof it will uct be thuught impertinent, I pre- 
ſume, to take here a ſhort View. 

Is order therefore to it, was that which Cardinal Wolſey had done for the founding his Colleges in 
Oxford and Ipſwich made a Precedent, viz. the diſſolving of above 30 Religious Houſes, mcſt very ſmall 
onet, by the Licence of the Ring and Pope Clement VII. And that it might be the better carry d on, 
Mr. Thomas Cremwel, who had been am dd Servant to the Cardinal, and net a little active in that, 
was the Chief Perſon pitch'd upon to aſſiſi therein. For I hok upon this Bufineſs as not or1gtnally defign'd 
by the King, but by ſome principal ambitious Men of that Age, who propected to themſelves ad worldly Ad- 
wantages imaginable, thro that Deluge of Wealth which was like to flow amongſt them by this hideous Storm. 

Firſt therefore, having inſinuated to the Ring Matter of Profit aud Honor, ſcil. Profit by ſo vaſt Eu- 
largement of his Revenue, and Honor in being able to maintain mighty Armies to recover his Right 
in France, as alſo to ſtrent hen himſelf againſt the Pope, whoſe Supremacy he himſelf aboliſl'd, and make 
the firmer Alliance with ſuch Princes as had done the like, did they procure Cranmer's Advancement to 
the See of Canterbury, and more of the Proteſtant Clergy (as my Authority terms them) to ether Biſhopricks, 
aud high Places; to the End that the reſt ſhould not be able in a full Council to carry any Thing againſt 
their Deſign, ſending out Preachers to perſuade the People, that they ſheuld ſtand faſt to the King, with- 
eat Fear of the Pepe Curſe, or his diſſoluing their Allegiance. | 

Next, that it might be the more plauſibly carry'd on, Care was taken ſo to repreſent the Liwcs of the 
Monks, Nuns, Canons, &c. to the World, as that the leſs Regret might be made at their Ruin. To 
which purpoſe T. Cromwell being conſtituted General Viſitor, employ d fundry Perſens, who afted therein 
their Parts accordingly, viz, Rich. Layton, Thomas Legh, and William Petre, Doctors of Law, 
Dr. John London, Dean of Wallingford, and others; by which they were to enquire into the Government 
and Behaviour of the Religions of both Sexes; which Commiſſioners, the better to manage their Deſign, gave 
Encouragement to the Monks, uct only to accuſe their Governors, but to inform againſt each other, compelling 


them alſo to produce the Charters and Evidences of their Lands, as alſo their Plate and Money, and to give 
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as Le tor thereof. Aad hereunto did they add certain Iujunctions from the or containing moſt ſevere 
and ſtrict Ru es, by means whereof divers being found obnoxious to their Cenſure, were expel d; and 
many diſce niug themſelves ut able to live free from ſome Exception or Advantage, that might be taken 
agait ſt them, de ſi. 4 to leave their Habit. 1 ; . 

Aud having by theſe Vuitois thus ſearch'd into their Lives, which by a Black Book, containing a World 
of Enormities, were repreſented is uo ſmai M.“ ſcanda/.us, to the End thut the People might be better 
ati hd with their Proceedings, it was thought convenient to ſuggeſt, that the leſſer Houſes, for Want of 
go G vernme«t, ue e chi: fly guilty of thiſe Crimes that were laid to their Charge; aad fy they did, as ap- 
pears by the Preamble of that Act for their D PZ. lation, made in 27 Henry VIIL which Parliament, 
conſiſting of the miſt Part of Such Me ubers as weie pack d for the Purpoſe, through private Intereſt, as is 
evident by divers O. gina Letters of that Time, many of the Mbility, for the like Reſpects alſo, favouring 
the Deſiga, alſeute tv the ſuppreſſing of ail ſuch Houſes as had been certify ef leſs Value than 200 l. 
per Annim. and giving them, with their Lands and Revenues, to the King; yet ſo as not only the Re- 
ligious Perſors therein ſhould be committed to the great and honourable Monaſteries of this Realm, 
where tnc) might be compell'd to live Religiouiſly tor Reformation of their Lives; wherein, Thanks 


be to God, Religion is well kept and obſerv d, (as are the ere of that Art) but that the Poſ- 
ſeſſions oel ging co ſuch Houſes ſhould be converted to better Uſes, to the Pleaſure of Almighty 
God, and tix Ho or and Protit ot the Ræaim. 

But how weil the Tenor thereof was purſu'a, we ſpall ſoon! ſee; theſe ſpecious Pretences being made Uſe 
of fer uo ether Purpcſe, than by opening this Gap, to male way for the total Ruin of the greater Houſes, 
wherein it is by the ſaid Af acknowlecg' d, that Religion was ſo well obſerv'd. Fr xo ſocner were the 
M.nks, &c. twu'd out, and the Hcuſes demoliſo d, that being it which was fiſt thought requiſite, left 
ſume accidental Change might conduce to their R-ſtitution, but Care was taken to prefer ſuch Perſons to the 
Superiority in Government, upon any I acancy of thoſe greater Houſes, as might be Liftrumental to their 
Surrender, by perſ wading with the Convent to that Purpeſe ; whiſe Acliveneſs was ſuch, that within the 
Space of two Tears, ſeveral Convents were wrought upon, and Commiſſioners ent down to take them at their 
Hands to the King's Uſe; of which Number I fiad, that beſides the before ſpecify'd Doctors of Law, there 
were 34 Commiſſioners. 

The Truth is, that there was uo Ommiſſion of any Endeavours that can well be imagin'd to accompliſh 
theſe Surrenders ; for ſo ſubtilly did the Commiſſioners act their Parts, as that after earneſt Solicitation 
with the Abbats, and finding them backward, they fi ſt attempted them with Promiſes of good Penſions 
during Life; whereby they found ſome forward enough to promote the Work, as the Abbat of Hales in 
G!oceſterſhire was, who had high Commendation for it by the Commiſſioners, as their Letters to the 
Vili:or Geaeral do manifeſt. So likewiſe had the Abbat of Ramſey and the Prior of Ely. Nay, fome were 
ſo ubſequious, that afte, they had wrought the Surrender of their own Houſes, they were employ d as Com- 
miſſuouer: to perſwade with others, as the Prior of Gisborn in Yorkſhire for one. Neither were the Cour- 
tiers unattive in driving on this Work, as may be ſeen by the Lord Chancellor Audley's employing a ſpe- 
cial Ages to treat with the Abbat of Athelney, aud to offer him 100 Marks per Annum Penfion, in cafe he 
would ſur ender, which the Abbat refus'd, inſiſting upon a greater Sum; and the perſonal Endeavcurs that 
he us'd with the Abbat of St. Ofithe in Etiex, as by his Letter to the ſaid Viſitor, whereia it is feenify'd, 
That he nad, by great Sollicication, prevail'd with the ſaid Abbat ; but withal inſinuating his Defire, 
That his Place ot Lord Chancellor beitg very chargeable, the King might be mov'd for an Addi- 
tion of {ome more profitable Offices unto nim. Ny, I fiad that this great Man the Lord Chan- 
cellor hunting eagerly after the Abby of Walden in Eſſex, out of the Ruins whereof afterwards that inae- 
nificent Fubrick, cal d by the Name of Audley-Inn, was built, as an Argument to obtain it, did, befides 
the Extenuation of its Worth, alledge, That he had in this World ſuſtain'd great Damage and Intamy 
in his ſerviug the King, which tae Grant of that ſhould Recompenſe. 

Amongſt the particular Arguments which were und by theſe that were averſe to Surrender, I fiad 
that the Abbat of Feverſham aledg d, The Antiquity of their Monaſtery's Foundation, ſcil. by King 
Stephen, whole Body, with the Bodies of the Queen and Prince, lay there interr'd, and for whom 
wre us d continual Suffrages and Commendations by Prayers; yet it would not avail; for reſolu d 
they were to effet# what they had begun, by one means or «ther ; inſomuch as they procur'd the Bijhop of 
Loudon te come to the Nuns of Sion, with their Confeſſor, to ſollicit them thereunto, who, after many Per- 
Jeafrons, took it upon their Conſciences, that they oaght to ſubmit unto the King's Pleaſure 
therein by God's Law. But what could net be effefted by ſuch Arguments and fair Promiſes, which 
were net wanting ner unfulfil'd, as atpears by the large Peuſicus that ſeme aftive Monks and Canons had 
in Compariſun ¶ cthers, even to a fifth or ſixth fold Proportion more than ordinary, was by Terror 2 
ſtr-ight Dealing b. orght to paſs; for under Pretence of ſuffering Dilapidation in the Buildings, or negligent 
Aamin'ſtraticn of their Offices, as alſo for breating the King's Injunctions, they depriv'd ſome Abbats, and 
then fut athers that were more pliaut in their Rooms. ; 
om others they took their Convent Seals, to the End they might not, by making Leaſes, 
Fewels, raiſe Mae), either for ſupply of their preſent Wants, or Payment of their Debts, 
z0 Surrender. Nay to ſome, as in particular to the Canons of Leiceſter, the Commiſſioners thræaten d. That 
they would charge rhem with Adultery and Buggery, unleſs they would ſubmit, And Doctor 
London 10% the Nuns of Godſtow, That becauſe he found them obſtipate, he would diſſolve the 
Houle by Virtue of the King's Commiſſion, in ſpite of their Teeth. Aud yet all was ſo manag d, 

es that the Ring was ſolicited to accept of them, net being willing to have it thought they were by Terror 


mov'd 
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mov d thereunto, and ſpecial Notice was taken of them as did give ont that their Surrenders were by 
Compuzsſton. TI 

Which Courſes, after ſo many, thro” under-hand Corruption, that led the May, brought on others 
apace, as appears by their Dates, which I have objerv'd from the wery Inſtruments themſelves ; infomuch 
as the reſt ſtood amaz'd, not kuowing which Way te turn them. Some therefore thought fit to try, whe= 
ther Money might ſave their Houſes from this diſmal Fate, ſo near at hand, the Abbat of Peterborough 
offering 2500 Marks to the King, and 300 l. to the Viſitor General therein, Others with gerat Conſtancy 
refus'd to be thus acceſſary in violating the Donatious ¶ their picus Founders; but theſe, as they were not 
mam, Jo did they taſte of no little Severity; for touching the Abbat of Fountaines in Yorkſhire, I find 
that being charg d by the Commiſſtoners for taking into his private Hands ſome Jewels belonging to that 
Monaſtery, which they ca#'d Thejt and Sacrilege, they. pronounc'd him perjur d, and ſo depofins him, 
extorted a private Refignation. And it appears that the M-nks of the Charter-Houſe, in the Suburbs of Lon- 
don, were committed to Newgate, where, with hard and barbarous Uſage, five of them dy d, and five more 
lay at the Point of Death, as the Commiſſioners ſignify d ; but Withal alledg d, That the Suppreſſion of 
that Houſe, being of ſo ſtrict a Rule, would occaſion great Scandal to their Doings ; toraſmuch 
as it ſtood in the Face of the World, infinite Concourſe from all Parts coming to that populous City, 
| and therefore deſir'd it might be alter d to tome other Uſe. And laſtly, that under the like Pretence 
1 of robbing the Church, wherewith the before ſpeciſyd Abbat of Fountaines was charg'd, the Abbat of 
1 Glaſtonbury, with two F his Monks, being condemu'd to Death, was draum from Wells upon a Hurdle, 
then hang'd upon the Hill cal'd the Tor, near Glaſtonbury, his Head ſet upum the Abby-Gate, and his 
Quarters diſpes'd off to Wells, Bath, Iicheſter a Br.dgewater. Nor did the Abbats of Colcheſter 
aul Reading fare much better, as they that ſhall conſult the Story of that Time may ſee. And for further 
Terror. to the reſt, ſoine P. iors and other Ecceſiaſtical Perſons, who had ſpoke againſt the King's SUpre- 
miacy, à Thing then ſomewhat uncoot h, were condemn'd as Traitors, and Executed. 

And row that all this wwas effected, to the End it might net be thought that theſe Things were done 
by @ high Hua, the King having proteſted, That he would ſuppreſs none without Conſent of Parlia- 
ment: A Parlidinent- being cad April 28, Anno 1539, to confirm theſe Surrenders ſo made, as bath 
been fait, there wanted not plauſible Infinuations to both Houſes for drawing on their Conſent with all 
Smcoihneſs thereto ; the Nobility being promi; d large Shares in the Spoil, either by free Gift from the King, 
eaſy Purchaſes, or miſt advantagecus Exchanges, and maiiy of the atlive Gentry Advancements to Ho- 
£ wor, with Increaſe of their Eſtates ; all which we ſee happen d to them accordingly. And the better to ſatisfy 
1 the Valgar, was it repreſented to them, that by this Deluge of Wealth the Kingdom ſhould be ſtrengthen d 
3 with an Army of 409000 Men, and that for the ſuture they ſhould never be charg'd with Subfidies, Fifteenths, 
8 Loans, or common Aids. By which means the Parliament ratifying the before ſpecify d Surrenders, the Work 
| became compleated ; fer the more firnt ſettling whereoj, a ſuddea Cour fe was taken to pull down and deſtroy the 
| Buildings, as had been before upou that Diſſolution of ſmaller Houſes, whereof I have touch d. Next to diſ-- 
| penſe a great Proportion of their Lands amongſt the Nobility aud Gentry, as had been projected, which was 
f accordingly done, the Viſitor General having told the King, That the more had Intereſt in them, the 
1 more they would be irrevocable. | 
| And leſt any domeſtick Stirs, by reaſon of this great and ſtrange Alteration, ſhould ariſe, Rumors were 
ſpread abroad, that Cardinal Pool labour d with divers Princes to procure Forces againſt this Realm, and that 
ö an Invaſion was threaten d, which ſeem d the more credible, — the Truce concluded betwixt the Emperor 
and the French King was generally known, neither of them wanting. a Pretence to bring them hither, And 
this was alſo ſeconded by a ſudden Journey of the King unto the Sea-Coaſts ;. unto divers Parts whereof he had 
ſeat ſundry of the Nobles and expert Perſons to viſit the Ports and Plates of Dunger, who fail'd not, for their 
Diſcharge upon all Events, to affirm the Peril in each Place to be ſo great, as one would have thought every 
Place had needed a Fortification, Beſides, he forthwith caus'd his Navy to be in a readineſs, and Muſters to 
be taken over all the Kingdom, All which Preparations being made againſt a Dauger believd imminent, 
ſeem'd ſo to excuſe the * 1 ay of the Abbies, as that the People, willing to ſave their own Purſes, began 
to ſuffer it eaſily, eſpecially whea they Jaw Order taken for building ſuch Forts. = 

But let us look a little upon the Succeſs, wherein I find, that the. jaid Viſitor General, the grand Actor in 
this tragical Buſineſs, having contracted upon himſelf ſuch an Odium from the Nubility, by reaſen of his low 
Birth, tho" nct long before made Knight of the Garter, Earl of. Eſſex, and Lord High Chancellor of Eng- 
land, as alſo from the Catholicks, for having thus operated in the Diſſolution of Abbies, that before the End 
of the before-ſpecify'd Parliament, wherein that was ratify'd, which he had with ſo much Induſtry brought to 
paſs, the King uct having any more uſe of him, gave Way to his Enemies Accuſations : Whereupon, being ar- 
reſte4 by the Die of Norfolk at the Council-Table, when he 70 dreamt of it, and committed to the Tower, 
he was condema'd by the fame Parliament, for Hereſy and Treaſon, unheard and little pityd ; and on the 
28th of July, viz. four Days after the Parliament was difſolv'd, had his Head cut off on Tower-Hill. 

Aud as jor the Fruit which the People reap'd, aſter all their Hopes built upon thoſe Ipecious Pretences, which 
T have inſtauc d, it was very little; for plain it is, that Subfidies from the Clergy and Fiſteenths of Lay- 
N meu Gocds were ſoon after exacted; and that in Edward VI.'s Time, the Commons were conſtrain d to 
Supply the King's Wants by a new Iuvention, viz. Sheep, Cloths, Goods, Debts, &c. for three Tears ; which 
Tux grew ſo heavy, that the Tear following they pray d the King jor Mitigation thereof. Nor is it a little ob- 
fervable; that whi'ſt the Monaſteries ſtood, there was no Att for the Relief of the Poor; ſo amply did thoſe 
Howes give Succour to them that were in Want ; whereas in the next Age, viz. 39 Eliz. no Igſs than 11 Bills 
were brought into the Houſe of Commons for that Purpoſe. | 
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So far this learned Knight. Many other ill Conſequences, that attended the Suppreſſion of theſe 
Religious Houſes, might be here obſerv d; but beſides that it would lead me into a long and tedious 
Digteſſion, it is an invidious Subject, which few in this Age can beat. So that it is my Deſign at 
preſent to take Notice only of the great Decay of Learning thar was like to enſue the Diflolution, in- 
ſomuch that in Parliaments held 2 Edward VI. and 3 Edward VI. there were Bills brought in for en- 
couraging Men to give Lands for the Maintenance ot Schools of Learning. And the Loſs of good 
Books was irreparable; for Bale honeſtly tells us, Newer had we bene offended for the Lofs of our Libra- 
ryes, beynge ſo many in nombre, and in 75 deſolate places for the more parte, F the chiefe monuments and 
moſt notable workes of our moſt excellent wryters had bene reſerved. If there had bene in every Shyre in 
Englande but one ſolempne Lybrarye to the Preſervacyon of thoſe noble Workes, and preferrement of good 
lernynge in cure poſteritye, it had bene Jumwhat. But to deſtroje all without conſideracyon, is and wyll be unto 
Englande for eve 4 moſt horryble infamy amonge the grave Senyours of other Nacyons. A great nombre of 
them, whych purchaſed thoſe ſuperſtycpouſe Manſyons, reſerved of thoſe Lybrary Bokes, ſome to ſerve theyr 
Jakes, — to ſcoure their candleſtychs, and ſome to rubbe their booten. Some they fold to the Grofſers and 
Sopeſellers, and. ſome they ſent over See to the Bokebynders, not in Jmall nombre, but at tymes whole Shyppes 
full, to the wwonderynge of foren Nacyons. Tea the Unyverſytees of this Realme are nct all clere in this deteſt a- 
ble fut. But curſed is that lelhe, whyche ſeketh to be fedde with ſuche ungodly gaynes, and ſo depelye ſhameth 
his natural Countrey. I knowe a Merchant-man, whych ſhall at thys tyme be nameleſſe, that boughte the con- 
tente of tuo noble Lybraryes for 40 Shillings pryce, a ſhame it is to be ſpoken, Thys ſtulſe hath he occupyed 
in the ſtede of graye paper by the ſpace of more than theſe ten years, and yet he had ſtore ynongh for as many 
years to come. A prodigyouſe Exaniple is this, and to be abhorred of all Men which love their Natioi, as 
they ſhould do. Thus Bale, one of the bittereſt Enemies the Monks ever had, is forc d to lament the 
great Damage the learned World ſuſtain'd at this Diſſolution. Indeed thoſe well furniſh'd Libraries, 
that were in moſt Monaſteries, plainly ſhow, that we are too much prejudic'd againſt the Monks, 
when we raſhly condemn them as Idle, Ignorant, and Diſcouragers ot Learning; and that on the 
contrary we ought to eſteem many of them to be Learned and Induſtrious, and Promoters of ſeve- 
ral uſeful Parts of Knowledge, In every great Abby there was a large Room call'd the Sriptorium, 
to which belong'd ſeveral Writers, whole whole Buſineſs it was to tranſcribe good Books tor the 
Uſe of the publick Library of the Houſe. 

There were no leſs than 1700 Manuſcript Tracts in the Library at Peterburg, and the Catalogue 
of Books belonging to the Priory of Dover, and the Abby of St. Mary de la Pre at Leiceſter, clearly 
evince, that thoſe Houſes had no mean Libraries, and thoſe kept in very good Order. Nay, ſo zca- 
lous were the Monks for the Encouragement ot Leatning, that they very often got Churches ap- 
propriated ad libros faciendos, for making of Books; nor were they leſs carctul in preſerving the old. 
The Britiſh, Iriſh, and Saxon Monaſteries, we find were the Schools and Univerſities of thoſe Times : 
They were not only Cells of Devotion, but alſo Nurſeries of learned Men for the Uſe of the Church. 
The Works of Bede are a ſufficient Argument of the Knowledge the Monks of thoſe Times had in 
all Parts of Learning. Their Skill in the learned Languages was ſo very eminent, that tis reported 
ſome of them underſtood Greek and Latin as weil as their Mother Tongue. When the Monks were 
rooted out by the Daniſh Wars, an univerſal Ignorance overſpread the Land, inſomuch that there was 
ſcarce any one in England that could read or write Latin; but when, by the Care of King Edward 
and Archbiſhop Dunſtan, Monaſteries were reſtor'd, Learning found its former Encouragement, and 
flouriſh'd very much within the Walls of the Cloyſters. So thar Leland, who was no great Friend to 
the Monks, often confeſſes, that in thoſe old Times there were few or no Writers but Monks. 

It is farther obſervable, that when Printing was firſt known, the Monks were the chief Promoters 
of that excellent Invention in Exgland; for Hollingſhead ſays, William Caxton of London, Mercer, 
brought Printing into Ezg/and about the Year 1471, and firſt practis'd the ſame in the Abby of 
St. Perer at Weſtminſter ; after which Time it was likewiſe practisd in the Abbies of St. Auſtin at 
Canterbury, St. Albans, and other Monaſteries. 

Having detain'd the Reader with ſuch a tedious Preface, I ſhall make no other Apology for it and 
the whole Book than in the Words of our great Maſter Camden, who ſaith, There are ſome, I hear, 
who take it ill, that 1 have mention d Monaſteries, and their Founders; I am Jorry to hear it; but (not to give 
them any juſt Offence ) let em be angry if they will. Perhaps they would have it forgotten that our An- 
ceſtors wrere, and we are Chriſtians, fmce there were never more certain Indications, and glorious Monuments 
of Chriſtian Piety and Devotion to God, than thoſe ; nor were there any other Seminaries for the Propagation 
of the Chriſtian Religion and good Literature, however it came to paſs, that in a looſe Age ſome rank Weeds 
rum up too faſt, which requir'd rooting out. 

Thrts far from the learned Dr. Tanner, who we ſee has made uſe of Sir William Dugdale, Bale, Cam- 
den, and others, in the compoſing of his Preface, wherein I have alſo follow'd him, and now proceed to add 
ſomet hing From that worthy Promoter of the Study of Antiquity, M.. Thomas Hearn's Preliminary Obſer- 
rations, on that great Autiquary Mr.Browne Willis's View of the Mitred Abbies. The whole Diſcourſe 
Any to be reprinted ; but this Preface will only admit of ſome ſmall Collefions from it, which take as 
olloxs. | 
The Study of our National Antiquities is a Subject ſo noble in it ſelf, and of ſuch extraordinary Uſe 
and Advantage, that it may and ought to be thought ſomething ſtrange, that tis not more cultiva- 
ted and encourag d, eſpecially by ſuch as, out of Intereſt, are oblig d to be acquainted with our an- 
cient Records and other Miitings. Were there no other Inſtances of its Uſefulneſs, than the frequent 
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Occaſion there is for Acceſs to the Minuſcript Boobs and Papers collected by Sir Robert Cotton, yet this 


alone were ſufficient to evince and confirm it. And 'tis well known to thoſe who have read the Life 
of that great Min, what Application was daily made to him to obtain Satisfaction in ſeveral Caſes 
that concern'd not only the Kingdom in General, but the Eſtates of many private Men in Parricular. 
All Gentlemen could not but ſee the Uſefulneſs ot this Study, and its Digzity was as clear, when even 
the Prince himſelf hotour'd the Perſon that had, with fo much Zeal and Indiſtiy, apply'd himſelf to 
it, and, by that means, done ſuch eminent and ffenal Service for the Publick. Sir Robert was a wiſe 
Man, and he knew very well that the Greeks and Romans, who have been always admir'd for their Pru- 
dence and Conduct, eſteem'd ſuch as ftudy'd their own Antiquities beyond any of thoſe that apply'd 
themſelves to other Parts of Learning. Varro had the Character of being the moſt learned of the Ro- 
mans, and that for no other Reaſon, but becauſe of his Diligence in ſearching into the Reman Anti- 
quities, in which his Knowledge ſurpaſs d all that had ever made that Part of Learning their Pro- 
vince. His Judgment was as great as his Þnduſt;y, and *rwas impoſſible for him to fail of Succeſs in 
whatever he attempred. All his Comrtrymen look'd upon him as not only the ft knowing, but the 
moſt uſeful Peron of that Time; and the honorable Mention always made of him, ſhew'd that they 
believ'd no Study delerv'd ſo much Praiſe as that of their own Antiquities, And this was not the 
Opinion of private Men only, but even thoſe ot the higheſt Rank and Quality, who therefore ſet a 
particular Mark of Diſtinction upon ſuch as were vers'd in the Antiquities of Rome, as may appear by 
the Reſpects paid by YVe/paſian to Pliny the Elder, and by Trajan to Pliny the Dunger; and yet neither 
of them deferv'd ſo much Honor as was given to Varro, becauſe their Studies were more general, and 
they did not confine themſelves only to that of Antiquities, Nor did this good Opinion of thoſe that 
ſtudy'd their Antiquities ceaſe, even after the Empire began to decline. Thence *ris that in Ammia- 
nuss Time ſuch Perſons, however no) deſcended, and well vers'd in other Af/airs, were look'd upon 
as unpoliſh'd, who had not ſpent ſome Part of their Time in ſearching into Antiquity, ———— 

I ſhall return to our own National Antiquities, and ſhould be glad to be inform'd why we, who all 
acknowledge the Grezks and Romans to have been a wiſe and knowing People, ſhould not have the ſame 
Honor for thoſe that are ſtudious of our own: National Antiquities, as was paid by them to ſuch as 
addicted themſelves to the ſame kind of Study. Our Country hath produc'd infirizre Numbers that 
have been famous in all Profeſſzozrs, and methinks cis a Reproach and Scandal to us to ſuffer what they 
have done to be forgotten, provided their Performances were laudable, and tended to the Increaſe of 
Virtue. Tis a Matter therefors to be lamented, that amongſt other Encouragements of Learning, 
there is not Care taken about the due Rewards for ſuch as ſpend their Time in the Study of our own: 
Antiquities; and it were to be wiſh'd, that ſome e and generous Benefactors would ſettle Stipends 
and Salaries upon a Society of ſuch Perſons as have a Genius for thoſe Studies, and, in all Probabi- 
lity, may be able to do great and eminent Service, by a diligent Search and Inſpection into our old Ma- 
nuſcripts and Records. 

I humbly crave Leave, before I advance any farther, publickly to profeſs my ſelf to be a fixcere, tho 
very ueworthy, Member of the Church of England, and that I have as true and as hearty Aﬀeftion for 
her Intereſt as perhaps any other Perſon whatſoever. And yet I cannot but here prb/ickly declare, 
that I think it would have been more happy for Her, as well as for the Nation in general, had King 
Henry VIII. only reform'd and not deſtroy d the Abbies and other Religions Hmuſes. Monaſtic Inſtitution 
is very ancient, and it had been very laudable had he reduc'd the Manner of Worſhip to the Primi- 
tive Form, Popery, as I take it, ſignifies no more than the Errors of the Church of Rome. Had he 
therefore put a Stop to thoſe Errors, he had acted wiſely, and very much to the Content of all truly 
good and religion Men. But then this would not have ſatisfy'd the Ends of himſelf and his coverous 
and ambitions Agents, They all aim d at the Revenues and Riches of the Religioms Houſes, For which 
Reaſon no Arts nor Comtrivances were to be paſs'd by that might be of Uſe in obtaining thoſe Ends. 
The moſt abominable Crimes were to be charg'd upon the Religioms, and the Charge was to be manag'd 
with the utmoſt Tndz/try, Boldneſe, and Dexterity. This was a powerful Argument to draw an 
Odium upon them, and to make them diſreſpected and ridicul'd by the Generality of Mankind. And 
yet after all, the Proots were ſo inſuſſicient, that from what 1 have been able to gather, I have not 
found any direti onc againſt even any ſingle Monaſtery. The Sins of one or 2159 particular Perſons do 
not make a Sodom, Neither are vrolewt and forced Confeffions to be eftecm'd as the true Reſults of 
any one's Thoughts. When therefore even theſe Artifices would not do, the /aſt Expedient was put 
in Execution, and that was Ejection by Force; and to make the Lmocent Snjferers the more content, 
Penſiuus were ſettled upon many, and ſuch Penſiuns were, in ſome Meaſure, proportion'd to their In- 
necence. Thus by Degrees the Religious Houſes, and the Eſtates belonging to them, being ſurrender'd 
unto the King, he either fold or gave them to the Lay Nobility and Gentry, contrary to what he had 
at firſt pretended, and 4o they have continm'd ever fince, tho' not withont viſtble Effects of God's 
Vengeance and Diſpleaſure, there having been direful Anathemas and Curſes denounc'd by the Founders 
upon ſuch as ſhould preſume to alienate the Lands, or do any other voluntary Injury to the Religions 
Houſes. I could my felt produce Inſtances of the ſtrange and unaccountable Decay of ſome Gentlemen in 
my own Time, otherwiſe Perſons of very great Pizty and Worth, who have been poſleſs'd of Abby Lands; 
but this would be ividiozs and offenfrve, and therefore I ſhall only refer thoſe that are deſirous of 
having Inſtances laid before them, to ſhow that diſmal Conſequences have happen'd, to Sir Henry Spel- 
man's Hiſtory of Sacrilege, publiſh'd in 8v0 in the Year 1698, 
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Beſides their Immorality, there was another Objection, which was urg'd againſt the Monks with 
ro leſs Vehemence, and that was their Want of Learning. The Viftors thought that Charge would 
conduce very much to diminiſh their Credit and Reputation. But alas: this Charge was really ag 
groundleſs and weak as the former. No body doubts but the Monaſteries had divers Members that 
could not be ſtyl'd learned. But when we diſcourſe of learned Bodies, theſe ought not to be conſi- 
der'd, at lealt their Ignorance ought not to be look'd upon as ſufficient to denominate them un- 
learned. Add to this, that ſometimes thoſe illiterate Perſons were eminent upon ſome other Account, 
and conſequeatly might prove very ſerviceable to the Monaſteries. After all, tis very certain that a 
great Number of the Monks were Men of very profound Learning, and ot extraordinary Abilities, 
Had they been otherwiſc, it is impoſſible to account for that incredible Number of Books written by 
them. No one that reads eicher Boſton of Bury, or Leland, or other Authors that ſay any thing of 
their Writings, can juſtly ſuppoſe them to have been iliterate Men. On the contrary, many of their 
Writings are very judiciozs and full of Learning; nay, in ſome Parts of Learning they exceeded any of 
our Moderus ; which is an Argument not only of excellent Parts, bnt of their conſtant and unueary d 
Diligence and Application. 

Much more might be here added from the above quoted learned Authors, and many others ; but that it is 
not thought convenient to exceed in the Length of a Preface, and it is hop'd that the Uſe made of ſuch great and 
judicious Writers as Mr. Marſham, Sir Will. am Dugdale, Camden, Dr. Tanner, and Mr. Hearn, will 
uo way be liable to Exception. It 15 Time to come to what has been here perform d. 

The Numbers in the Margin are the References to the Pages in the Monaſticon, for the Conveniency of F 
ſuch as deſire to ſee any Particular in the Original, and jor the better ſatisfying of the Curious that the ſame 
has been exaftly follow'd, without deviating from the true Senſe of the Latin. This has occafion'd a Neceſſity f 
of following Sir William Dagdale ſtrictly in his own Method, leſt the placing of his Additions otherwiſe than 1 
as he has leſt them might cauſe any Confuſion, or adminiſter any Ground to ſuſpect that other Alterations had t 
been made. | : 

In regard that many obſolete or otherwiſe uncommon Words occur in ſeveral Parts of this Work, Care has 
been taken to explain them, that nothing might remain abſtruſe or unintelligible. 
| All thoſe Parts that are comma'd are fairly tranſcrib'd entire from the Monaſticon, ſtrictly obſerving the 
1 ſame Orthography, and even the Hunctumtion; ſo that it is to be obſerV/d, that the various ſpelling of Numes, 
it or other Words, which frequently occurs, is not, as may be imagin d, an Error in tranſcribing, but the Effet 
of copying the Original literally, which is alſo to be underſtood of ſome Places where the Senſe may appear 
perplex'd, and the ſame of Blanks in Lines, or of Words, or Numbers omitted. The inſerting of the ſaid 
Engliſh Pieces in ſuch manner as above, has been done by the Advice of ſome Gentlemen curious in Antiquity, 
aud therefore ſome that had been at firſt omitted were NE inſerted among the Additions to the firſt Vo- 
lume, at the Beginning of the third, where they will be eaſily found, the reſt being all in their proper Places. 

As for the Hiſtorical Part of the Monaſticon, it has been here ſo entirely preſerv d, that it is hop'd no Ob- 4 
Jeftion vill lie againſt the Performance on that Account, Mo Charter or Deed has been ſo entirely left out as 
rot to be taken Notice ; but as it was impoſſible to tranſcribe them all at length in a Volume of this Size, 
fince they make the greateſt Bulk of the Original, ſo the Dates of them have been preſerd d, with the Names 
of all Donors, or Beuefaclors to Churches, and of their Donations as to Manors, Churches, Privileges, and 
other Things of Note, the wording of ſuch Deeds in other Reſpetts being the ſame. Nor has it been omitted | 
to give ſeveral Specimens of the Curſes and Imprecations laid upon thoſe who ſhould violate the Immunities, or 
uſurp the Eſtates of thoſe Religious Houſes ; the too frequent Repetition whereof would rather be nauſeous, 
than inſtruttive or entertaining. |

OME lefs knowing Perſons, back'd neither by 
8 Reaſon nor Authority, oppoſe the Antiquity of 

the Monaſtical Inſtitute, and make St. Beneditt 

the firſt Father of the Monks, which it 1s 
thought . mov'd to do, becauſe St. Benedibi 
compos'd a Rule, which the Monks have fince fol- 
low'd ; but that St. Bene dit was not the firſt who in- 
ſtituted the Method of their living in common, ap- 
pears by the 2d Book of St. Gregory's Dialogues, 
where we read, that the Monks of a certain Mona- 
ſtery, after the Death of their Abbat, call'd St. Bene- 
diſt from the Delerr, and appointed him their Abbat. 
By which it appears, that he was not the firſt Inſti- 
tutor of Monaſtical Life: It remains to ſee from 
whom and at what Time this Inſtitution and Heaven- 
ly Diſcipline had its Original; for according to the 
Maſter in Hiſtories, and Radulphus on the Book of 
Kings, the firſt Inſtitutor of this fruitful Plantation 
and wholeſome Converſation was Samuel in rhe Old 
Teſtament, as Chri/oſtome ſays in one of his Homilies. 
And Jerome, in his Epiſtle to Rufficus, ſays, The chief 
Inventors and Improvers of Monachiſm were the Sons of 
the Prophets in the Old Teſtament, who built Huts near the 
River Jordan, and quitting Tbrongs and Cities, liv'd upon 
Barley-Cakes and wild Herbs. And the fame Jerome, in 
his Epiſtle to Paulinus, writes, We have the Apoſtles, 
Antony, Hillarion, and Macharius, for Chiefs of our 
Inſlitute. | 

To return to the Scripture, Elias was our Prince, 
and ſo was Eliſha ; our Leaders were the Sons of the 
Prophets, who dwelt in the Fields and Deſerts, and 
ET themſelves Tents near the Stream of Jordan. 
Of this Number were the Sons of Rechab, who drank 
neither Wine nor Cyder, who liv'd in Tents and Bar- 
racks, and who are commended by God through the 
Prophet Jeremy, and a Promiſe was made them, that 
there ſhould not want a Man of their Race ſtanding 
before the Lord. Jer. 35. And po tells us, that 
Monachiſm began in the Old Teſtament under the 
Prophet £1i.zs, when he undertook the Government, 
and became the firſt Abbat of the Sons of the Pro- 
phets, near Jordun, by the Appointment of God. 
Joſephus alſo, in his Book of the Captivity of the 
Jeus, and in the 18th of their Antiquities, relates 
how the Jewiſh Eſſrans, before the coming of our 
Lord, led a Monaſtical Life. 

Having ſeen how it was repreſented under the Fa- 
thers of the Old Teſtament, it remains that we ſhow 
how it was continu'd under thoſe of the New. Jobn 
the Baptiſt, who was between both the Teſtaments, 
flying to the Deſert in his tender Years, was the firſt 
Inſtitutor of the Monaſtical Life under the New 
Teſtament. Nay, Chriſt himſelf was properly the 
Inſtitutor, when he order'd his Diſciples to ſell all, 
to leave all Things, and to follow him ; and after his 
Aﬀcenfion, the Faithful ſold all they had, laid the 
Price at the Feet of the Apoſtles, and liv'd in com- 


— 


the Effigies of Vitel- 


mon, under their Care and Direction, poſſeſſing no- 
thing they could call their own. 

Atter the Martyrdom of the Apoſtles, many fal- 
ling off from that primitive Ferver, began to ſeek 
the 'Things of this World, and to eſs them as 
their own, not in common, as before; but very ma- 
ny _ Fathers retaining that Apoſtolical Fervor, 
and inſpir'd by the Holy Ghoſt, continu'd to live un- 
der the Direction of one in Community, adding ma- 
ny ſublimer Things to what had been praftis'd under 
the Apoſtles. 

Euſebius, in the 2d Book of his Church-Hiſtory, 
informs us, 'That St. Mark the Evangeliſt went into 
Egypt, preach'd the Goſpel there, and founded a 
Church at Alexandria. At whoſe fir{t coming, a great 
Multitude of Men and Women, mov'd by the Exam- 

le of his Sobriety, believ'd, and receiv'd a Rule of 
Lite from him, by whoſe Example the holy Monaſti- 
cal Inſtitute ſpread over all the World. Much more 
may be ſeen to this Purpoſe in the 2d Book of Hu- 
ſebius above quoted, as alſo in Caffan, Sozomen, St. Je- 
rome, and St. Epiphanius. 

The moſt renowned among theſe ancient Monks 
were Antony, Hillarion, the two Macharu, Pachomius, 
Aurelius, John the Father of 3000 Monks, Serapion 
the Father of 10000, Dioſcorus the Father of 100, 
Julian the Father of 10000, Amos of zœoo, Thon 
of 3000, Paul of 500, Baſil, Fruttnoſns, Ferreolus, 
Egyptius, Iſidore, Aurelian, John Catan, Jerome, and 
many more holy Fathers, who not only reſtor'd what 
had been deliver'd from the Apoſtles, but added ma- 
ny ſtrict and ſevere Rules, for the increaſing of De- 
votion, and obtaining of eternal Glory. 

At length ſacterded St. Benedid, a ſtrenuous hearer 
and fulfiller of the Evangelical Precept, who ſhin'd 
out like a yy heavenly Star ; and he, about the 
Year of our Lord 516, was a reſolute Champion in 
CarrsT's Warfare, in a Monaſtery on Mount Caſ- 
ſino, and writ a commendable Rule, approv'd of b 
the Univerſal Church, as Pope Innocent II. teſtifies. 

By what has been ſaid, it plainly appears, That 
the Monaſtical Order began to ſprout in the Days of 
the Apoſtles, or rather to revive, as having ſprung 
from Elias, Eliſha, and the Sons of the Prophets.

\\ the Year zi after the Paſſion of our 
Lord, Tuelve of St. C the Apoſtle's 
Fo Dilciples (the Chief of w..om was Jo/epb 
of Arimathea) came into this Country, 
and preached the Chriſtian Faith to 

— Ar viramm, who retus'd to embrace it, 
and yet printed them this Place, with Twelve Hides of 
Land; where they made Walls of Waztles, and erected 
the firſt Church in this Kingdom, which CHRIS I 
perſonally dedicated to the Honour of his Mother, and 
the Place for Burial of his Servants, as is ſaid in the 
Manuſcript Hiſtory of the Monaſtery of Glaſtonl ury 
in the Cotton Library. Theſe Twelve and their 
Succeficrz, continuing long the ſame Number, and 
leading an Eremitical Lite, converted a great Mul- 
titude of Pagans to the Faith of CHRIST. They 
being all, at length, dead and bury'd here, the moſt 
holy Men Phaganus and Diruvianus, coming into theſe 
Parts, and baptizing King Lucius and his People, had 
the aforeſaid Hides confirm'd to them and their Suc- 
ceſſors, the ſame Number of 12 being kept up till the 
Coming of St. Patrick, who inſtructing them in the 
Monaſtical Life, became their Abbot : After whom, 
theholy Fathers Benign, Noſumbil, and Gildcs, led a 
moſt holy Life there. Next came St. David Arch- 
biſhop of M:mevia, now call'd St. David's, who added 
a new Chapel to the Church, dedicating it to the 
Bleſſed Virgin, and erected a rich Altar; and near the 
ſaid Chapel, Joſephb of Arimith:a, and other holy 
Men, are ſaid to have been bury'd. Tho' the Church 
was afterwards ſeveral Times rebuilt, this Place ſtill 
remain'd under the former Conſecration, and was held 
in ſuch Veneration, that Kings, Biſhops, and all the 
greateſt Perſons, thought themſelves happy in adding 
ſomething to its Poſſeſſions, or being bury'd with any

Aval, fignifying an Apple, as being full of Fruit- 
Trees, or from Avallon, who was once Lord of that 
Territory. The Saxons gave it the Name of Glaſtinge- 
bury, that is, the Town of Glaſs. There are ſeveral 
Iſlands about this, all belonging to it, all which to- 
gether were reduc'd to make up the 12 Hides above- 
mention'd, the Bounds whereof may be ſcen in Dug- 
dale, p. 2 and 3. All the Places within thoſe Bounds 
enjoy all Sorts of Immunities, from the firſt Times of 
Chriſtianity, granted and confirm'd to the Church of 
Glaſtonbury by the Britiſh, Engliſh and Norman Kings. 
This Church was the ſacred Repolitory of the 
Aſhes of a Multitude of Saints, inſomuch that no 
Corner of it, or of the Church-yard, is deſtitue of 
the ſame. There lie the Twelve Diſciples (ahove-

Of K. Patrick. 


81. Patrick was born in the Year 361: His Father's 
Name was Calipurnus; his Mother's Conches, Siſter 
to St. Martin, Biſhop of Tours. He was baptiz'd 
Sucaſh ; but Pope Celeſtin gave him the Name of Pa- 
trick, He was taken by the Ilriſs at 16 Years of Age, 
and continu'd Six Years in Slavery ; after 1.53. 
return'd Home, and meeting with St. German, Biſhop 
of Auxerre, was his Diſciple for the Space of 22 Years ; 
then going. to Rome, he was, by Pope Celeſtin, ſent 
into Ir!land in the Year 425; which 


turning into England, 4 5 to Glaſtonbury, where 
finding 12 Perſons who led an Eremetrical Life, he 
gather'd them into a Monaſtery, and became their 
Abbot after the Manner of the Monks of Feopr, for 
St. Benedi# was not yet born. He obtain'd of Pope 
Celeſtin 12 Years Indulgence for ſuch as ſhould viſit 
the Church of the Virgin Mary, and adorn it with 
ſome Part of their Goods; as appears by a Writing 
under his own Hand, to be ſeen in Dugdal:, P. II.

Inſtitutions of the Monks of Egypt. The Saxon or 
Engliſþ Kings being converted, reſtor'd to the Monks 


of Glaſtontury many Lands; which had been taken 
by their Pagan Predeceſſors. The glorious King Ira, 


Ann. 725, gave great Poſſeſſions to the Church of 
St. Mary, as appears by his Grant in Dugdale, p. 12 and 
13, and founded a larger Church there; in Honour 
of our Saviour, and the holy Apoſtles Peter and Pau), 
to the Eaſtward of the old Church. His Succeſſor 
Ethelard was no leſs a Benefactor to this Church, 
which alſo receiv d great Endowments from Kenewnlph, 
King of the Weſt Saxons, Brithtric, King of the ſame, 
King Atbelſtan, Archbiſhop Walftlelm, Queen Elfleda, 
Duke Ethelſiun, and others; and the aforeſaid King 
_ confirm'd all the ſaid Gifts by his Grant, to 
be ſeen as in the Margin. King Edmund likewiſe 
gave to St. Dunſtan Chriſt-Maleford; Kington, Wadeton, 
Wathle, Wrington, Pohelchurch, and Easford, amount- 
ing to 87 Hides and a half, with a Fiſhery. Elfgina 
his Queen, by his Command, gave the Manor of 
Domerbam, with Merton and Pedrington, being too 
Hides; as alſo Stave, 8 Hides. All King Edmund's 
Gifts, and thoſe of his Miniſters; to the Monaſtery 
of Glaſtonbury, amounted to 368 Hides, to be held in 
the ſame Manner as he held his own Lands; with ma- 
ny other Privileges; as may be ſeen in his Charter. 

Edred, who ſucceeded Edmund, added to the for- 
mer Gifts; as did his Succeſſors King Edwin and 
King Edgar, by his Charter dated at F gory 4a Ann, 971, 
not only confirm'd all former Grants, but added to 
them many Liberties and Immunities; and particu- 
larly, that the ſaid Monaſtery, and ſome Pariſhes 
ſubject to it, ſnould be exempred from the Juriſdiction 
of the Biſhop, ſaving the Rights of the See of 
Rome and Canterbury; confirming to it 215 Hides, 
granted to it by ſeveral Benefactors. The Kings 
Egelred and his Son Edmund, added more Benefi- 
cence. 

King William the Conqueror having got the Crown, 
baſely ſtripp d the Church of many of its Poſſeſſions, 
and beſtow'd them on his Soldiers, and made one 
Turſtin, a Norman, Abbot of Glaſtonbury, in the Year 


1081: But to repair in ſome Meaſure the Wrong 


done to the Church, upon the Complaints of the 
Monks, he reſtor'd to them ſome Lands unjuſtly taken 
from them, and confirm'd the ſame to them, as in 
his Grant, p. 18. 

The Abbot Herleuin began to build a new Church, 
and gave the Conqueror 1100 Marks of Silver, 
and two of Gold, to recover ſome Manors that had 
been taken from the Church Ann. 1126. Henry the 
Abbot, Brother to Theobald Earl of Blois, a Man of 
ſingular Learning and regular Life, obtain'd great 
Advantages to his Monaſtery, labouring indetati- 
gably to retrieve the Loſſes it had ſuſtain d, recover- 
ing ſome Manors, and making freſh Acquiſitions, 
[Thus far Dugdale.] 

At the Time of the Suppreſſion, this Abby was 
valu'd at 3311 J. 75. 4d. 1 7. per Ann. 

Having ſo often mention'd Hides of Land, which 
will alſo frequently occur hereafter, it is proper to 
acquaint the Reader, that CN is ſometimes by 
our Authors call'd a Mauſe, ſometimes a Family, and 
ſometimes a Plough, containing as much as one Plough 
and Oxen could till in a Year, or as was ſufficient to 
maintain a Family a Year. 

In Regard that ſome Modern Authors have taken 
Pains to diſcredit the receiv'd Tradition of Joſeph of 
Arimathea's Coming into Britain, it may not be unfit 
to add a few Lines in Vindication of what has been 
here deliver'd from Dugdale. Firſt, the Writing above- 
mention'd, left by St. Patrick, who (as has been faid) 
was born in the Year 361, and teſtifies, That he ſaw a

Monaſtery, till his Hand was at the Morning Ser- 
vice reſtor'd whole, as had been promis'd in the 
Viſion. 

A third Witneſs is St. Auguſtin the Monk, and 
Apoſtle of the Engliſh, who in an Epiſtle to Pope 
Gregory the Great, mentions what has been ſaid 
above, as a receiv'd Tradition at that Time; and this 
Letter is quoted by Godwin in his Catalogue of Bi- 
ſhops, and by Biſho Uſher in Primord. Eccleſ. Britann. 
Capgrage alſo affirms the Building of the ſaid Church, 


in the Life of St. Joſeph 3 and Dr. Fuller ſpeaking of it, 


admires the Simplicity of the then Chriſtian Devotion, 
becauſe, as has been ſaid, it was built of Hurdles, 
which is granting the Fact. 

The lafl Teſtimonial we ſhall add is a very ancient 
Inſcription cut in Braſs; and formerly affix' d to a 
Pillar in Glaſtonbury Church, which Biſhop Godwin, 
in his Catalogue of Biſhops, brings as a Proof of 
St. Joſeph's coming into Britain; and Sir Henry Spelman 
tranſcribes it into his Collection of Councils, being

At the Time when the Bleſſed Gregory govern 
the Holy and Renown'd Church of Rome, he ſent 
St. Auzuſtin into our Britain, (now call'd England) and 
with him ſome Monks fearing God, to convert 
the Exgliſb Nation; who coming into England in the 
Year of Grace 597, ſoon converted King Etbelberr, 
and ſome Thouſands of People. The ſaid King gave 
them a Manfion in the City of Dorobernia, which is 
now Canterbury, and was the Metropolis of all his 
Kingdom, that they might there preach, baprize, 
and call as many as they could to the Faith of J=s vs 
CnRrIisT. St. Auguſtin being therefore conſecrated, 
purſuant to the Command of St. Gregory, by Elen- 
therius, Biſhop of Arles, and having receiv'd the Pall 
from St. Gregory, the ſaid Auguſtin built in the ſame 
City of Canterbury, a Church, which he dedicated 
to the Honour of our Saviour Jesus CHRIST, 
and appointed there, and not elſewhere, the Me- 
tropolitan Seat for himſelf and his Succeſſors; and 
having gather'd a Monaſtery of Monks, People flock- 
ed to it from all Parts, ſome defiring to be baptiz'd, 
others to he made Monks, and devoted themſelves 
and all they had, their Revenues and Poſſeſſions, to 
the Ule of the Poor, and chiefly to the Support of 


thoſe who had there given themſelves up to the di- 
vine Service.

We muſt now leave that Author, who is very im- 
perfect as to this Church, to add ſomething in Rela- 
tion to it out of Somner, He tells us, that the 
Foundation of Chriſt-Church in Canterbury was laid by 
Lucius, the firſt Chriſtian King of Brita. St. Au- 
guſtin, when he had converted King Ethelbert, re- 
air d the ſame, ſaid to be then ſtanding. That 
hurch was afterward burnt down by the Danes, and 
again re-built by Archbiſhop Agelnorth, about the 
Year 1023. An accidental Fire having conſum'd this 
ſecond Church, it was the third Time built more 
beautiful than before, by Archbiſhop Lanfranc, who 
ſate in this See from the Year 1070, 'till 1089. His 
Succeſſor Anſelm, enlarg'd and beautify'd it; yet was 
not laſting, for about the Year 1130, it was again 
deſtroy'd by Fire, as ſome ſay. In fine, after other 
Calamities and Decays, this Church was built as it 
now is, by the Monks of St. Benedict, to whom it be- 
long'd, at their own proper Coſt and Charges; and 
it has ſtood to this preſent Year 1717, the full Term 
of 533 Years, notwithſtanding which - Antiquity, it 
appears perfect and entire, without 1 Signs of 
Decay, excepting only that in the South End of the up- 
er South Croſs-Iſle, there has been ſome Failing in the 
Wal, by ſome Cracks, occaſion'd by opening two 
Paſſages thro' the Wall for the Walloons, who have 
the Church underneath the Cathedral, to enter the 
ſame. From this 'Time, the Church was dedicated 
to St. Thomas the Martyr, meaning Thomas Becket, 
Archbiſhop of the ſame, who had been murder'd in 
it. In the Year 1220, the Saint was tranſhted from 
his Tomb to his Shrine. 
In the firſt Part of Somner, the Number of Altars 


in this Church is ſaid to have been 25 ; the ſecond 


Part of the ſame by Mr. Batteſy, enumerates 37. The 


moſt famous Monuments in it are, r. That of Kin 
Henry IV. and Joan his Conſort. 2. of Edward the 
Black Prince. 3. Of Margaret, Daughter of Thomas 
Earl of Holland. Beſides which, are many of the 
Archbiſhops, and other illuſtrious Perſons. 


A Catalogue of the Archbiſhops of Canterbury, 


The Catalogue of the Archbiſhops of Canterbury, 
is a Catalogue of famous and worthy Men : Many of 
them were the Glory of their Times, and their Me- 
mory deſerves to be had in Honour to all Poſterity. 
Thus ſays the learned Mr. Battely, the Editor and 
Improver of Somner's Autiquities of Canterbury, from 
whom the following Catalogue'is abridg'd. 

I. St. Auguſtin ſent Ann. 596, by Pope Gregory the 
Great, conſecrated at Arles, and u Ann. 604. He 
reſtor'd the Chriſtian Faith, which bad formerl 
flouriſh'd in England, but at that Time was almoſt 
quite loſt in this Nation. 

2. Laurence ſucceeded him, and trod in his Steps for 
propagating of Chriſtianity, which he did to the Nor- 
thern Scots, and to the Iriſh, He dy'd in 619. 

3. Mellitus, who dy'd in 624, he having been Bi- 
ſhop of London, and expell'd thence by the Pagan 
Sons of mag Sebert, fled into France, and returning 
— Englund, was conſtituted Archbiſhop of Canter- 
ry. 

4+ Juſtus was firſt Biſhop of Rocheſter, and thence 
tranſlated to this See, 4 in 627. 

5. Honorius, a Roman venerable learned Man, who 
had been Diſciple to Pope Gr-gory the Great, after 
the See had been vacant 18 Months, was conſecratcd, 
and fate in it 26 Years, promoting the Cauſe of Reli- 
gion, and dy'd Ann. 654. 

6. Deus-dedit, an Engliſb-Man, eminent for the Holi- 
neſs of his Life and Learning, accordingly rul'd this 
Church moſt faithfully, and dy'd Ann. 664. 

7. Theodorus, born at Tharſus in Cilicia, after the 
See had been long vacant, was in the 66th Year of 
his Age conſtituted Archbiſhop, and preſided 21 
Years, being very Learned, and a great Encourager 
of Learning, and brought over with him a great 
Library of Greek and Latin Books. He dy'd Ann. 
690. 

8. Brithwold, Abbot of Reculver, bred in the Know- 
ledge of the Scriptures, and the Exerciſe of ſtrict 
Diſcipline, Eccleſiaſtical and Monaſtical, is ſaid to 
have done many 'Things for the Good of his Church, 
and dy'd Ann. 731. 

9. Fatwyn, commended for his Love to Religion, 
and his Skill in the Holy Scriptures, dy'd Ann. 734. 

10. Notbelm, born at London, dy'd Aun. 735. 

11. Cuthbert, tranſlated from the See of Hereford 
to Canterbury, was a Man of ſevere Manners, and 
made up of Goodneſs it ſelf; he procur'd the Licenſe 
of Burying in this Church, and was himſelf the 
firſt interr'd therein, Ann.

The King, admiring their unſpotted 
Behaviour, and being convinc'd by Miracles of the 
Truth of their Promiſes, was baptiz'd, with his 
Followers, on W bitſunday, in the Year 597. Auguſtin 
then going over to Arles in France, was there conſe- 
crated by the Biſhop Eucherius, and returning into 
England, fix'd the Epiſcopal See at Canterbury, ſending 
Laurence the Prieſt, and Peter the Monk, to Rome, to 
acquaint Pope Gregory with his Succeſs, as may be 
ſeen at large in Venerable Bede. Auguſtin, in the mean 
Time, with the King's Aſſiſtance, recover'd a Church 
at Canterbury, which had formerly been built by the

King Egbert having ſubdu'd all this Ifland, ordain'd, 
that for the future, it ſhould be call'd England, and 
all the Inhabitants Ezglb-Men. Then he gave 
to the Church of Wincheſter zo Hides at Cawelbwyn, in 
the Iſle of Might, 42 at Scaldeflete, and four Villages, 
which were, Drokeireford, Wordiam, Awelton, and 
Beddintun, 

King Etbelwulf returning from Rome, gave every 
tenth Hide of Land in his Dominions to the Conven- 
tual Churches. | 

King Alured tranſlated the Britiſh Laws into Engliſh, 
and many other Books, and divided the Country 
into Hundreds and Tithings, for the better appre- 
hending of Robbers. He built a Monaſtery for 
Monks at Ethelingeny, and another for Nuns at Sefti- 
bery; as alſo a new Monaſtery in the Church-yard 
— Wincheſter, which he endow'd with many Poſſeſ- 
ons. Þ 722 

His Son, King Edward, gave to the Church of 
Wincheſter, the four Manors of Huſſeburne, Witchurch,

His Son, King Atbeſſtan, in one Battle, flew one 
King of the Scots, five Kings of the Danes, and 12 
Earls, and kept ſuch good Order in England, that if 
a Gold Chain were hung out on the Road, it would 
ſooner drop in Pieces than be ſtolen. He gave to 
the Church of incheſter the three Manors of Chivel- 
dinton, Evedford, and Eiſmereſwortby. | 

King Edgar, becauſe the Canons of the Church of 
Wincheſter led diſorderly Lives, turn'd them all out, 
and plac'd Monks in their Stead, and gave to that 
Church the Manor of Awinton, three Hides of Land 
at Madaley, 13 at Breondun, two at Aderingefeld, and 
{even at Drucan. 

King Cute gave to the Church of Wincheſter three 
Hides of Land, call'd Hille, as did Queen Emma 
the two Manors of Weſtwode, and Patimparmuſtier. 
This Queen being falſely accus'd of Incontinency 
with Elwin Biſhop of Wincheſter, rform'd the 
Tryal of Ordeal, walking over nine Plough-Shares 
made red Hot barefoot, and unhurt ; in Thankſgi- 


P = for which, ſhe gave to St. Swithin nine Manors, 


as did her Son King Edward the Confeſſor, the two 
Manors of Meones and Poreland, and five Hides at 
Wrocheſhal ; Githa, Wife to Earl Godwin, the two Ma- 
nors of Bleodon and Craukumbam, 

Biſhop Wakelin began to rebuild the Church of 
Wincheſter from the Foundation; and it is reported, 
that the King granted him, towards that Work, as 
much 'Timber of his Foreſt of Hanepinges, as could be 
cut down in three Days and Nights; whereupon 
ſuch a Number of Hewers was brought — 
that in the Time appointed, they cut down the 


whole Wood, and convey'd it to Wincheſter. 


King Edward's Grant confirming all the above 
Donations, may be ſeen in Dugd. Vol. 1. p. 36. Next 
follows a Grant of King Edgar of Bledon, to the ſaid 
Church, paſs'd in the Year 975. 

See more of the Grants to this Church, when we 
come to the Addenda, at 6 979 of Dugdale, who ha- 
ving nothing more in Relation to it, we proceed to 
ſay ſomewhat from Heylin, with the Catalogue of 
Biſhops. 

It is to be obſerv'd, that the See of Wincheſter 
was never remov'd ſince its firſt Foundation, as moſt 
or all in the South-Weſt Parts have been. 'The 
Church now ſtanding, was begun by Biſhop Wallin, 
or Wakelin, as above, and carry'd on by his Succeſſors, 
but never finiſh'd *till the Time of William of Wickbam, 
who built moſt of the Weſt End. It was firſt dedi- 
cated to St. Ampbibalus, then to St. Peter, next to 
St. Swithin, and laſtly to the Bleſſed Trinity. Theſe 
Biſhops are Chancellors to the See of Canterbury, and 
Prelates of the moſt noble Order of the Garter. 

This Dioceſe of Old, contain'd the Counties 'of 
Surrey and Southampton, and the Iſle of Wight, to which 
Queen Elizabeth added the Iſles of Jerſey and Guern- 
ſey, Sark and Alderney, The Evgliſs Ile and Coun- 
ties, contain 362 Pariſhes ; the Iſle of Jerſey 1313 
and that of Geruſey and the other two, as many

Eadbert took off the Thatch and leaded it. 

There being no Biſhop at Lindisfarn, Cuthbert was 
conſecrated Biſhop thereof at York, on Eaſter Day 
685, being the 12thof King Egfrid, who gave to him 
the Town of Creke, and the Land for three Miles 
about it, where he ſettled a Dwelling for Monks, ; 
and that being too inſufficient, he had added to it

by his laſt Will, in Dagdale, Vol. , p- 40, gave to 
St. Cuthbert the Farms of Wevemuch, WW Mon, Wulferton, 
Cilet ſwarth, two Reo hops, Beiden, Suebam, Sacton, 
Dalton, Daldene, and Heſildeney beſides many Gitts 
for the Uſe of the Church, and ſingular Privileges 
and Immunities. With theſe, and other Gifts, all 
the Lands between the Teſe and the Tye, beloug'd 
to the Church of St. Cuthbert. 

About the Year 1074, one Aldwin, a Monk, havin 
viſited the Ruins of the Monaſteries deſtroy'd by the 
Danes, reſolv'd to ſettle among them, procur'd two 
others to join with him, who ſettled in the Monaſte 


of St. Peter, at Giruum, or Girne, in Northumberland, 


then in Ruins, which they meanly prepar'd, and 
there led a poor Life; and many others join'd them. 
Biſhop Walth+y beſtow'd on them the Farm of Girne, 
with its Appurtenances, viz. Preſton, Munccott, Hen- 
worth, Heabern, Wyneſlon, and Heortedun. | 

The aforeſaid three Monks, reſtor'd three Monaſte- 
ries in Northumberland, viz. one at Durbam, in Honour 
of the Bleſſed Virgin and St. Cuthbert; another at 
Leſtingham, whence afterwards came the Monks of 
St. Mary at Jork; and the third, in- the Place once 
call'd Streneſhalgh, now Ouythy. 
 Walrbeoff, Earl of Northumberland, gave to the 
Monks Tynemouth, as appears in Dugdal', as in the 
Margin. In the ſame Page is the Charter of William 
de Karileph, Biſhop of Durbam, particulariſing the 
Immunities and Lands granted to the Monks. 161d, 
Pag. 43, is the Decree of King William the Cong weror, 
for changing the Canons of Durbam into Monks 
The ſaid King gave to St. Cuthbert and Biſhop Wal- 
cher for ever, many Lands in Lindeſey, and afterwards 
added-Wealletune and Hovedon, the Manor of Hemyn- 
brugh, and the Lands of Brokenbolme, and Billingham. 
Edgar, King of the Scots, likewiſe gave to St. Cuthbert 
and the Church of Durham, all Coldinghamhive, [ See 
bis Grant in Dugdale.] There is allo the Grant of 
King Richard, giving to the ſaid Church the Manor 
of Seberge and its Wapentake; confirming the former 
Grants of thoſe of Ho ueden, Alverton, and Creyl, and 
granting the Biſhop many Privileges and Immunities, 
and the Liberty of a Count-Palatine. Add to theſe, 
William de Merle, who gaye to St. Cuthbert and his 
Monks the Lands of Morewick and the F iſhery on 
the Due; which Grant his Son Ranulphus, after his 
Father's Death, confirm'd in the Year 1129. Dug- 
dale carries us no farther as to this Biſhoprick ; what 
follows, is collected from Godwin, Heylin, and Le 
Neve. 

This Sce, which Dugdale informs us, was firſt eſta- 
bliſh'd at Lindisfurn, a ſmall Iſland on the Coaſt of 
Northumberland, was afterwards tranſlated to Durham, 
where it {till continues. The Occaſion of its Remo- 
val was the Cruelty of the Danes; who, about the 
Year 800, infeſting that Coaſt, oblig'd the Biſhop and 
his Monks to fly Br Safety; and thus they wander'd 
from Place to Place, without being able to ſettle 
any where, 'till about the Year 990 they got a Reſt- 
ing-Place at Darbam.

Me, a Scotch-Man, as is ſaid, a Philoſopher 
and Monk, rais'd the Monaſtery of Malmsbury 
from a mean to a flouriſhing Condition; whereas 
before, it would ſcarce give the Inhabitants a Sub- 
ſiſtance, and reſign'd the Government thereof to 
Aldelm a Monk of the ſame, as appears by the Grant 
the Biſhop Lemutberizs, beſtowing on them the Land 
call'd 1 made in the Year 673. Thus 
the Affairs of the Monks proſper'd, by the In- 


duſtry of the Abbot and the Favour of the Biſhop, 


many reſorting to the Monaſtery from all Parts; ſome 
out of Piety, and ſome for the Sake of Learning. 

King Berthwald gave to Aldhelm the Abbot, and 
his Succeſſors for ever, Sumerford, which is near the 
River Thames, in the Year 635. 

Lutherius, Biſhop of Wincheſter, gave to the ſaid 
Monaſtery the Land of Malmesbury, by his Grant of 
the Year 680. ; 

Athelard, King of the Mercians, gave to it Neven- 
tune and Charletone, near Tettebury, Ann. 681. King 
Chedwall gave the Lands on both Sides of the Wood 
call'd Kemele, Ann. 682. King Edward the Con Yor, 
in 1065, confirm'd all former Grants ; and King 
William the Conqueror added many Privileges and Im- 
munities. Maud, his Queen, gave to it the Lands 
call'd Gerſdur, in 108 1. Earl Godwyn, and his Wife 
Turund, gave to it the Church of St. Nicholas, in Lon- 
don, and all their Houſes there, in 1084. Laſtly, 
Pope Innocent, in 1248, confirm'd to theſe Monks all 
their Lands ; as alſo their 1 and Immuni- 
ties, adding more to them. All which Grants, ſee 
in Dudgdale, as in the Margin.

Britains ; that is, from the Days of their King Lucius, 
who about the Year ot Grace 180, receiv'd the Gol. 
pe), and was baptiz'd. It continu'd in the ſame 

eneration till Diocleſian, when it was converted into 
an Idolatrous Temple of Spollo, and the ſame it was 
under the Pagan Saxons, It was then call'd Thorney, 
being an Iſland encompaſs'd by the Thames, to 
the Weſtward of the City, and pow call'd /f 
minſter. After St. Auguſtin had converted Ethelbert, 
King of Kent, Sebert, King of the Vet Saxons, was 
alſo baptiz d, who threw down the, Temple of 
Apollo in Thorney Ifland, and built a Church in Ho- 
nour of St. Peter, Prince of the Apoltles, which 
that holy Saint dedicated in Perſon, and founded a 
ſtately Monaſtery, endowing it with many Poſſeſ- 
fions. Of St. Peter's conlecrating this Church, ſce 
Dugdale, as in the Margin, and the following Pages, 
being all upon the ſame Subject. 

King Eduard the Confeſſor deſigning to re- build this 
Abby, which had been ruin'd during the many Di- 
ſtractions of this Nation, Pope Nicholas, by his Bull, 
appointed it to be for ever the Place for Crowning 
of the Kings, the Repoſitory of the Regalia, and a 
perpetual Habitation of Monks of St. Beneditt ; to be 
{ubject to none but the King, to chuſe their own 
Abbots, and to have no Strangers impos'd upon 
them; exempting it from the Authority of the 
Biſhop, granting to it all other uſual Immunities, 
and confirming all Grants made to it, with Anathe- 
ma to the Infringers thereof. 


King Edward the Confeſſor, in his Charter dated 
1066, gives an Account of the Cruelties committed 
by the Danes 3 how they kill'd his Brother Alfred, 
and he eſcaping, was peaceably enthron'd, whereup- 
on he had made a Vow to go in Perſon to Rome, to 
viſit the Shrines of St. Peter and St. Paul; but being 
diſſwaded by the Nobility, he ſent to adviſe with 
the Pope. His Ambaſſadors arriving at Rome, whilit 
hes Leo was holding a Council of 250 Biſhops, 
beſides many other Holy Fathers, the ſaid Pope ab- 
ſolv'd him from his Vow, enjoining him to expend 
the Money he had laid up for that — upon the 
Poor, and in building or repairing a Monaſtery in 
Honour of St. Peter. Having receiv'd this Anſwer, 
and being told that St. Peter had appear'd to one 
Wulfin, a godly Monk, and declar'd it to be his Will, 
that the King ſhould repair the ancient and then 
ruin'd Abby of Weſtminſter, he reſolv'd to perform 
the ſame; and having taken the Tythe of all his 
Subſtance, caus'd the old Ruins to be remov'd, and 


built a new Church from the Ground, placing in it 


many Relicks, confirming all former Privileges, and 
adding many new; as alſo ratifying all Grants of 
Lands made to it before his Time. Beſides which, 
he gave many rich Ornaments to the ſaid Church, 


and 
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and the following Lands, then known by the Names 
of Langtun, Gibeſlepe, Stane, Windleſore, Hunaet, 


Hampſtede, Stithenaece, Aeſceweile, Dene, Suthburhe, Per- 


tun, Roteland ; and after the Death of Queen Edgith, 
Tingiſmear, Perſcoran, and Deorkyrſte 5 all the faid 
Lands free from all Burdens or Incumbrances. 


See the reſtoring of this Abby, in the 2d Vol. of Dugdale, 
p. 847 3 and the Subſtance of what. is there ſaid, 
under that Page in this Abridgment, being all the 
ſaid Author has relating to it ; what is added, ſhall 
be from Helyn and Le Neve. 


The Church in Weſtminſter, is ſaid to have been 
theSce of the Biſhops or Archbiſhops of London, un- 
der the Britans, for tho' ſome pretend, that the Arch- 
biſhop's See was in St. Peter Cornbil, from an old Re- 
cord, that ſeems to be a Miſtake for St. Peter Thorney, 
as Weſtminſter was call'd, Thorney being an ancient 


Saxon Name, whereas Cornbil is Modern. How this 


Church was ruin'd, and afterwards reſtor'd, has been 
ſaid above; but then it was only an Abby. King Henry 
the Third took down all the Fabrick erected by King 
Edward the Confeſſor, and built the Church now ſtand- 
ing, from the Ground ; but ſome of the Abbots en- 
larg'd it towards the Weſt-End, which is {till call'd 
by his Name. The Abbots had Epiſcopal Juriſ- 
diction, and ſite in Parliament. FR 
King Henry the Eighth, in the Year 1539, took 
poffeſfion of this, as well as of all other Abbies and 
Monaſteries, it being then valu'd at 3977 J. and or- 
der'd the Church to be govern'd by a Dean and Pre- 


bendaries, William Benſon, who had been the laſt 


Abbot, conforming to be the firſt Dean. 

That King's Mind ſoon altering, that Government 
was diſſolv'd; and he, by his Letters Patents —_— 
Date December 17, 1540) erected it into an = = 2 
See, appointing a * a Dean, and Twelve Pre- 
bendaries. He alſo made Weſtminſter a City, and al- 
lotted the whole County of Midaleſes (the Pariſh of 
Fulbam only excepted) for the Dioceſe, ordering 1t to 
be ſubje& to the Juriſdiftion of the Biſhop of et- 
minſter, as it had been before to the Biſhop of London. 
The only Biſhop of this See was 

Thoms Thirlby, conſecrated in 1540, and tranſlated 
to Norwich, when he had ſate Nine or Ten Years, 
and entirely dilapidated the Patrimony belonging to 
it : Then King Edward the Sixth diffolv'd - Bi- 
ſhoprick, and reſtor'd the County of 1 to the 
See of London, as it had been before. Not long after, 
in the ſame King's Reign, this Church was (by Act 
of Parliament) made a Corporation, to conſiſt of one 
Dean and Twelve Prebendaries, by the Name of The 
Dean and Chapter of the Cathedral Church of St, Peter's, 
Weſtminſter. 

Queen Mary, coming to the Crown, made void 
that Inſtitution of a Dean and Prebendaries, con- 
verting it again into a Monaſtery of Monks, as it had 


becn before, and appointed Jol» Feckxam Abbot, 


with Fourteen Monks. She dying, 

Queen Elizabeth again expell'd the Monks, con- 
verting the Monaſtery into a Collegiate Church, and 
placing therein again a Dean and Twelve Prebenda- 
ries, beſides Petty-Canons, and others of the Choir, 
to the Number of Thirty; Ten Officers belonging 
to the Collegiate Diet, Iwo School-maſters, Forty 
Scholars, and Twelve Alms- men, beſides Receivers, 
Regiſters, a Library-keeper, Collectors, and other 


Officers, the principal being the High Steward of

Oſuy, King of the 
Mercians, having cut off the Pagan Penda, convertcd 
all the Nation, and improv'd the Monaſtery of Me- 
deſhamſtede. 

King Wulfere, younger Brother to Peada, by his 
Grant dated 664, not only confirm'd all that had 
been given to the Monaſtery before, but added all 
the Lakes, Waters and Fiſheries belonging to him- 
ſelf in thoſe Lands, and ſeveral other Lands adjacent. 

King Edgar's Grant, dated 972, exempts the ſaid 
Monaitery from all Secular or Ecclefiaſtical Juriſ- 
diction, as alſo their Lands belonging to it; and adds 
many other Privileges and Rights of Markets, &c. 

Pope Agatho confirm'd all the ſaid Grants, Privi- 
leges and Immunities, in a Council of 125 Biſhops ; 
and King Etbelred confirm'd the ſame in the Year 680. 
The ſame again was repeated by King Edward, King 
Ethelred, King Canutus, King Edward the Confeſſor, 
and King Will:am the Conqueror, 

The Monaſtery of St. Peter at Medeſbamſtede, built in 
654, ſtood undiſturb'd till the Year 870, when the 
Pagan Danes coming out of Yor! ſbire into Lincolnſp:re, 
were at firſt repuls d by the Men of Stamford, and 
others that came to their Aſſiſtance ; but the Infidels 
being reinforc'd, and becoming very numerous, they 
ſoon after routed the Chriſtians, making a great 
Slaughter of them : 'Then over-running the Country, 
thus left defenceleſs, they firſt burnt the Abby of 
Croyland ; and, 3 thence to Medeſhamſtede, 
they murder'd the Abbot and all his Monks, being 
$4 in Number, deſtroying the Church and all other 
Buildings; and ſo procceded, waſting the Country, 


to Cambridge.

In the Year of our Lord 970, St. Adelwold, Biſhop 
of Wincheſter, tranſlated the Relicks of St. Swithin, his 
Predeceſſor, from the Church-yard into the Church, 
and plac'd them, in honourable Manner, before the 
Altar of St. Peter.

. the Year of our Lord 655, Oſuy, King of Nor- P 
thumberland, being invaded by the Pagan King 7 
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of the Mercians, Penda, made a Vow, that if he p. 


obtain'd the Victory, he would dedicate his Daugh- 
ter to ſerve God in perpetual Virginity, and give 


twelve Manſions or Farms to build Monaſteries. 


Having accordingly, with a {mall Number, defeated 
thrice as many Pagans, and ſlain Penda, he, purſu- 
ant to his Vow, gave his Daughter, then ſcarce a Year 
Old, to be conſecrated to perpetual Virginity, 
in the Monaſtery call'd Herteſeie; that is, the 
Stag's Iſland, where Kilda was then Abbeſs, who 
having got a Poſſeſſion of ten Families in the Place 
call'd Streneſbal, built a Monaſtery there. 

The Monaſtery of St. Hilda, at Streneſpale, was 
totally deſtroy'd by Ingrar and Hubba, and Titus the 
Abbot fled, with the Relicks of St. H:/da, to Glaſton- 
bury. This Monaſtery was re-built in the Reign of 
King Henry the Firſt, by William Perſe. It is wonder- 
ful to ſee the Snakes ſaid to be turn'd into Stones by 
the Prayers of St. Hilda, = 


The Painting on the Windows of the Cloiſter at 


Streneſhal, ſhews, that the Scots dwelling near the 
Borders of England, were Man-Eaters, *till the Time 
of William the Conqueror, who chaſtiz'd them with 
the Sword for that Barbarity. 

In the Year 106% William Percy came into FEng- 
land with King William the Conqueror, and the ſaid 
Percy founded the Abby of Whitby, and gave the 
ſaid Town of Whitky to God, St. Peter and St. Hilda, 
with many other Lands.

N the Year of our Lord 666, and the Reign of the 

1 Monarch of the Engliſh, Egbert, was foun- 
ded the Houſe of Chertſey, by Frithwald, and the ve- 
nerable Father Erkenwald, a moſt godly Man, who 
alſo built a Nunnery for his Siſter Ethelburga, at 
Berking. 

The aforeſaid Frithwald, was Governor of Surrey, 
for Wulfere, King of the Mercians, who gave to Chert- 
ſey Monaſtery many Lands ; the Particulars whereof, 
and Limits, too long. for this Place, may be ſeen in 
Dugdale, as in the Margin; among which Grants 
are eight greater, and as many ſmaller Iſlands, and 
ſeven Wears. Pope Alexander confirm'd all the ſaid 
Grants, adding many Privileges ; one of which 
was, that the mould ay no Tithes of the Lands 
in their Hands, or of their Cattel. 


BERKING 
Monaſtery in Eſſex. 


R Biſhop of London, built two Monaſte- 
ries, one for himſelf, and the other for his Siſter ; 
which laſt is call'd Berking, eight Miles from London, 


where that Virgin, whoſe Name was Ethelburga, had 


many Companions in Sanctity. 
Hodelred, Kinſman to Sly, King of the Eaſt Saxons, 


gave to this Monaſtery the Lands of Ritingham, Bud- 
denbam, Declenbam, Angellabbeſbam, and Widmondef- 


feld, confirm'd by the ſaid King Sebby, as in the 
Grant, | 

The Abbeſs Elgiva gave to it two Parts of theTythe 
of Laleſeie. FER ;

St. MILDRE D's 
Monaſtery in the Iſle of Thanet, in 


Kent. 


Omneva, the Great-Grand Daughter of Ethellert, Dugd. 
the firſt Chriſtian King of the Engliſh, and Wife Vol. 1. 
to Merwald, Son to Penda, the Mercian King, was P. 84. 


Mother to St. Mildred ; and afterwards re- 
nounc'd the Pomps of this World, to devote herſelf 
to the Service of God. On her, Egbert, King of 
Kent, beſtow'd 48 Plough-Lands in the Ifle of 
Thanet, in Satisfaction for her two Brothers, who 
had been murder'd by an Officer of his. Domme va, 
with the King's Aſſiſtance, built there a Monaſtery 
for Nuns, and appointed her Daughter Mildred 
Abbeſs of the ſame, having gather'd into it 70 
Virgins. This Monaſtery was often infeſted by tne 
Pagan Danes, till in the Year ort, Swane invading 
England, burnt the ſame Monaſtery down to the 
Ground, with all the Virgins in it, only St. Mildred's 
Tomb being miraculouſly preferv'd. Cute, the Son 
of Swane, incorporated this Monaſtery with all that 
belong'd to it, with the Monaſtery of St. Auguſtin, 
whithcr the Relicks of St. Mildred were tranſlated in 
the Year 1030. See Grants of King Knute and King 
Edward the ch. conferring on 3 ſaid Abby of 
St. Auguſtin, all the Poſſeflions of the ſaid Monaſtery, 
(in Dugdale, as in the Margin) by which laſt Grant 
the Iſle of Thaxer is given entire.

E78 the „ of Edbald, Son of Ethelbert, 
King of Kent, by Emma, Daughter of the King 
of France, having from her Infancy contemn'd the 
Pomp of this World, devoted herſelf to the Service 
of God, and to that Purpoſe, made Choice of a 
ſolitary Place call'd Fa/tfton, where her Father Ed- 
bald built a Church in Honour of St. Peter ; and near 
it Manſions for the Nuns, 28 Perches from the Sea, 
which afterwards wore away that Land, and de- 
{troy'd that Monaſtery ; ſo that no Signs of it re- 
main, but the Relicks of St. Eadſwid, were remoy'd 
to the Neighbouring Church of St. Peter.

N the Year 627, St. Auguſtin built a Church at Ely, 
in Honour of the Blefled Virgin Mary, in the 
Place call'd Cardindene, a Mile from the Town that 
now is. King Ethelbert was the Founder, and ap- 
pointed Miniſters in it to perform the divine Office, 
whom the Army of King Penda afterwards drove 
thence, and made the Place a Deſert. 'There was 
only one Church inall the Iſland, founded by St. Au- 
Kt. 
a om 673, the Virgin Etheldreda, built a Monaſtery 
at Ely, on an Eminence near the River, and ga- 
ther'd a Congregation of both Sexes under the Mo- 
naſtical Habit, being herſelf made the firit Abbeſs 
by St. Wilfred ; and this Government, under Ab- 
beſſes, continu'd 197 Years, *till that of our Lord 
850, when the Church of Ely was burnt by the 
Pagans. Eight of thoſe Clergy-men who had been 
plunder'd, returning ſome Years after, and others 
ſucceeding and 1 the Church, they 7 
ted among themſelves an Archprieſt and Chief; and 
thus, under their Government, the Church of EH 
went on 100 Years. 

In the Year of our Lord 970, and 10v after the 
Deſtruction of the Monaſtery, Etheluold, Biſhop of 
Wincheſter, bought of King Edgar all the Land lying 
abour the aforeſaid Ifle of Ely, and rehuilt the 
Church deſtroy'd by Inguar, turn'd out the Clergy, 
and plac'd in it Monks, appointing the religious 
Man Brythnod, their Abbot. The Holy Religion 


flouriſh'd under ten Abbots 139 Years. 


Ann. 1018, being the 9th of King Henry the Firſt, 
the Abby was converted into a Biſhoprick by Pope 
Paſchal, and ſo continues to this Time. 

This Iſland was firſt call'd Ege; ſome ſay from the 
many Eels taken there in the Marſhes ; others affirm, 
Elge is compos'd of two Hebrew Words, viz. El, God, 
and Ge, Land; fignifying it to be the peculiar Land 
of God, for the many Saints who have inhabited it : 
This is the Subſtance of the Hiſtory of this Place ſo 
far. . | | 

The Charter of King Edgar grants to this Church 
many Privileges, and confirms all the Lands before 
given to it. That of King Edward the Confeſſor rati- 
fies the ſame, with many Additions. Pope 7:#or, 
by his Bull, approves of the ſame. The conſtituting 
of it a Biſhoprick appears by the Bull of Pope 
Paſchal, and the Letters Patents of King Henry the 
Firſt ; which ſee in Dugdale, as in the Margin.

Having ſaid what is neceſſary as to the Founda- 
tion of the Church and Monaſtery, and the erecting 
of it into a Biſhoprick, it is to be obſery'd, that 
the Church now _— was built by ſeveral Bi- 
ſhops, particularly the Weſt Part by Biſhop Rial, 
and the Choir and Lanthorn by Biſhop 'Norweld, 
finiſh'd by Biſhop Fordbam. The Church is dedicated 
to St. Ethelred, and had bnce the Privilege of a Coun- 
ty-Palatine, which being taken away, 25 Henry the 
— 9; all the Satisfaction made, was, that the 
Bi op of Ely, - and his Temporal Steward for the 
Iſle of Ely, ſhould for the Future be Juſtices of the 


Peace within the ſaid Ifland. It is ſtill a conſidera- 


ble Biſhoprick, and has given to the State nine 
Lords Chancellors, ) Lords "Treaſurers, ' x Lord 
Privy-Seal, 1 Chancellor of Oxford, x of the Exche- 
quer, and 2 Maſters of the Rolls; as alſo 2 Saints 
to.the Church, and 2 Cardinals to the Church of 
Rome. This Dioceſe contains only Cambriag ſhire and 
the Iſle of Ely, in which are 141 Pariſhes, and one 
Archdeacon of Ely, Valu'd in the King's Books, 
21341.

JN the Year 703, St. Benedif, an Engliſh Abbot, 
reſted in our Lord. He was nobly Born, in his 
Youth a Soldier, then Miniſter to King Ofwy, and 
having great Poſſeſſions, reſolv'd to leave the World 


for CHR18T, and going to Rome, at his Return, 


had the Land of 40 Families given him by Eg frid, 


King of Northumberland, to build a Monaſtery to 
St. Peter, at the Mouth of the River ire, and another 
Monaſtery in Honour of St. Paul, at Giruy, not far 
from the firſt. Under this end, was educated 
Venerable Bede, the Doctor of the Bim /. ( colfrid 
ſucceeded Bened:f, under whom the Servant of God 
Bede, compleated his Holy Works. Giray is four 
Miles from Neweaftle. This famous Monaſtery was 
ſo ruin'd by the Danes entering the Tine, that ſcarce 
any Footſteps of it remain. : 


ABINGDON 
Monaſtery in Berkſhire, 


A the Time when the wicked Pagan Angi baſe- 
ly murder'd 460 Noblemen and Barons at Stan- 
kengeſt, or Stonehenge, one Aben, a Nobleman's Son, 
elcap'd intoa Wood, on the South Side of Oxford- 
ſire, were leading a molt holy Life, the Inhabitants 
of the Country flocking to him, to hear the Word 
of God, built him a Dwelling-Place and a Chapel, 
in Honour of the Holy Virgin; but he difliking 
their Reſort, ſtole away into Ireland; and from him, 
the Place where he dwelt, is call'd Abendun. 

In the Reign of Kinzin, King of the WW:ft-Saxons, 
Heane, a very rich Man, Nephew to , was Vice- 
Roy, or Governor of Wiltf;re, and the greateſt Part 
of Berk ſpire, with whoſe Aſſiſtance he built a Mo- 
naſtery in the aforeſaid Place, where Aben had dwelt 
in the Year 675, endowing it with Part of his own 
Inheritance. His Siſter (/, built a Monaſtery of 
Nuns in the Place call'd Helugſſon, near the Thames, 
and was Abbeſs of many Nuns ; and having obtain'd 
a {mall Piece of one of the Nails of our Saviour, 
plac'd it in a Croſs, and dedicated the Monaſtery to 
the Holy Croſs and St. Hel», After her Death, the 
Nuns were remov'd to J:#tcham, and afterwards dil- 
pers d, by Reaſon of the War between Off, King 
of the Mercians, and Kinewulph of the Weſt-Saxons, 
and what became of them is not fince known. The 
Croſs Ciſſa made, was long after accidentally found 
in digging about that Monaſtery, and reverently pre- 
ſerv'd in the Monaſtery of Monks, and call'd The 
Black Croſs. 


Grant made by (i to the Monaſtery, and gave to 
it himſelf the Town of Se ve eſoam, ordering it for 
the future to be call'd Abendun. King Ina took away 
the Poſſeſſions of this Monaſtery, but reſtor'd them 
again, with many more. 

There were twelve Manſions about this Monaſtery 
at firſt, and as many Chapels inhabited by twelve 
Monks, without any Cloiſter, but ſhut in with an 
high Wall, none being allow'd to go out of it 
without great Neceſſity and the Abbot's Leave. No 
Woman ever enter'd the ſame, and none dwelt there 
but the twelve Monks and the Abbot. They wore 
black Habits, and lay on Sackcloth, never eating 
Fleſh, unleſs in dangerous Sickneſs. 

Seo vecheſbam, now Abingdon, was once a famous 
City, where the Kings had a Houſe, and a religious 
Place, as well under the Pagan, as under the Chriſti- 
an Britons. See the Will of Heane, giving what 1s 
above-mention'd to the Monaſtery, and the Con-

Kenewin, King of the WWeſt-Saxons, confirm'd the + 


firmation of King Ina in Dugdale, as in the Margin. 
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In the Reign of the ſaid King Edgar, the Abbot 
Athelwold, adorn'd this Place, and built the Church 


in Honour of the Bleſſed Virgin, beſtowing on it 


many coſtly Ornaments of Gold and Silver, which con- 
tinu'd there till the coming of the Normans. He alſo 
brought Monks of the Order of St. Benedi#, to reduce 
the Houſe to their Inſtitute, and appointed their re- 
gular Diet, ſtrictly enjoyning that the ſame ſhould 
never after be alter'd by any of his Succeſſors; after 
which he was by King Edgar appointed Biſhop of 
Wincheſter, in the Year 963. 

_ King William the Conqueror, confirm'd to this 
Monaſtery the Wood it enjoy'd ; King Henry the Firſt 
did the ſame; Milo Criſpin gave to it the Town of 
Colebroob. King Henry's Grant confirms all the Acqui- 
ſitions made by the Abbot Faricius ; Robert de Oili re- 
ſtor'd to it the Lands of Tadintun, which he had taken 
away, having been terrify'd by a Dream in which 
the Devils tormented him for that Uſurpation, by 
Command of the Blefled Virgin. Pope Lugenius the 
Third, by his Bull dated 1146, confirm'd all the 
Grants made to it, and added many Immunities. 


TzLOGESEHER 
Monaſtery and Cathedral. 


N the Year of Grace 680, and the 5th of Kin 
Ethelred, Oſrich, a Ruler of the Northumtrians, fi 
founded a Church in Honour of St. Peter the Apoſtle 
in the City of Gloceſter, and appoidted his Siſter Kine- 
lurga Abbeſs over the Nuns, to whom ſucceeded his 
Kinſwoman Edburga, and after her Eaſa. She govern'd 
that Monaſtery thirty Years, and acquir'd to it many 
Lands. Afterwards the Viceroy Aldred gave to it all 
his Lands. 'The Monaſtery was built at the Expence 
of King Ethelred, and his Wife Elſlede, who ſpar'd for 
no Cott therein. That Monaſtery flouriſh'd till the 
Time of the Danes, when it ſuffer'd as others did, 
and was rebuilt in 1058, by Aldredus the Biſhop of 

Worceſter, and afterwards of York. 

In the Year of our Lord 1072, Serlo, was made Ab- 
bot of this Monaſtery, who built a new Church from 
the Ground, and recover'd many of its Poſſeſſions, 
which had been taken away, particularly Thomas Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, reſtor d to it Lech, Odgutun and 
Standyeſch. 


In 1101, Henry Beauclerk, King of England, beſtow'd | 


on it the Manor of Mayſmur, and in 1102, the Church 
of Gloceſter was burnt with the whole City, the vene- 
rable Abbot Serlo having before acquir'd to it the 
Lands of Lindene, Linkebolt, Dontesborne, with the 
Mill at Storbouſe, Glaſebury, Sotteſhore, Nymdesfelde, 
Cleyngrey, Lytileton, Aſperton, Clyfford, and the Church 
of St. Peter in Hereford, Selden in De vonſbire, and many 
more. When Abbot Hero dy'd, he left an hundred 
Monks in his Monaſtery. | 
The Gifts to this Monaſtery were, twenty Hides at 
Aire, by Etbelbald King of the Merciaus; one Hide at 
Aſperton in Herefordſbire, by Robert Curtus ; the Church 
of St. Helen de Alweſtous, by Viſcount Walter; Ablove 
and Paygrave, by King Henry 5 Ameneye, by Wynebald 
de Balon; Brotthorp, by Adelixa; Brodthrop and Rugge, 
by Gilbert de Miners; with above an Hundred more 
Grants of their Lands, too tedious for this Abridg- 
ment, to be ſeen in Dugdale, Vol. 1. from page 111, 
to 120. We proceed from him to Heylin, Godwin, and 
Le Neve. 

The. firſt of them tells. us, that Gloceſter was antiently 


the Seat of a Britiſh Biſhop, call'd in the Acts of 


Synods Cluvienſis, the Name of the Town being then 
cla. Under the Saxons, this City was in the Dioceſe 
of Litchfield firſt, and afterwards in that of Worceſter, 
as it continu'd till the Days of King Henry the 8th, 
who firſt made it a Biſhop's See, when he deſtroy'd 
all Religious Hwuſes, adding to it a Capter, conſiſting 
of a Dean and fix Prebendaries, aſſigning for their 
Maintenance Part of the Lands, before belonging to 
the Monaſteries. The Cathedral now in being is the 
ſame that was founded by Aldr:d Biſhop of Worceſter 
firſt, and then Archbiſhop of York, and afterwards 
repair'd and beautify'd: by the Abbots Hanley, Farley, 
+ — Herton, Trowceſter and Sebroke, who brought 
it to the Perfection which now appears. The Dioceſe 
contains only Gloceſterſhire, and in it 267 Pariſhes, and 
one Archdeacon. It is valu'd in the King's Books, 
315. 175. 24.

The Body of St. O/wald, was firſt bury'd at Bardeney, 
where were then zoo Monks, whole Abbot was 
Lord of Lindſcy. Afterwards, the Monaſtery was raz'd 
even with the Ground by Iagnar and Hubba, the Dax:s ; 
and many Years after, rebuilt by Giſlibert de Gaunt, 
William the Baſtard's Unkle. 

St. Ethelred, built the Monaſtery of Bardenecy, where 
he was bury'd about the Year of Grace 712. 

Remigius, Biſhop of Lincoln, firſt built the Mona- 
ſtery of Monks at St. Mary of Stow, and renew'd the 
old one at Bardency.

Eveſham was founded by 
the Holy Biſhop Eguin, third Biſhop of Worceſter, in 
a Place before over-grown with Brambles, but where 
there was an ancient little Church, perhaps built by 
the Hritons, and procur'd to it Apoſtolical and Royal 
Privileges. | 

There is alſo a Grant of Kenred King of the Mer- 

cians, and Offa King of the Eaſft- Angles, dated 709, 
giving to this Monaitery 67 Manſes on both Sides of 
the River Avon, at Homme, Lenchwick, Norton, Offe- 
bam, Littleton, Aldington, Badeſey, Bresferton, Huni- 
burn, Willerſey, Wicwon, Beniguurthy and Hamton. 
The Grant of Eguin, Biſhop of Worceſter, dated 
714, gives to it Eveſham, Beniagurth, Hautun, Baddeſey, 
Wique, Haburne, Bradſortun, Willerſeſley, Wickley, Sam- 
burn, Kinuartun, Saltford, the Greater and the Leſs, 
Ambreſley, Vibeory, Mortun, Bucktun, Meleygaresberry, 
br Snell the Greater, Mayeldesbeordy and Silds- 
WICK, 

There were at Eveſam 67 Monks and 5 Nuns, 
3 poor Men, 3 Clergymen and 65 Servants. The Offi- 
cers, as Prior, Sub-prior, &c. to be appointed by the 
Abbot, with the Conſent of the Majority of the 
Chapter; and if they miſ-behav'd themſelves to be re- 
hd and not amending, to be diſplac'd. The 

onks to have nothing that they could call theirown, 
and never to eat but in common in the Refectory. 
All the Officers had particular Revenues aflign'd them 
for their Expences. All their Rules conſirm'd, and 
appointed to be obſerv'd, by John Cardinal of St. Mary, 
in Jia lata. 


Waldemar King of Denmark, gave the Monaſtery 


of Orboneſey as a Cell to Eveſham, in the Year 1174. 


Holy Egwin the Biſhop, is ſaid to have built this 
Monaſtery, by Command of the Bleſſed Virgin, ap- 
pearing to him.

been given to their Houſe by Holy Eguin; but atter 
the Death of Edwin, the laſt of thoſe 18 Abbots, the 
Monks of Eveſham, were diſpers'd by Athelm and 
Wulruk,, Laymen, and Biſhop Eſulf and ſecular Ca- 
nons put in their Place, Ann. 941, till the Reign of 
King Edgar, and the Days of St, Dunſtan, Ann. 950. 
Alſo after the Death of Pious King Edgar, the Monks 
of 1 5 were ex pell'd, and Canons brought in, by 
Alfer Prince of the Mercians, Ann. 977. Afterwards 
King Etbelred, Brother to St. Edward the Martyr, 
gave this Place to a powerful Man call'd Godwin, then 
to Biſhop Agelſius, and next to Biſhop Atheſſtan; after 
whole Death Adulphus, Biſhop of Worceſter, obtain'd 
this Abby, and took away it's Liberties, ſo that from 
one Hand to another, the Poſſeſſions of this Monaſtery 
were miſerably ſquander'd. At laſt King Etbelred 
appointed one Ailfward, a Monk of Ramſey, Abbot 
there, and afterwards Biſhop of London, who ſtrenuouſly 
recover'd all the Poſſeſſions.

Here 
Guthlac, laying aſide the Uſe of Arms, at 25 Years of 
Age took upon him a ſolitary Life, and continu'd it 
15 Years, freeing the Place from the evil Spirits that 
infeſted it, and being made a Prieſt, and known for 
Miracles, and the Spirit of Prophecy. 'The miracles 
continuing at his Body after his Death, King Erhel- 
bald, brought one Kenulph, a Monk of Eveſham, and 
there founded a Monaſtery, giving to it allthe Ifle of 
Croyland, free from all Lay Impoſitions. 'The Church 
built by King Ethelbald was deſtroy d by Henguar and 


Hubba the Danes, which was afterwards rebuilt by In- 


gulfus, the Norman Abbot thereof,

King Atbelſean granted the Right of 
Sanctuary to Rippon Church, = for a Mile on both 
Sides of the Town, with the ſame Immunities he

King Edward the Contcilor, by his Charter dated 
Anno 1065, confirms all turmer Pu made to this 
Church; and adds ſome others, deſcribing the Limits 
thereof. Dugdale has no more concerning the Churches 
of Bath and Melle, of which the following brief Ac- 
count, with the Catalogue of Biſhops, is added from 
Heylin, Godwin, and Le Neve, 

Ihe City of Wells is not of any great Antiquity, 
and was firſt call'd Tidington, not much noted till the 
Year 504, when Ina, King of the e Saxons, built the 
Church there, and dedicated it to St. Anarew, Ke- 
nulph, another King of the ſame Nation, endow'd it 
in the Year 766 with all the adjacent Lands, as ap- 
pears by his Charter in Dugdale above-mentioned. 
King Edward the Elder made it a Biſhoprick Anno 
905, when Phleemund, Archbiſhop of Canterlury, con- 
ſecrated ſeven Biſhops in one Day, three ot them 
for Sees newly erected, and among them d-{m, Ab- 
bot of Glaſtonbury, was appointed Biſhop of Wells, 
and Somerſeiſbire allotted for his Dioceſe. By ſome 
Writers in Latin, this Church is call'd Fontanenſis Ec- 
cleſia. The preſent Church ſtanding in the ſame 
Place as the firſt built by King Ina, was moſtly 
built by Robert, the 18th Biſhop, and finiſh'd by 
Biſhcp Joceline de Wells, John de Villula, the 16th 
Biſhop, bought the Town of Bath of King Henry I. 
Anno 1088, and transferr'd his See to it, which occa- 
ſion'd a Controverſy between the Monks of Bath and 
the Canons of Wells about the Right of electing the 
Biſhops. This was adjuſted by Biſhop Robert above- 
mention'd, ordaining that the Biſhop ſhould take 
the Title of both Places, giving the Precedence to 
Bath, and that a certain Number of Delegates from 
both Places ſhould ele& the Prelate, who ſhould be 
inſtall'd in both, and both to be reckon'd his Chap- 
ter, and all his Grants and Patents confirm'd b 
them. 'Thus it continu'd till King Henry VIII. when 
the Monaſtery of Bath being diffolv'd, an Act of 
Parliament pals'd for the Dean and Chapter of Wells 
to be the only Chapter for the Biſhops. 

This Dioceſe has yielded to the Church one Car- 
dinal, and to the Realm fix Lords Chancellors, five 
Lords Treaſurers, one Lord Privy-Seal, one Lord 
Prefident of Wales, and one Principal Secretary of 
State. The Dioceſe contains all Somerſetſbire, and in 


it 388 Pariſhes, and three Archdeaconries, viz. of 


Bath, Wells, and Taunton, and is valu'd in the King's

St. Mary and St. Bartholomew.

The Charter of King Ethelred, dated 981, empow- 
ers the Monks to chule their own Abbot of the Or- 
der of St. Benedi#, forbids any Layman to uſurp any 
Power over them, and forbids any Alienation of what 
ſort ſoever. King Henry ſolemnly enjoins the reſto- 
ring of what has been taken from the Monaſtery, 
confirms all its Poſſeſſions, ordains the Hundred of 
Taveſtock, to be free, and grants ſeveral other Privi- 
leges and Advantages.

Hereupon the King aſ- 


ſembling his Nobility, and Phlegmund Archbiſhop 


of Canterbury preſiding, it was decreed to divide the 


two Dioceſes that were before in the Kingdom into 
five, among which was Cridington, aſſigning him three 
Towns in Cornual, that he might — make his 
Viſitation of the Corniſb Men to correct them, be. 
cauſe they did not obey the Apoſtolical Decrees. In 
the Year 1046, and the Reign of Eduard, the Son 
of Ethelred, Leofrick, being Biſhop of Cridington and 
Cornwal, and perceiving that his two Counties of 
Devonſhire and Cornwal were often waſted by Pyrates, 
he, with the Conſent of Pope Leo, transterr'd his 
See to Exeter, for the more Safety. In Obedience to 
the Pope's Direction, King Edward gave to the ſaid 
Biſhop the Monaſtery of St. Mary and St. Peter the 
Apoſtle in the City of Exeter, where the Biſhop was 
accordingly enthron'd by the King and Queen in the 
Year 1050, being the firſt Biſhop of Exeter, and ap-

Hooker, in his Catalogue of the Biſhops of Exeter, 
gives the following Account: The Counties of De- 
vonſbire and Cornwal, after their Converſion, were 
under the Juriſdiction of the Biſhop of Dorcheſter. 
When Wincheſter was made a Biſhoprick in 660, all 
the Weſt Country was ſubjected to it, and continu'd 
ſo till 705; then Sherbur» being made a Cathedral, 
they were put under that till 905. At this Time 
Phlegmund, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, erected ſeveral 
new Sees, among which. were one in Cornual, and 
another in Devonſhire : This latter was firſt Tauton, 
but ſoon after remov'd to Cridington, now Kirton, and 
laſtly Exeter, which is the See both for Devonſhire 
and Cornual, as we ſhall ſee in the Catalogue of 
Biſhops. 5 

As to the Church, it is to be obſerv'd, that there 
have been three Monaſteries within the Compaſs of 
that which is now call'd St. Peter's Cloſe. The firſt 
was a wil gue where the Dean's Houſe now ſtands ; 
the ſecond a Monaſtery of Monks, ſuppos'd to have 
been built by King Tay we about the Year 868; 
the third alſo of Monks by King Athelftan, Am. 932, 
for thus we find it written. King Atbelſtan was the 
firſt who having taken this City from the Britons, 
fortify'd it with Towers, and a Wall of ſquare Stones; 
and whereas before it was call'd Monckton, gave it the 
Name of Exeter, and reſiding there, gave a certain 
Manſe for founding a Monaſtery for Monks, ſerving 


God and St. Peter, giving them Lands and Revenues 


for their Subſiſtence, of which Mark ſbut and Trea- 


ſurers Beare yet remain, and belong to the Treaſurer 


of the Church. When the Danes afterwards inhu- 
manly waſted the Country, the Monks fled to Places 


of more Safety, leaving the Monaſtery deſtitute till 


the Days of King Edgar, who in the Year 686 re- 
ſtor d them to their Pollefions. Thus they conti- 


nu'd in a tottering Condition till 1009, when the 


Daniſh King Swane came to the City, and burnt it 
and the Monaſtery. His Son King Canute reſtor d 
the Monks to their Lands and Privileges, as appears 
by his Charter dated 1019, as above mention d in 
Dugdale. King Eduard the Confeſſor, about the Vear

In the Year 1112, William 
Warweſt, the third Biſhop, laid the Foundation of 
that which is now the Choir, the Church at that 
Time being no more than that which is now call'd 
Our Lady's Chapel. Anno 1235, Biſhop Brewton 
appointed a Dean and 24 Prebendaries. In the Year 
1280, Biſhop Peter Quivil built the Body of the 
Church Weſtward. Biſhop John Grandiſon, in 1340, 
added to the Length of the Church Weſtward, and 
vaulted the Roof. Edmund Lacy began the Chapter- 
Houſe in 1450, and George Nevil Eniſn d it. The 
Cloyſters were built by the Dean and Chapter. 
Thus the preſent Church was 400 Years in building, 
from King Atbelftan to _ Grandiſon, and yet it is 
as uniform as if it had been done by one Man. 

The Patrimony of this Church, once very great, 
was waſted and deſtroy'd by Biſhop Yoyſey, who held 
this See during part of the Reign of King Henry VIII. 
all that of K. Edward VI. and part of Queen Mary ; 
for whereas at his coming the Church was poſſeſs'd 
of 22 goodly Manors, and 14 Manſion-Houſes, he 
left not above 5 or 8 of the worſt Manors, and thoſe 
upon long Leaſes, and charg'd with Penſions, and 
not above two Houſes. 

This Dioceſe has yielded to the Realm of England 
three Lords Chancellors, two Lords Treaſurers, one 
Lord Preſident of Wales. It contains, as has been 
ſaid, the two Counties of Devonſhire and Cornwal, and 
in them 604 Pariſh-Churches, and four Arch-Deacons, 
wiz. Cornwal, Exeter, Barnſtaple, and Taunton. The 
Biſhoprick was once valu'd at 1546/7. 145. 64. but 
ſince the Deſtruction made by Biſhop Voiſiy, as 
above, at 500ʃ.

at the Perſwaſion of Oſwald, Archbiſhop of York, | 


founded the Monaſtery of Ramſey, and the next Year 
ſent thither Ednotus from Worceſter, who improving 
the Chapel he found, built the Offices for the Monks, 
and four Years after, viz. Anno 972, the ſaid Oſwald 
ſent thither 12 Monks from Weſtbury; and in 974, 
St. Dunſtan of Canterbury, and Oſwald of York, dedi- 
cated the firſt Church to St. Mary and all holy Vir- 
gins, and to St. Benedi#.

Ramſey, the moſt beautiful of the Iſlands in the 
Marſhes, for its Bignels, is ſeated in the Eaſt Angle 
of Huntingdonſbire, ſhut in by the River Uſe, It was 
moſt wooded before it came to be inhabited; but the 
Trees being fince cut down, the Soil is very fruitful, 
the Marſhes about it being full of Fiſh and Water- 
Fowl. The Ifland is about two Miles in Length, 
and one in Breadth, and was call'd Ramſey from the 
two Words Ram and Eye, in old Engl an Iſland, as 
it were the Ram's Iſland, from a fingle Ram ſaid to 
have been found there before it was inhabited. 

King Edgar gave to the Monks of Ramſey 5 Hides 
at Burwell, the Church of Guthmunceſter, and three 
Hides of Land, and one Hide at Stivecle. 

The Gifts of St. Oſwald are many, as the Town of 
Wyflow, five Hides at Burwell, &c. 'Thoſe of Duke 
Ailwin are the Ifland it ſelf, where the Monaſtery 
ſtood ; the Land of Upwood, all his Right in Salretb, 
the Lands of Helvigey and Sores, five Hides at Wal- 
ſobne, and all his Fiſhery at Well; 10 Hides at Bri- 
ninton : This is the Land of Weſton above-mention'd ; 
alſo 10 Hides at Gidding and Wedeton, ) at Stivecle, and 
part of 10 at Tofre; alſo the Lands of Acley, fix 
Hides at Wammeford, the Meadow at Hocton, and the 
Lands of Hemmingford, beyond the River oppoſite 
to Huntingdon. 

The Charter of King Edgar, concerning the found- 
ing of Ramſey Monaſtery, mentions an Apparition of 
St. Benedid, which r Occaſion of the ſame, and

| ſets down the Dedication of the Church in the Year 
974, and confirms all the Grants then made to it. 


Another Charter of Confirmation of all Lands, &c. 
oo to it, with an Addition of many Privileges and 
mmunities by King Edward the Confeſſor, particu- 
larly that the Monks might chuſe their own Abbots ; 
that the Liberty of the Monaſtery ſhould be an in- 
violable Sanctuary in all Caſes whatſoever, &c.

King Henry I. confirms to the Abbot the Lands of 238 


of Law. He alſo granted the Abbot a Fair to be 
kept at St. Ives, to begin on Eaſter-Monday, and laſt 
till the next Monday incluſive. He gave the Monks 
his Warren in Herſtingfan Hundred. King Job 
granted another Fair at St. Ives, to begin four Days 
before the Feaſt of St. Laurence, and to continue 
eight Days, and made the Monks Keepers of the 
Deer in Huntingdonſvire. King Eduard I. appointed 
a Market every Monday at St. Ives. King Henyy II. 
gave the Monks his Manor of Ripaton. King Richard 
gave them 50 Acres in Huntingeſtan Hundred. The 
many other Donations, with the Revenues of their 
Lands, may be ſeen in Dugdale. | 

The Inſcription on the Tomb of Ailuin, the 
Founder of this Monaſtery, which Leland gives us in 
Latin, is thus in Engliſh ; Here refts Ailwin, Kinſman 
to the renowned King Edgar, Alderman of all England, 
and miraculouſly the Founder of this ſacred Monaſtery,

Horn-y, or the Iſle of Thorns, as being overgrown 
with Trees, and ſurrounded with ſeveral Waters, 
was the Seat of a Monaſtery, built in Honour of the 
Mother of God, a Place renowned for Sanctity, and 
remote from worldly Converſation. It was built by 
the Venerable Adelwold, Biſhop of Wincheſter, in the 
Reign of King Edelred, and the Year of Grace 972, 
and to it he tranſlated the Body of St. Botwlph, Ab- 
bot, and'many other Relicks of Saints, after the De- 
ſolation was made by the Danes, when the blefled 
King of the Angles, Edward, dy'd a Martyr for con- 
feſſing CHRIST. The Monks dwelt alone in the 
cloſe Habitation of Thorney, no Woman being per- 
mitted to enter the Iſland, unleſs to pray, nor to ſtay 
in it upon any Account, or ſo much as to live within 


9 Miles of it. In the Year 1085, and the Reign of 


William the Elder, Gunter the Monk being Abbot, re- 
built the Church, which was conſecrated in the Year 
1128, and the Reign of King Heury I. by Hervey Bi- 


ſhop of Fly, 156 Years after the firſt tounding of 


the Monaſtery, and 45 after the rebuilding. 
The Charter of King Edgar, dated 973, ſays, this 


Iſland was once call'd Ancraig, and then Thornig, for- 


bids all Perſons robbing the Monaſtery of any of its 
Poſſeſſions, aud informs us, that there had before 
that Time liv'd in the Ifland two holy Ancborites, viz. 
Tancred and Tortred, one of whom dy'd a Martyr, 
and the other a Confeſſor; as did their Siſter Tona, 
fam'd for Sanctity of Life: That Biſhop Adeluold 
built the Monaſtery there, dedicating it to the holy 
Trinity, the Choir to the bleſſed Virgin Mary, and 
the Weſt End to St. Peter; as alſo the North Portico 
ro St. Benedif, placing therein Monks of regular 
Lives. 'The Lands mention'd therein, given to the 
Monks by the {aid Biſhop, were, Wiſleſig, Niwantun, 
Mydeſtun, Geakeſley, and another Geakeſley, Fearreſhea- 
fod, Bearuwe, e two Manſes at Huntandune, 
and the little Monaſtery of St. Mary without the 
Town. | | 

Nigellus, Biſhop of Ely, gave to theſe Monks the 
Hermitage once call'd Overdeuyle, and at that Time 
Trokenbolt ; which Grant of his was afterwards con- 
firm'd by King Eduard III. in the 22d Year of his 
Reign. Trokenholt is on the North Borders of Cam- 
bridgeſbire, 7 Miles from Thorney, William Peverel de 
Brunne gave to, the Monks Oddewick ; Paganns Beau- 
champ gave Coluorth; Adeliza, the Wife of Gilbert, 


gave Luffewic ; Hugh Beauchamp gave the Revenue of 


a Mark upon his Eſtate of Eton, gave alſo a Mark 
upon the {ame Eſtate. The Church of Giveldene was 
given by Guffrid de Trailli ; two Parts of the Tithes 
of Cefterton by Oddo Revell; Boleburf Church by Wil- 
liam Peverel; the Church of Stibenton by Henry de Me- 
rel, which his Son Euſtace confirm'd. The other ma- 
ny Grants of Robert Biſhop of Lincoln, William Pe- 
verel, William de Albein, Randulph Earl of Cheſter; 


Glocęſter and K * ; Albericus, Robert his Son, Thur- 
ftan Montfort, John de Stutavil, and Earl Walteve ; ſee

There Zawdiyd, Abbot of Ramſey, built a 
Monaſtery of Nuns, which he endow'd ſufficiently 
for their Maintenance, and was himſelf afterwards 
martyr'd by the Danes, as he was ſinging Maſs, his 
right Hand being firſt cut off for his Ring, and then 
his Body mangled, Amo 1016, in the Days of King 
Ethelred and King Edmund. ; 

Hervey, the firſt Biſhop of Ely, perceiving that 
the Nuns of Chateriz ſuffer'd many Oppreflions being 
under the Power of the King, he obtain'd of Henry J.

Auguſtin coming into this Part of Dorſetſhire, was ſirſt 
* by the Inhabitants; but they ſoon repented,

ther to Edmund the King and Martyr, led an Eremi-

IX the Year 1001 was the Tranſlation of the Body 
of St. Ivo, which was found at the Town former- 
ly call'd Slege, eight Miles diſtant from the Mona- 
ſtery of Ramſiy, three from Huntingdon, and ſeated on 
the River Cue, now call'd of St. Ives Town. The 
Abbot Ednothzs built a Church in the Place where the 
holy Biſhop was found, and his Tomb was half 
within and half without the Wall; ſo that it might be 
come at whether the Church-Door were open or ſhut, 
many having been heal'd there. 

Pope Urban, by his Bull, confirms all Grants made 
to this Monaſtery, takes it into his Protection, en- 
Joins the obſerving of the Rule of St. Benedi# for 
ever, and lays a Curſe on ſuch as ſhall offer any 

rong to it. 

N. as found by Inquiſition in the 36th of Hen- 
ry III. that the Pariſh-Church of St. Ives, dedicated 
to the Honor of all Saints, is a Vicarage of the Pre- 
ſentation of the Abbot of Ramſey ; that the Prior of 


St. Ives, as Parſon, receives all Corn-Tithes, and of 


the Vicar for his Portion 4 /. 13 8. 44. and that the 
Vicar receives all ſmall Tithes, Obventions, Mortua- 


ries, Rights of Wills, Plough-Alms, Rates, and 


other Cultoms.

N G Edgar, induc'd by the Fame of the great 


I 
: K Beauty of Elftbrid, the Daughter of Ordgar Duke 


of Devonſhire, ſent his Secretary Atheluold to ask her 
of her Parents for his Wife, in caſe he found her as 
beautiful as reported. The faithleſs Meſſenger, al. 
lur'd by her Beauty, procur'd her ſor himſelf, and 
told his Maſter ſhe was not a fit Wife for a King, 
who being inform'd of the Fraud, diſſembled his 
Indignation, and only appointed a Time to go viſit 
that ſo celebrated Lady, as if it had been in Jeſt. 
Athelxwold in a Fright begg'd of his Wife, that ſhe 
would dreſs her ſelf in the moſt diſagreeable manner, 
diſcovering to her how he had impos'd on the King 
and her. She nevertheleſs ſet her ſelf off to the 
beſt Advantage, and the King coming, was ſo taken 
with her Charms, that ſending for Athelwo/d under 
Colour of hunting with him in Harerrood, he ſtruck 
him through with his Javelin. The dead Man's 
Baſtard Son happening to come to the Place juſt 
then, the King ask'd him, How he lik'd that ſort of 
Hunting? He anſwer d, Well, for what pleaſes you, 
muſt not diſpleaſe me. The King was ſo taken with 
that ſubmiſſive Anſwer, that he ever after had an ex- 
traordinary Affection for the Youth. In Expiation of 
this cruel Action, Elfthrid there built this Monaſtery, 
inhabited by Nuns. Malmsbury, fol. 33. The ſame 


Author, fol. 140, ſays, it is known that Warwel! was 


uilt by Elfrid, the Wife of Edgar, in Honor of the 
Hoh Cro $, being penitent for the Murder of her 
Stepſon Eduard, of which ſhe had been the Occa- 
ſion. The Abby of Nuns of Warwell was burnt by 
one William of Ipres, a wicked Man, who paid no 
Reſpe& either to God or Men, becauſe ſome Fa. 
vourers of Maud the Empreſs had been protected 
there in the Reign of King Stephen, 


tore off, and ſhe fled to the Altar, 


John of Tinmoutb, lib. 21. cap. 117. gives the fol- 
lowing Account: Alfred, King of the We# Saxons, 
being a hunting in a Wood, heard the Voice of an 
Infant crying on a Tree, and enquir'd of his Huntſ- 
men what that might be. Some of them climbing 
the Tree, found on the Top of it an Eagle's Neſt, 
and in it a beautiful Infant, wrapp'd up in a Purple 
Mantle, with Gold Bracelets on his Arms, whom 
the King caus'd to be baptiz'd; calling him Neſting, 
from the Neſt, and being nobly educated; he was 
made an Earl. He was the Father of Wisburding, 
who was Father of Wiſlelm, who having had Chil- 
dren by his Wife, they afterwards liv'd aſunder 18 
Years, till well advanc'd in Age. Then an Angel 
three times admoniſh'd them both to come together, 
and they ſhould get a Child, that ſhould be —— 
ted to CRISr. Accordingly they had Miſbildis, who 
from her Infancy was brought up among the Nuns at 
Wilton, whence King Edgar not daring to take her 
by Force, endeavour'd to draw her out by Cunning, 
employing his Aunt Velda, who ſent for her to her 
Houſe at Warwell, pretending to be fick, and to make 
her her Heir. There King Eazar offer'd to make her 
his Queen : She pretending to be taken ill, withdrew 
into another Room, where a Guard was ſet upon 
her, till going as it were to eaſe her ſelf; ſhe threw off 
her rich Cloaths, crept out through a Hole, lay hid 
in a 2 Woman's Houſe, and the next Day made 
her Eſcape to Wilton. The King purſu'd, and ha- 
ving laid hold of her Sleeve, with bee {truggling it 
where the King 
relenting, promis'd no longer to moleſt, but rather 
to favour her Deſign. Accordingly he gave her the 
Monaſtery of Berking, repairing the ſame, encreafing 
Miſbilda's Patrimony to 24 'Townſhips. 

King Henry III. reviv'd and — the Grant 
made to the Monaſtery of JWarwell by King Ethelred 
in the Year 1008, wherein it is mention'd, that there 
were 29 Houſes in Wincheter belonging to this Mo- 
naſtery, and that he adds to it 10 Manſes at Bulandun.

Manſes at Sceapton, the Town of Scipford, Miclantun, 
Burtun, Maranchide, Beonretlege, Stodelege, Ceſterton, Er- 
ainton, Acſcaron, Bifon, Ramęſtege. Then it deſcribes 
the Limits of all the Lands, and is dated Auno 
1005. 

Remigius, Biſhop of Lincoln, built the Monaſtery 
of St. Mary of Stow : 'The Church was built by Go- 
diva, Wife to Leofricus, a Nobleman of Cheſter. This 
is a Cell to Eyneſbam, and there is a formal Contract 
in Dugdale relating to it between Vuluius Biſhop of 
Lincoln and the atoreſaid Earl Leofric and his Wife 
Godiva. By her Letter ſhe intreats the Biſhop to 
confirm the Grants of Lands by her made to Stow, 
being Newark, Flatbuch, Brant hon, Martin, and Welle ; 
all which the Biſhop accordingly confirms, as does 
alſo King William the Conqueror. Remigius, Biſhop 


of Lincoln, Anno 1491, confirms all Grants till then 
wade to Story,

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King William Rufus enjoins the Biſhop of Lincoln 
to ow, full Satisfaction to the Abbot Columbanus 
upon the Exchange made, with him for his Lands at 


Stow. 

Laſtly, King Henry I. by his Charter, declares his 
Reſolution to reſtore the Abbey of Eyneſbum, then 
gone to Ruin, and names the following Poſſeſſions 
appertaining to it, viz. the Town of Eyneſbam, with 
all its Dependencies, Kollendrith and Scipford, Mucle-

HE Charter of Edred, who tiles himſelf 

therein the moſt glorious King of the Engliſh, 
and Ruler of the Norchumbrians, Emperor of the Pa- 
gans, and Defender of the Britons, deſcribes the 
Bounds of the 20 Hides of Land belonging to 
Burton. 

In the Days of Athelred, King of the Engliſh, a 
Miniſter of his, whoſe Name was Mulfrick Spot, built 
the Monaſtery of Burton, and gave to it all fi Pater- 
nal Eſtate, valu'd at 700 1. and to the end this Do- 
nation might ſtand good, he gave to the King for his 
Confirmation 300 Manks of Gold, and to every Bi- 
ſhop five Manks, and to the two Archbiſhops ten 
Manks ; as alſo to Alfrick., Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
the 'Town of Dunbalton, wrongfully taken by his 
Predeceſſors from the Church of Abingdon, and to 
every ANY a Pound of Gold, and to every Abbeſs 
five Manks. 

The laſt Will of the ſaid Wulfrick Spot mentions all 
the {aid Gifts and other Particulars, too long for this

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The Charter of King Etbelred, dated 1004, de- 
clares the Monaſtery of Burton to be free for ever, 
with all that belongs to it, and therefore immediate- 
ly under the Regal Protection. 

The Bull of Pope Lucius III. ordains that the Or- 
der of St. Benedi# be there for ever obſerv'd, and 
confirms all Grants made or to be made to it, 
reckoning up the Particulars of all that had been 
made till then, and giving a Bleſſing to all thoſe who 
ſhall advance and preſerve the ſame, with an Impre-

The Hiſtory of the Founder and Abbots of Burton 
calls Wulfrick, Spot the Founder Earl of the Mercians, 
and related to the Blood Royal, and adds, that he 
brought the Monks from Wincheſter to his Monaſtery 
of Burton upon Trent, furniſhing it with all Conve- 
ni encies, in the Year 1c04; and that fix Years after

great Favour with King Cute, with his Wite 
Tola, founded this Monaſtery about the Year 1026, 
and dedicated it to St. Peter, endowing it with the 
Town then call'd Piddle, afterwards Tole-Piddle, and 


. thole of Abbotsbury, Porteſbam, Aelton, and Avſtie, in 


the ſame — He allo founded a Sodality, or 
Brotherhood, aſſigning to it certain Rules by their 
Conſent. King Cute gave to Orcus Porteſham above- 
mention'd, which he conferr'd on the Monaſtery, as 
may be ſeen in his Grant, the ſame containing ſeven 
Hides of Land. Thus Reiner ; but Leland lays, that 
Orcus turn'd out from that Place the Secular Canons, 
and plac'd Monks in their ſtead, King Edward the 
Confeſſor gave Orcus the Right of all Wrecks along 
the Shore of his Eſtate, and confirm'd his Gifts made 
to Abbot sbury. King William the Conqueror's Charter 
declares that Monaſtery to be under his immediate 
Protection, and confirms to them all their Rights. 
The Inquiſition made in the Reign of King Henry III. 
before John le Moyne, Eſcheator, and Andreu Wake, 
Sheriff of Dorſetſbire, at Uggeſcomb, in the 54th Year 
of that King's Reign, finds and ſets forth the ſeveral 
Lands, Rents and Liberties of this Monaſtery, as

Strangeways Chantery at Abbotsbury. was founded by 
Indenture 'Tripartite between Joh» Abbot of the Mo- 
naſtery, William Milton, Abbot of the Monaſtery of 
Milton, and Thomas Strangeways. This Chantery had 
conferr'd on it the Vicarage of the Pariſh-Church of 
rs, aut and Lands to the yearly Value of 10 
Marks, the Abbot obliging the Monaſtery for the 
ſame to keep a Monk, being a Prieſt, to ſay Maſs 
every Day for ever, and other Prayers therein ap- 
pointed, for the Souls of the ſaid Strazzgeways, his Wit 
and Family, as alſo to pray for King Henry VII. Se. 
under the Penalty of 3 5. 4 d. to the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſe, and 35. 4 d. to the Heirs of the ſaid Strange- 
ways for every Omiſſion. This Indenture is dated 
the laſt Day of February, 1505. There is this Pro- 
viſo in it, that if by _y Accident there ſhall not be 
eight Monks Prieſts in the Monaſtery, then ſhall they 
be exempted from the Obligation of that Maſs.

K NG Onute returning from Rome, in the laſt 
Year of his Reign, reduc'd Malcolm King of 
Scotland, who had rebell'd againſt him, and ſabq 
Melbeache and Jermare, two other Kings. Cnute after 
his Return leading his Life in Humility and Devo- 
tion, founded two Monaſteries in Honor of St. Be- 
nedi , 8 he loy'd above all Confeſſors, the one 
| in 
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in Norway, and the other in England, in the County 
of Norfoik, in a marſhy Place, like an Ifland, for- 
merly call'd Co, and Calveſcroft, where, before 
the coming of the Danes into England, one Suneman, 
an Anchoret, had been advis'd to reſide, by an An- 
zel. There he began to build a Chapel, and other 
Perſons defirous to live a penitential Life reſorting 


to him, he admitted them; whereupon one Horn, 


or Horning, Lord of thoſe Parts, gave him and his 
Brethren the ſaid Place of Cowholm, or Calveſcroſt, for 
ever, and there Suneman liv'd above 50 Years. 

Some Time after Inguar and Hubba, the Pagan 
Danes, having ravag'd NortFumberland, came into Nor- 
folk,, and having flam King Edmund, then reiging 
there, deſtroy'd the Chapel, and kill'd all the An- 
chorites. Afterwards one Wolfrick, a devout Perſon, 
coming thither, began to rebuild the ſaid Chapel of 
St. Bene ditt, and having gather'd ſeven Companions, 
rais'd the neceſſary Dwellings for them, continuing 
their Superior till the Days of King Cute, for the 
Space of 40 Years. Then one Maynard, a Gover- 
nor under King Cute, being averſe to the ſaid ol- 
Frick and his Companions, flander'd them to the 
King, who reſolv'd to go thither incognito, as if he 
were not a King, and in caſe what Maynard had ſaid 
were true, to put them all to Death. This being re- 
veal'd to Molfrick, he met him with his Companions, 
ſay eng, Hail Ring Cnute. To whom the King, Hou 
do you know me to be King Cnute, for I nc ver knew you ? 
Molfricus reply'd, The Angel of God acquainted us within 
theſe three Days that the King would come bither, and very 
mich enrich us and this Place. The King _— the 
ſame, and perceiving they had been wrongfully ac- 
cus'd, invited them all to his Reſidence at Horning, 
which Place he gave them, with the Towns of Lud- 
bam and Neteſverd-, confirming the ſame before all his 
Nobility at Wincheſter 3 and thus King Cnute founded 
the Monaſtery of St. Ben-di#, the Monks being 
brought into it by the ſaid Volfrick. The Grant of 
King (ute to this Effect may be ſeen as in the Mar- 
gin. 

” The Charter of King Edward the Confeſſor, there 
alſo to be ſeen, confirms to this Monaſtery all Grants 
be ore made to it, and adds many Immunities.

Abby in Suffolk. 


. TFH E holy King St. Edmund ſuffer'd Martyrdom 


at the Hands of the Pagan Daniſb Brothers In- 
guar and Hubba, in the Year 870. His Head was 
long after miraculouſly found in a Wood, and in Pro- 
ceſs of Time, when the Wars were ceas'd, the Piety 
of the People erected a Church at Beoderikſuorth, that 
is, the Reſidence of Beoderick, whither they tranſla- 
ted the Body of St. Edmund from Hoxon, where it lay 
before, and it was then found entire and uncorrupt- 
ed. In the Monaſtery of St. Mary at Beoderick/worth 
aforeſaid, the Body was kept without any Honor, 
the Secular Clergy there dividing the ef 4 
among themſelves, without any Regard to that holy 
Relick- Whereupon King Caute; by the Advice of 
his Prelates and Nobility, ordain'd that the ſaid 
Church ſhould be given to Monks, there to ſerve 


God devoutly, and honour his Martyr. It alſo 


pleas'd them that the Monks ſhould be brought 
from the above-mention'd Monaſtery of Halm, ſo to 
divide that Monaſtery into two Parts, one half to 


remain there, and the other half to come to Beo- 


derickſworth, being in all 26, 13 for each Mona- 
ſtery. All that helong'd to the Houſe of St. Benedit 
at Hulm was likewiſe divided, viz. Books, Veſt- 
ments, Houſhold-Goods, c. Thus the two Mo- 
naſteries afterwards were aſſiſt ing to each other, and 
entirely united in Brotherly Affection, all Things 
being between them in a manner in common. This 
Monaſtery of St. Edmund was at firſt a Priory, but 
ſoon after became an Abby. 

King Edmund, in the Year 945, gave to this Abby 
all the. Land about it, the Bounds whereof are ai- 
certain'd by Trees and Places now not known, which 
may be ſeen in his Grant. 

The Charter of King Cute exempts it from all 
Subjection to the Biſhop, confirms the Grant of 
King Edmund, gives the Monks the Duties they us'd 
to pay to the Danes, and a Right of Fiſhery. 


A Controverly ariſing between the Abbot of, : 


St. Edmund's-Bury,which Name the Place took inſtead 
of the former of Beoderickſworth, and the Biſhop of 
Tedford, Baldwin the Abbot, by the Advice of ing 
William the Conqueror, went to Rome, where Pope 
Alexander II. by his Bull, dated 107r, granted him 
and his Subjects this Privilege, That in caſe the whole 


Kingdom of England ſhould, on Account of any Excom- 


munication, ceaſe performing the Divine Office, the Monks 
of that Monaſtery ſhould never give over celebrating Maſs 
upon any Prohibition, unleſs the Pope ſhould interdif it by 
Name, as long as they preſerv'd a Porphiry Altar, bleſsd 
by bimſelf, which he gave to the ſaid Abbot. The 
ſaid Pope alſo ordain'd, that the Monaſtery ſhould 
for ever continue under its Abbots, and never be 
converted by any Perſon whatſoever into an Epiſco- 
pal See, as had been attempted by the above men- 
tion'd Biſhop of Tedford. 

In the Year 1081, the Controverſy between the 
aforeſaid Biſhop and Abbot being decided, King

William the Conqueror granted his Charter to the 


glorious King and Martyr St. Edmund, wherein he 
declares, that after a full hearing of both thoſe Par- 
ties, and finding all Proofs on the Part of the Abbot, 
and nothing produc'd by the Biſhop, it is decreed 
the ſaid Church ought to remain for ever free from 
the Juriſdiftion of the Biſhop. 


The Inquifition taken in the zoth Year of the 28 


Reign of King Edward I. before the Eſcheator, ſhows 
that the Office of Seneſchal or Steward of St. Ed- 
mund's-Bury was a Place of much Honor, and held 
in Fee by the Family of Haſtings, who had ſeveral 
great Fees and Allowances for the ſame by Cuſtom,

Theodred, e London, in the Time of King 
Atbelſtan 3 Elrick, Biſhop of the Eaſt Saxons, in the 
Reign of Cnute and Harold ; Agelmerus, Biſhop of the 
Eaſt Angles, in the Reign of King Edward the Con- 
teffor, King Edward, William the Conqueror, the 
Kings Henry, Stephen, Richard, and many more, too 
tedious to enumerate, gave many Lands to this 
Church. 

The Body of St. Edmund was found uncorrupted 
at ſeven ſeveral times that his Shrine was open'd, as 
is teſtify d by ſeveral Witneſſes. 

In the Year 1014, Swane King of England was 
admoniſh'd by Ailuin the Monk not to extort 'I'ri- 
bute from the People of St. Edmund, that is, of Nor- 
folk, and Suffolk, but did not prevail; and on the 
Night of the Purification of the bleſſed Virgin Ma- 
ry, St. Edmund with his Spear flew King Swaze at 
Gainsborough. The People ot Norfolk and Suffolk 
hearing of this Miracle, and the Death of King 
Swane, gave 4 d. a Year of every Carucate of Land 
to St. Edmund, which was afterwards fraudulently 
alienated from the ſaid Monaſtery by Herebert, Biſhop 
of Norwich, and appropriated to his Church. 

The Particular of Donations to this Monaſtery is 
too long to be here inſerted, and may be ſeen m 
Dugdale, Vol. I. p. 294. 

There were 29 Abbots of Glaſtonbury from Uvirs 
the firſt, to Jobn Reeve the laſt, at the Time of the 
Suppreſſion by King Hy VIII. 

King Edward viſiting the Monaſtery of St. Fd- 
mund, found the young Monks eating Barley Bread, 


and asking the Reaſon of it, the Prior told him it 


— 
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was becauſe their Revennes were not ſufficient to al- 
low Wheaten Bread twice or thrice a Day: Where- 
upon the King gave them his Manor of Mzileybal, en- 
joining that they ſhould not for the future eat Barley 
Bread. Stigand, Biſhop of the Eaſt Angles, took this 
Manor from them, and he being afterwards degraded 
for having uſurp'd the See of Canterbury, King Wil- 
liam the Conqueror took that Manor to himſelf, 
which was reſtor'd to the Monks by King Richard I. 
Hamo Blundus, a very rich Man, having made his 
Will without other Witneſſes than his Brother, his 
Wite and his Chaplain, the Abbot of St. Edmund's- 
Bury ſent for and ſeverely r them, for not ha- 
ving admitted others, as deſiring to take all to them- 
ſelves, and directed that his Chattels, worth 200 
Marks, ſhould be divided into three equal Parts, the 
one for his Heir, another for his Wife, and the third 
for the Poor; as alſo that the Horſe which went be- 
fore his Beer, and had been given to St. Edmund, 
ſhould be taken away and return'd, becauſe it was 
not fit his Church ſhould be defil'd with the Gift of 
a Perſon who had dy'd inteſtate, and who was re- 
ported to have put out his Money to Ule ; taking an 
Oath, that if the like ſhould happen to any other in 


his Days, he ſhould not be bury'd in the Church- 


yard.

The Regiſter of the Abby of St. Edmund's-Bury 


has a very long Particular of the Diſtribution of the 
Revenues of the ſaid Abby, into proper Portions, 
for the Support thereof, aſſigning Lands to each, 
viz, to the Abbot, to the Cellerer for his Office; to- 
the Sacriſtan for the Church; to the Eleemoſinary 


—_— 


for the Maintenance of the Poor; to the Pittancer 
for certain yearly Allowances ; to the Infirmary for 
the Sick; to the Hoſtelry for entertaing of Stran- 
gers; to the Precentor, for Ink and Parchment for 
the Monaſtery. Under the Care of the ſaid Mona- 
ſtery were alſo the Hoſpitals of St. N:cbol.cs without 
the Eaſt Gate, of St. Peter without Riſſely Gate, of 
St. Jobn without the South Gate, and of St. Saviour 
at the four Crofles without the North Gate. All 
other Things then belonging, or which ſhould after- 
wards belong to the Monaſtery, to remain to it, 
without any Claim from the Abbot, ſaving to him 
and his Succeſſors the Homages in Freehold Mauors. 
The Monaltery to detray all Charges of Abbots new 
elected at Rome; but they to bear the Charge of Law- 
Suits, and to entertain all Secular Gueſts, but the 
Monaſtery to entertain the Religious. This Contract 
between the Abbot and the Monaſtery was made in 
the Year 1281, and ratify'd or atteſted by the Biſhops 
of Bath and Mells, Norwich and St. David's, with ſe— 
veral confiderable Laymen. 

The aforeſaid Regiſter alſo affords a Catalogue of 
the Sacriſtans of this Monaſtery, who are ſaid to 
have built many Parts of the Church, Chapter- 
Houſe, and the Abbots Apartment, beſides purcha- 
ſing of coſtly Ornaments and Bells, and expended 
great Sums in beautifying the Monaſtery, and adding 
Lands and other Acquiſitions to it, to their great 
Commendation. 'The Number of thoſe there men- 
tion'd is 23, from Thurſtan the ('r{t to Richard de Brun 
but the Years are wanting to them ; ſo that we know 
not whether the ſaid Richard de Brun was the laſt. 

'The Cellerer, whoſe Office was to furniſh all Pro- 
viſions for the Monaſtery, had many Rights and Pri- 
vileges by ancient Cuſtom. He had his Meſſuage 
and Stores at Scu'e Water, where he held his Court 
tor 'Trial of Robbers and other Cauſes, and there he 
us'd.to take Pledges of his Men and enroll them, 
and renew the ſame yearly, and make his Profit of 
the ſame. None might dig Chalk or Clay about the 
Town without his Leave. None but he could keep 
a Bull looſe in the Fields belonging to the Town. 
He was the ſecond Perſon in the Monaſtery, and had 
Liberty to take all Dung in any Place for his own 
Ule, except before the Doors of thoſe who had Aver- 
land. In the Market, he and his Officers were to be 
firlt ſerv'd, if the Abbot was not at home. The OE 
ficers of the Abbot and-of the Cellerer were to buy 
firſt as they came firlt ; but if both were preſent toge- 
ther, the Preference was to be given to the Abbot. His 
Officers and the Cellerer's, when there were Herrings, 
were always to have them in the Seaſon an Half- 
penny cheaper than any others,

Robert the Norman of Limeſſey, Biſhop of Cheſter, 
being more wordly than religious, obtain'd the Mo- 
naſtery of Coventry of King Henry, and plac'd there 
the Cathedral of the Mercians ; ſo that the ſaid Biſhop 
had three Sers, Lichfield, Chefter, and Coventry; but 
Chefter has been ſince made a ſeparate Dioceſe, and 
the other two remain united, 

The Charter of King Edward the Confeſſor, and 


the Bull of Pope Alexander, dated 1043, confirm 


all the Privileges and Poſſeſſions granted to this 
Church. | 

It was made out before King Richard II. that nei- 
ther this Cathedral, nor the Prior thereof, held any 
thing of the King by Barony. Leofwin, the Abbot

Anno 1073, Wifketul, Abbot of Croyland, gave his 
Wooden Chapel, with certain Revenues, to his 
Monks of Spalding, for their Hoſpitality to entertain 
the Faithful reſorting thither, and the aforeſaid Earl 
conſiderably augmented their Portion. 
Anno 1074, Too Taylboys, Earl of Angers, Lord of

lian the Conqueror landing in England, and be- 
ing ad vanc'd near to the Hill call'd Hetheland, 
not far — Haſtings, Harold's Army drawing near to 
engage him, was — by a Monk he brought 
over with him, call'd William Faber, to make a Vow. 
that in caſe it pleas'd God to grant him the Victory, 
he would build a Monaſtery in that Place, which ac- 
cordingly he afterwards perform'd, erecting a ſtately 
Church and Monaſtery there, without ſparing any 
Coſt, having by Revelation found a plentiful Quarry 
of Stone cloſe by. This, to perpetuate the Memory 
of his Victory, was call'd Battel Abby, the Name it 
retains to this Day, being dedicated to St. Martin. 
He alſo gave to it all the Land for a League about 
free from all Duties or Impoſitions; but he dy'd be- 
fore he could perform many other Things he had de- 
fign'd for the Advantage of it. The Monks were 
brought to it from the Abby in Normandy call'd Ma- 
jor, or the Greater. That this Monaſtery was built 
for the Monks, to pray for the Souls of thoſe who 
had been kill'd in Battel, appears by the following 
old Engliſh Rhimes:

King William gave alſo to this Monaſtery the Royal 
Manor of Wye in Kent, and thoſe of Alſiſton in Suſſex, 
Limnesfeild in Surrey, How in Eſſex, with ſeveral other 
Lands in many Parts, and extraordinary Privileges 
and Immunities, and particularly in Devonſhire he 

ave to it the Chapel of St. Olave King and Martyr, 
then renown'd for Miracles. He ordain d, that if 
any Murder were committed within the League 
about granted to the Monaſtery, none ſhould make 
Inquiſition there but the Abbot and his Monks, and 
that all Treaſure found ſhould belong to them. 

At the ſame Time one Bernard, a Baron, gave to 
Battel Abby a Place call'd Old Toun in Wales, with the 
Church of St. Joby the Evangeliſt adjoining to it, 
without his Caſtle of Brechin, and his Wife Agnes a 
little Town call'd Berington in England. King William 
Rufus beſtow'd on it his Manor of Brombam, and alſo 
ſeveral Churches belon ing to him.

ſubject to that of Eveſham. The ſame was again 
confirm'd by Hugh Euſſel, Grandſon to Warin, and 
Nephew to Richard.

N the Reign of King Henry J. Herebert Abbot of 

Weſtminſter, Osbert the Prior, and all the Mona- 
{tery, with the Conſent of Gilbert Biſhop of London, 
gave to the three holy Maids, Emma, Gumild, and 
Chriſtina, the Hermitage of Cuncbury, which had been 
built by Godin, with all the Land belonging to that 
Place, upon the ſame Condition, and with the {fame Li- 
berties, as Etbelred K. of England gave Hamſtead to the 
Church of Weſtminſter ; all which was confirm'd by 
King Edward, the ſaid Place having before belong'd 
to that Town. But this Place was for ever to con- 
tinue under the Direction of the Monks, who were 
to chuſe an ancient Perſon of their Number to be 
the Chaplain to the Nuns; but neither the Abbot 
nor he, nor any other, to intermeddle with what was 
given to the ſaid Nuns. The Abbot Herebert farther 
granted to them the Manor of Knightsbridge. 

Gilbert Biſhop of London granted the perpetual 
Spir.tual Juriſdiction over thele Nuns to the Abbot 
and Monks of Weſtminſtcr, as Founders. Neverthe- 
leſs, there afterward arole a Controverſy between 
the Biſhop of London and the Abbot of WWeſtminſter 
about the Juriſdiction over the Nuns, which was 
thus made up in the Year 1231, viz. That the Bi- 
ſhop might viſit the Nunnery, preach and hear 
Confeſſions, without exacting any Procurations ; and 
that the Government of the Houſe, placing and diſ- 
placing of the Abbeſs and Nuns, ſhould belong to 
the Abbot, that being a Cell of his Monaſtery, This 
was concerted at Fulbam in the Year 1231.

NE Aldwin, an Anchorite, with his Brethren, 
began to build the Houſe of Malvern, in the 
18th Year of King William the Conqueror. 'That 
King and his Son Henry endow'd it with Poſſeſſions. 
Henry de Clare, Earl of Gloceſter, Osborn Briages, and 
Richard Bridges, were Benefactors to it. Avicot in 
the County of Warwick was a Cell to it, where were 
four Monks. 

The aforeſaid Adwin had been made a Monk by 
Wolſtan, the holy Biſhop of Worceſter, who diſſwa- 
ded him from going to Jeruſalem, as he had intended, 
with an Aſſurance that the Place of Malvern, which 
he had choſen for his Habitation, would be wonder- 
fully favour'd by God, which Alduin in ſome mea- 
ſure ſaw fulfill'd, living to have 30 Monks under 
him, who were all * ſupply'd by the neigh- 
bouring People, wh thought themſelves happy in 
aſſiſting them. 

The Grant of King Henry I. gives to Malvern one 
Rood of Land at Baldehal, and Ys Land of Achiſey, 
for which the Farmer paid 2 s. Rent, two Hides of 
Land, the one in Woregſterſbire, the other in Stafford- 


ſire, with the Lands of N ordesfeld and Limberg, alſo 


the Churches of Tantaraboton, Letten, and many 
other Particulars to be ſeen there. 

The Charter of King Henry II. confirms all former 
Grants made to this Church, and adds of his own 
the Town of Langen in Gloceſterſhire, and that of 
Fuleford in Staffordſhire, Sc. This is dated 1127.

Gilbert de Clare, after the Norman Conqueſt, ha- 
ving obtain'd the Lands of Arnulpbsbury or Enolvesbury 
by Force, turn'd out the Monks, and carrying three 
of them over into France, brought , others from 
5 whom he put into Poſſeſſion of this Mona- 

ery. 

In the Year 991, St. Net retir'd with only one 
Follower, whoſe Name was Barry, into a deſert Place 
in Cornwal, about 10 Miles from the Mouaſtery of 
St.Petroc, and from him the Place was afterwards call'd 
Neot-Stoke, Having liv'd there ſeven Years, he went 
to Rome, had the Pope's Bleſſing, and returning home, 
built a Monaſtery, and gather'd Monks. His Fol- 
lower Barry, after his Death, carry'd his Body to 
Enolvesbury, now call'd St. Neot's, where it lay till the 
Year 1077, when the Lady Lewina tranſlated it to 
Croyland, for fear of the Irruptions of the Barbarians. 
It was again tranſlated in 1213 by the Abbot Henry,

Anno 1113, Robeſia, the Wife of Richard, Son to 
Earl Giſlebert, gave to God, and St. Mary of Beck, 
and to St. Neot, all the Manor of Arnulpbsbury. John 
Biſhop of Norwich confirm'd to thoſe Monks all the 
Grants made to them till then, which he mentions to 
be, the Churches of Cratefield, Oveſton, Berton, and 
Welle. Another Charter of his confirms to them the 
Church of Revelingham, with an annual Penſion of 
20 5. from the ſame ; alſo the Church of Birton-Bin- 


nedic, and Penſion of 40 s. from the ſame, and ſome 
Tithes. Hugh Biſhop of Lincoln confirms the ſame. 25 


Roger Burnard conferr'd on it the Churches of Boſcumb, 
Cheldreton, * and Eddeworth ; William de Albeneio 
the Church of Cratesfeld 5 Maud, de Sano Lixio, the 
third Part of the Manor of Cratesfield. 

The Bull of Pope Clin enjoins the Biſhop of

6rm'd the Grant of Crull, an Hundred in Lincolnſhire, 
and Stanford in Hampſhire, given bySafro de la Wir- 
chi and Wido de Ranicourt, whoſe Deeds of Gift are 
in the Monaſticon, as is that of Hilbert de Laſcy of the 
Manor for Hamelton ; that of Thomas Archbiſhop of 
York for the Churches of Friſton and Selby ; that of 


. Gilbert Tiſon, Great Standard-Bearer of England, for

two Carucates in Polkerthorp, two at Gunelby, and one 
at Lund ; that of Gualerun, Earl of Mellent, for the

SHREWSBURY 
Monaſtery in Shropſhire. 


When King William the Conqueror had ſubdu'd 
England, he beſtow'd the Province of Shropſhire 
on Roger of Montgomery, who reſolv'd to build a Mo- 
naſtery there, with the Conſent of the ſaid King 
Miſliam and Archbiſhop Lanfrank, in Honor of 
God, and of St. Peter and St. Paul, and to place 
Monks in the ſame. To this Purpoſe they made 
Choice of a Place where an old Wooden Chapel 
ſtood, being a ſort of Suburb to the Town of 
Shrewsbury, Trvided from it by the River Severn, and 
call'd Be ore=yette, that is, before the Gate. The 
Earl and his Wife join'd in this Work, and brought 
Monks to the Place, but were prevented by Death 
from finiſhing the ſame. Nevertheleſs, they for ever 
granted to this Church the whole Suburb where the 
Monaſtery ſtood, with three Mills, and all the Re- 
venues belonging to the ſame; the Churches of 
St. Gregory, Stoteſdon, Dudelemb, Covedour, Walinton,

1087. | 

Siward, a Follower of the Founder, gave to the 
Monaſtery his Town of Lang feld, which the Monks 
afterwards exchang'd with Henry de Say for Branton ; 
the ſmaller Benefactors were many, whoſe Names 
and Gifts may be ſeen in Dugdale. 

Hugh, the Son of the Founder aforeſaid, exempted 
the Monks and their Lands from all Impoſitions, or 
Burdens from any Perſon whatſoever, expreſling 
their Immunities ſhould be ſuch, that no Man after 
him ſhould be able to add any thing to the ſame, on- 
pl retaining this Right, that in caſe the Abbot of 
t at Place, puff 'd up with Pride, ſhould refuſe to do 
Right to his Neighbours,” he or his Heirs ſhould 
compel him to do it; and if a falſe Coiner belongin 
to another's Land ſhould be taken on the Land of 
St. Peter, his Body and Money ſhould be deliver'd up 
to the Earl ; but if he ſhould belong to the Land of 
St. Peter, only his Body to be deliver'd to the Earl, 
but the Money to be the Abbot's. The Abbot to do 
Juſtice on Robbers if he pleas'd; if not, to deliver 
their Perſons to the Earl, but.their Money to be the 
Abbot's. 

King Henry 38 afterwards poſſeſs'd of this Coun- 
95 confirm'd all that had been granted by the afore- 

aid Earl, adding a Curſe upon any that ſhould in- 
fringe the ſame; and King Stephen ratify'd all that 
had been done before. 

Sec the Foundation-Grant in Dugdale, as alſo the 
Deed of the Founder's Son Hugb, for the Immunitics 
above-mention'd. There alſo follows the Charter of 
King William the Conqueror, and after ſome others of 
leſs Note; the Grant of William Peverell for WWullo:tor, 
Einardiſey, and Crugeſton ; that of Richard Fitz- Alan, 
Earl of Arundel, for Part of his Lands of Iſelham, and 
the Churches of Upton, Trob ford, and St. Oſwald; and 
the Charter of King Henry III. dated the 11th Year 
of his Reign, in Confirmation of all Things till then 
granted to this Monaſtery.

1 the firſt Abbot of this Monaſtery, gives 
the following Account of its Foundation. In the 
Year of our Lord 1078, and the 12th of the Reign 
of King William the Conqueror, the ſaid Stephen be- 
came a Monk at Whitby, where he was ſome Time 
after choſen Abbot, and finding the Monaſtery ex- 
pos'd to Pyrates and Robbers,, and much more op- 
preſs'd by William de Percy, Lord of that Place, he 
remov'd to Leſtingham, with the Conſent of the King, 
to whom it belong'd, where the Monks were {till 
much infeſted by Robbers. One Alan, a noble Bri- 
7% Earl, then taking Compaſhon of thoſe perſecuted 
Religious Men, gave them his Church of St. Olave 
near York, with four Acres of Land to build their 
Houſe, and to remove the Abby to the ſaid Church, 
as was accordingly done, with the King's A proha- 
tion. Thomas, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, claiming 
the ſaid four Acres, {till moleſted the Monks; and 
tho' the aforeſaid Earl Aan made out his Title, never 
defiſted till the King promis'd to give him other 
Land in Exchange for the ſame. ' The Conqueror 
being dead, his Son King William Rufus confirm'd 
the Grant of Earl Alan, and gave the Monaſtery

more Land to build a Church, and for the Main- 
tenance of the Monks. Count Alan alſo beſtow'd on 
it the Suburbs he had without the City, and put the 
Advowſon of the Abby into the King's Hands, that 
he might protect and defend it. This was done in 
the Year 1088. When Alan dy'd, the ſame Kin 
gave to the Monaſtery his Towns of Clifton an 
Overton, and to Thoma, the Archbiſhop, the Church 
of St. Stephen in York, in Exchange for the four Acres 
he ſtill claim'd, to which the Abbot Stephen added 
one Hide of Land at Clifton, and another at Keſling- 
ton, to content the ſaid Archbiſhop and his Ca- 
nons. 

Anno 1270, the Abbot Simon laid the firſt Stone of 
the Foundation of the Choir of the Church of 
St. Mary at York, and in 1273 the ſaid Abbot bought 
the Town of Hutton of Hugh Newl. 

King William Rufus, Anno 1089, laid the firſt Stone 
of this Church, and chang'd the Name of St. Olave 
for that of St. Mary. Ribaldus, Lord of Midelbam, 
beſtow'd on it three Plough-Lands at Esby 3 as did 


Jeoffrey de Hudwell the Land call'd Rambelridding, and 


all the Waſtes about the Lands belonging to the 
Monks were theirs. 

The Charter of King Henry II. grants to this Mo- 
naſtery all the ſame Privileges and Immunities as 
were enjoy'd by thoſe of St. Peter in York, and 
St. Jobn of Beverley; and particularly that when York- 


ſire ſhall be ſummon'd to attend the King in the 


Wars, the Abbot ſhall be oblig'd to ſend but one 
Man, with the Colours of St. Mary, &c. Then it 
confirms all Grants made to it, giving a very long 
Particular of all the Lands and the Donors, the chief 
whereof were the Kings William the Conqueror and 
Rufus, King Henry J. Alan the Founder, Odo of Cam- 
ana, &c. 

The Charter of Villiam Rufus mentions now of 
the ſaid Lands, then the Grants of Stephen Earl of 


Britain, and Conon Duke of Britain, exemplify their 


own Endowments, and confirm thoſe of their An- 
ceſtors. 

Anno 1344, William Archbiſhop of York making 
his Viſitation, call'd upon the Monks of St. Mary to 
make out by what Ri be they enjoy d their many Pa- 
riſh-Churches, Chapels, Portions, Penfions, and Pa- 
rochial Tithes; and the ſaid Monks produc'd ſuch au- 
thentick Evidences, as Bulls of Popes, : Charters of 
Kings, and Grants of Biſhops, and all other Sorts 
of Perſons, that the ſaid Archbiſhop being fully 
convinc'd of their undoubted Title, . gave them a 
Teſtimonial thereof under his Hand and Seal, ſtrict-

ter at 2 as much as belong'd to 4 Carucates of 
the Lands of Walter Lacy, the Founder, and ten 
Villains of his ten 'Towns there nam'd. 

In the Reign of King Edward II. William Irly 
and Thoms Burghul contending for this Priory, the 
firſt of them profeſſing to hold it of the King, and 
the latter of another, the Revenues 1 were 
much diſſipated by them; whereupon the ſaid King 
directed the Sheriff of Herefordſbire to take the ſaid 
Priory and all its Poſſeſſions into his Hands, and the 
lame to keep for him till his Majeſty ſhould give 
farther Order therein. 


NORWICH 


Monaſtery and Cathedral in Nor- 
folk, founded Anno 1096. 


8 O ſay the Annals of Noruich in the Cotton Library. 
Leland in his Collettanea, Vol. III. p. 73, ſays, it 
was in the Year 1094 that the Biſhop's See was 
tranſlated from Thetford to Norwich, and Herebert Le- 
ſing there plac'd a Congregation of Monks, famous 
for their Number and Piety, having furniſh'd them 
with all Neceſſaries at his own Expence, the ſaid 
Herebert, who was Abbot of Ramſey, having been 
made Biſhop of Thetford. He repenting that he 
had got that Biſhoprick by Simony, went to Rome, 
where it was reſtor'd to him by the 3 and return- 
ing home, he remoy'd it, as has been ſaid, to Nor- 
wich, 

King William Rufus confirm'd the ſame, and the 
Purchaſe made for it of Cowholm near Norwich Caſtle, 
Herebert the Biſhop dedicating it to the Bleſſed Tri- 
nity, and laying the firſt Stone in the Year 1096. 
This Church he procur'd of Pope Paſchal to confirm 
as the See of Norfolk, and Suffolk, 8 the Bi- 
ſhop's Palace on the North Side of it, and the Mo- 
naſtery for the Monks on the South. He alſo, for 
his better Acceſs to the Church and to the Monks, 
by Exchange, obtain'd of Roger Bigot, Earl of Nor- 
folk,, his Palace ſtanding on the Weſt, and the Land 
of St. Michael belonging to it, afterwards call'd Tum- 
lond, where once ſtood a Chapel of St. Michael, which 
Biſhop Herebert remov'd and plac'd on a Hill Eaſt 
from the Monaſtery, erecting a Stone Croſs where 
the Chapel had ſtood, and 3 St. Michael on it, 
as a Boundary between the Town and the Liberty of 
the Church. For which Land, as has been ſaid, he 


gave others in Exchange to Roger Bigor, that there 
might be no Pretence to moleſt the Monks, and pro- 
cur d Anathema's from Popes againſt any that Powe

diſturb their Poſſeſſion. King Henry I. confirm'd all 
the Grants of his Brother William Rufus, and the 
ſame was afterwards done by King Stephen. In the 
Year 1209, being the 375th of King Henry III. the 
Inhabitants of Norwich obtain'd Leave to wall in their 
Town, which they could not do without incloſtn 
the Lands of others, and particularly Cowholm — 
the Land of St. Michael, which Biſhop Herebert had 
purchas'd, given to the Church of the Bleſſed Tri- 
nity at Norwich, befides many others : Whereupon 
there enſu'd many Controverſies between the Citi- 
zens of Norwich and the Monks of this Monaſtery, 
which continu'd till the 6th Year of King Jobn, when 
all was adjuſted at Woodftock, 

The Charter of Biſhop Herebert, dated 1101, men- 
tions all his Gifts to this Monattery, and is ſign'd 
and confirm'd by King Henry I. Pope Paſchals Bull 
eſtabliſhes the fixing of the See at Norwich, and for- 
bids any of his Succeſſors removing the Monks from 
thence, and taking any of their Poſſeſſions from them. 
The Charter of King Henry I. dated 1101, gives to 
the Monks tne Manor of Thorp : Another of the ſame 
King beſtows the Manor of Eaton, and grants them 
two Fairs, the one at Linn on the Feaſt of St. Mar- 
garet, and the other at Hoxy on the Feaſt of the Apo- 
{tles Peter and Paul: That of King Henry IT. confirms 
all former Donations, and adds {ome new; and that 
of King William Rufus mentions the Gift of the Land 
of St. Michael of Weſtminſter, and that of Tanerbam 
belonging to 1t. 

See t 1003, _— the Addenda, and Vol. III. p. 5. 
Dugdale going no farther, the Catalogue of Biſhops, 
with ſome other Particulars, are added from Heylim, 
Godwin, and Le Neve. 

The prc ſent Dioceſe of Norwich was once divided 
into two Biſhopricks; the one of Suffolk at Dun- 
wich, then on the Sea-Coaſt, fince under Water, and 
now generally call'd Soutbworld-Bay ; the other of 
Norfolk, at North Elmbam, now a poor Village, not 
far from Repe bm. Sigebert, __ of the Eaft Angles, 
returning out of France after the Death of Copwald or 
Gerpenwald, during whoſe Reign he had been ba- 
nifh'd into France, and there converted to the Faith 
of Curi1sT, and being plac'd on the Throne, had 
brought over with him Felix, a Burgundian, and made 
him Biſhop of the Eaſt Angles, whom he converted 
from Idolatry, and plac'd his See at Dunwich aforeſaid. 
His zd Succeſſor Biſus being old and infirm, divided 
his Dioceſe into two Parts, - ointing Bedwin Biſhop 
of that Part which is now calPd Norfolk, and placing 
his See at North Elmbam. Both of them lay long va- 
cant afterwards, whilſt the Danes ravag'd thoſe 
Coafts, till after too Years of Deſolation North Elm- 
ham reviv'd, and took the whole Juriſdiction, Din- 
wich never rifing again. However this laſted not 
long, for Herfaſtns remov'd the See to Thetford, and 
Herebert Leſing from thence to Norwich, where it has 
continu'd to this Time, that is, the See alone, all 
the Lands belonging to it having been taken away 
by King Henry VIII. and thoſe of Holm Abby de- 

roy'd aſſign'd to it by way of Exchange. 
| The Church of Norwich, as we have ſeen above, 
was founded by Biſhop Herebert Lefing, in Honor of 


the Bleſſed Trinity, and having been almoſt ruin'd 


by Fire, was afterwards repair'd by John of Oxford, 
the 3d Biſhop after Herebert; and 3 again ſuf- 
fer'd by Fire, it was put into the preſent Condition 
by Bifhop Middleton. | 

This See has yielded to the Church two Saints, 
to the Realm five Chancellors, one Lord Treafurer, 


one Lord Chief Juſtice, one Biſhop Almoner, and : 


one Secretary of State. The Dioceſe contains the 
Counties of Norfolk and Suffolk, and in them 1121 
Pariſhes, and four Archdeacons, being thoſe of Nor- 


wich, Norfolk, Suffolk, and Sudbury. 'The Biſhoprick 
is valu'd in the King's Books at 899 . 18 s. 7 d. 24.

accordingly did, and continu'd there ſome time, 


leading a very religious Life. Afterwards a Contro- 
verſy ariſing between the ſaid William de Percy and 
his Brother Serlo the Abbot, the former would take 


away all the Lands he had given to the Monaſtery of 


Whitly : But Serlo having Recourſe to King William 
Rufus, he order'd that there ſhould be Peace between 
the two Brothers.

Being return'd home, they began their Foundation at 
a Place call'd Kirkeſcroft, where the Work they made 
in the Day being {till taken down in the Ni ght, they 
remov'd it to the Place where it afterwards {tood, and 
was endow'd with Poſſeſſions by them, their Heirs, 
and other pious Perſons, and was known by the 
Name of the Church and Priory of St. Faith at Hor- 
ſpam. The Genealogy may be ſeen in Dugdale. The 
Founder's Grant gives it to the Monks of Conches, and 
endows it with *. Churches of Hor ford, Keydone, 
and Mor, the Tithe of Alreton, Wibeton, Wilverdeſton, 
Helmingham, Flemexorth, Woodton, Semer, Bikebrom, 
Reſham, Forle, Waling, Shanton, Surlingham, Stokes, Her- 
tham, and Hoe, and the Land of Rudbam.

'Þ Here was formerly a 2 at Reading, which 

having been many Years deſtroy'd, King Heyy, 
for the Penance enjoin'd him, reſolv'd to reſtore it, 
and adjoin'd to the ſame two Monaſteries before 
ruin'd, being thoſe of Leominſter and Chelſey, and 
plac'd it between the two Rivers of Kennet and 
Thames, in Honor of the Mother of our Lord and 
St. John the Evangeliſt, on ſuch a Spot of Ground, 
that it might be a Place of Entertainment for almoſt 
all Perſons travelling to the moſt populous Towns in 
England. King Henry endow'd this Monaſtery with 
many Poſſeſſions, and plac'd in it the Hand of 
St. James the Apoſtle, as alſo 200 Monks. This was 
done in the Year 1126. 

The ſaid King's Foundation-Charter mentions the 
former Deſtruction of the three Abbeys of Reading, 
Chelſcy, and Leominſter, and his rebuilding of Reading, 
and giving to it that Town, Chelſcy, — Leominſter, 
free from all Incumbrances, with the Power of try- 
ing Malefactors, with an Obligation to entertain the 
Poor and all Travellers. This Part Malmesbury teſti- 
fies was ſo well perform'd, that there was always 
more expended upon Strangers than upon the Inha- 
bitants, the Monks being a great Example of Piety. 

King Henry II. by his Charter, confirm'd all the 
Grants made by King Henry I. and all other Bene- 
factors to his Time, 


Hugh, Abbot of Reading, declares by his Deed, 4h 


that whereas King Henry had appointed all Perſons to 
be entertain'd there, he found that the ſame was per- 
form'd in decent Manner towards the Rich, but not 
according to the King's Intention towards the Poor; 
which Miſcarriage he, as Steward of that, noble Cha- 
rity, was reſolv'd to correct. For this Reaſon, and 
for the Relief of the Poor and Pilgrims, he built an 
Hoſpital without the Gate, that ſuch as were not ad- 
mitted to the upper Houſe might be there well en- 
tertain'd, and gave to the ſaid Hoſpital the Church 
of St. Laurence tor ever, for maintaining of 15 poor 
Perſons in Diet, Cloaths, and other Neceſſaries, al- 
1 the Maintenance for 13 more out of the uſual 
Alms. | 

Abbot Aucherius built the Hoſpital call'd of St. Ma- 
ry Magdalen, near Reading Church, for poor Lepers, 
allowing them a Maintenance and other Neceſſariſes. 
Every r was allow'd half a Loaf a Day, half a 
Gallon of middling Beer, 5 d. a Month 2 Meat, 
7 d. for their Servants, and every Year a Cloak, a 
Veſt, and a Mantle, two Shirts, and all other Wool- 
lens, with many other Particulars there mention'd. - 


'The Rules of the Lepers Hoſpital were, That if 4: 


any Brother was found guilty of Adultery, or truck 
another in Anger, he was to be expell'd. They were 
to riſe at the firſt ringing of the Bell to go to Church. 
He that gave another the Lye, was to Ba the whole 
Day upon Bread and Water. If he reſented it, he 
was to faſt the ſecond Day ; and if he was {till angry 
the third Day, to loſe the Charity for forty Days. 
None to go abroad without a Companion. If any 
thing were given to one abroad, it was to be in com- 
mon, unleſs given particularly by Kindred or Friends. 
None to go abroad without Leave, or into the Laun- 
dreſs's Houle without a Companion,

His was once a Nunnery, founded by Merwa'd, 

King of Mercia, who endow'd it with all the 
Land thereabout, ſaving only the Lordſhip of Nine .- 
land. It is ſaid, that this Place was in Welſh call'd 
Llanlienny, fignifying the Place of Nuns; and that 
King Merwald having given a Piece of Bread to a 
Lion that came tamely to him as he ſate at Supper, 
from that Accident call'd the Monaſtery Leominſter. 
This Nunnery having been deſtroy'd by the Danes, 
King Henry I. as has been ſaid above, gave all the 
Lands belonging to it to the Abby of Reading, to 
which it became a Cell, which was confirm'd by 
Hugh and Richard, Biſhops of Hereford.

Cauſe of Exception. All this was ſtipulated with 
the Conſent and Approbation of Robert de Vere, Earl 
of Oxford, their Patron ; and in Return for theſe Li- 
berties, the Prior and Monks of Colz entirely refign'd 
all their Right and Title to the Church o 2 
to the Abbot and Monks of Abingdon.

Eoffrcy de Mandeville, Earl of Hſſix, the Founder 

of the Abby of Walden, was Grandſon to Geoffrey, 
who took e bee from a great Town belonging 
to him by Inheritance, and renown'd for his Feats in 
War. Geoffrey and Wilam, Sons of the Founder, 
confirm'd all their Father's Grants to this Abby. 
Beatrix de Say, Siſter to the ſaid Founder, and Wite 
to William de Say, her Nephews Geoffrey and William 
aforeſaid dying without Iſſue, was Heireſs to all 
their Eſtate, and had it confirm'd to her Husband, 
and from them is deſcended the Family of the Bobuns, 
once Earls of Hereford, Eſſex, and Northampton. 

This Monaſtery, founded as above by Geoffrey de 
Mandeville, was dedicated to the Invocation of St. Ma- 
ry and St. James the Apoſtle, the Biſhops of London, 
Ely. and Norwich, being preſent at the bleſſing of the 
Church-yard, perform'd in the Year 1136. The Earl 
alſo was preſent, and they choſe the Place for the 
Monaſtery on the Weſt Side of the Town, where 
four great Roads met, in the Angle between two 
Waters, the one running down from Newport, and 
the other from the Caſtle, to the end the Monks 
might be in the Way to entertain Paſſengers, and 
uſe Hoſpitality. "The Ground being conſecrated, the 
Founder nam'd what he deſign'd to beſtow on the 
e bs viz, the Churches of Walden, Waltham, 
Eſtre, Sabriteſwerd, Thorley, Gideluſtun, Fnefeld, Idel- 
meſtun, Mimmes, Senliy, Northal, Chiſhel, Chippenham, 
Digenſwell, Almod:ſpam, Stratliy, Kaingebam, Ainbo, and 
Cumtun. 

Robeſia, Widow to the Founder, built a Nunnnery 
at Chick ſand, to which ſhe endeavour'd to apply what- 
ſoever ſhe could any way divert from her Husband's 
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naſtery at Wald:n. William, the ſecond Son of the 
Founder, who ſucceeded his Brother Geoffrey in the 
Eſtate, was no leſs unkind to the Monks than his 
Mother, till having perform'd a Pilgrimage to Jeru- 
ſalem, at his Return he became more tavourable, ſup- 
porting the Monaſtery againſt ſuch as would cffer it 
any Wrong, but TO nothing of his own, till 
at his Death he bequeath'd to his Monaſtery of 
St. James at Wald-n the one half of his Lordſhip at 


Walden, befides many Veſtments and other Move- 


ables. Aſter his Death, Geoffrey Fitz-Peter, the Son 
cf William Say, by Beatrix, Aunt to the aforeſaid il. 
liam, got Poſſeſſion of his Barony, and diſpoſleſs'd 
the Monks of what the ſaid William had given them, 
which he kept till after the Coronation of King Jol. 
Being made Farl of Eſjex, he reſtor'd ſome Part of 
their Lands, and confirm'd them to the Monks, ha- 
ving firſt flighted the Judgment given againſt him 
in the King's Court, and afterwards the Commands of 
the Pope. 

The Grant of Geoff: de Mandeville mentions all the 
Churches above nam'd by him given to his Monaſtery 
at Walden, beſides 120 Acres of arable Land at Wal- 
den, 109 of the Wood of Kebuurtliy, the Meadow 
call'd Fullſen, a Mill at Mulden, and another at Eu- 
field, with all their Appurtenances on the Land and 
Water, the Hermitage of Hadeley, &c. Here is alſo 
the Grant of William de Mandeville, the Son of Gcof-

tion of the ſame by Beatrix de Mandeville, her Grant 
of the Church of £Eſenkam to this Monaſtery ; the

T is to be obſerv'd, that King Morcant and his Uncle Frioc took an Oath upon the Altar, before St. Cu- 
doc and ſeveral Abbots, to live in Peace without Fraud, on Condition, that if either of them kill'd the 
other, or offer d him any Wrong, he ſhould not redeem the ſame with Gold or Silver, but ſhould quit 

his Kingdom, and ſpend all his Life in Pilgrimage. Long after, at the Inſtigation of the Devil, King 
Morcant om murder'd his Uncle Frioc, and then Morcant came to Biſhop Oudoc at the Church of 
Llandaff, begging Abſolution for his Perjury and Murder. The Biſhop aſſembled in a Synod the Abbots of 
Catoc, Docun, and 1/dut, with his Clergy from Taratyrygguy to Tyvy, = the King came to receive Judgment 
of them. The Synod, left the Kingdom ſhould be left without Defence of its natural Lord, decreed, That 
his Pilgrimage ſhould be exchang'd for Faſting, Prayer, and Alms-Deeds, to cleanſe the Perjury and Mur- 
der; and King Morcant, with the Conſent of the Elders of Morcanbuc, laid his Hand on the four Goſpels, 
and the Relicks St. Oudoc held, promiſing to make Amends for his Perjury and Murder by Faſting, Prayer 
and Alms; as alſo never to do the like again, but to execute Mercy and Juſtice; and being admitted to pro- 
per Penance and the Chriſtian Communion, before deny'd him by Biſhop Oudoc, he declar'd the Abbeys of 
Catoc, Ildult, and Docun, free from all Service to the Crown, &c,

theſe laſt being the Churches of Clinpignes, Fordres, 
Palingnes, Roſinton, Mummeniſtre, with the Manors of 
Clinpignes, Roſinton, Fordres, Preſinton, Palingnes, and 
halt Illefart, &c. He alſo exempts the Nuns from 
paying Tithes, and grants' them Leave to receive 
uns ; to perform the Divine Office in private, in 
caſe the Country ſhould be under an Interdi& ; to 
chuſe their own Abbeſs; to bury ſuch as ſhall defire 
it, not being under Excommunication ; and forbids 
all Perſons to moleſt them. 

The Statute of Carliſle, 13 Edward I. forbids all 
Alien Abbots, Priors, &c. to whom any Houſes of 
the ſame Order are ſubject, laying any Impoſitions or 
Burdens on the Priories, Monalleries, or Religious 
* upon Penalty of forfeiting all they poſ- 
eſs'd. | 

In the Parliament held at W:ftminfter in the 15th 
Year of the Reign of King Richard II. it was or- 
dain'd, that no French Aliens ſhould have or enjoy 
any Benefice in the Kingdom, but that they ſhould 
all be diſcharg'd within a certain Time therein li- 
mited; and that whenſoever any Alien Priory wr 
other Benefice ſhould become void, proper Egli 
Perſons ſhould be put into the ſame : And whereas 
the ſaid French Aliens had 1 Letters of Deni- 
zation, whereby they {till poſſeſs'd the ſaid Bene; 
fices, contrary to this Ordinance, by which means 
thoſe French Aliens were enrich'd, to the Detrimens 
of the King's Subjects, and exported much Treaſure 
out of the Kingdom, and betray'd the King's Coun- 
cils to his Enemies, to the great Harm of the King 
and Kingdom ; the King taking the ſaid Miſchiefs in- 
to Conſideration, is pleas'd, that the ſaid Ordinance 
be exactly obſery'd and put in Execution, except the 
Alien Conventual Priories ; as alſo all other Priors 
who have InduQtion and Inſtitution, provided they 
be Catholicks, and that they give Security that they 
will not diſcover, nor cauſe to be diſcover'd, the Se- 
crets of the King or his Kingdom. 2 

The Commons of England, in the 2d Year of the 
Reign of King Henry V. petition'd, that all the Poſ- 
ſeſſions of the Alien Priories in England ſhould be ta- 
ken into the Hands of the King and his Heirs for 
ever, excepting thoſe of Conventual Priors Aliens, 
who took InduQtion and Inſtitution ; as alſo except- 
ing all Alien Poſſeſſions given by the ſaid King's Fa- 
ther to the Maſter and College of Fodringay, &c.

Anno 1093, Robert Bloet, Chancellor, 
gave them the Manor of Charlton; Richard Guet 
the Manor of Couick, with many other Donations at 
ſeveral Times by divers Benefactors to be ſeen in 
Dugdale | 
Anno 1268, King Henry III. granted the Monks a 
Market at Chariton. King Edward III. Anno 1290, 
gave them the Manors of Halingbury, Wideford, Cowick, 
X  TPpton, 
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Uyton, and Richmond. Anno 1417, Thomas Thetford, 


Abbot of Bermundſcy, recover'd by Suit of King 


Henry V. the Manors of Preſton, Bermundſey and Stone 


in Somerſetſbire. 

The Foundation-Charter of the Monaſtery of 
St. Saviour at Bermundſey by King William Rufus ſets 
forth, that he gave to thoſe Monks the Church and 
Manor of Bermwdſcy, and confirm'd all other Dona- 
tions made to them. That of King Henry I. confirms 
the Grant of Bermund/ey and all . 

King Henry IV. conferr'd on thoſe Monks the 
Churches of Sore and Cobbabam, and by another Grant 
that of Berling; and by a third Grant confirms to 
them the Donations of Camberwell Church by V. Earl 
of Glocęſter; of Reningh, by Reginald Taney; of War- 
lingham, by Watevil ; of Fiſbide, by Maud, the Wife 
of Ranulpfus Taney; and that of Redinton, by Sibilla 
Watevil.

When Ilbert Lacey founded the Church of St. Cle- 
ment in his Caſtle of Pontefratt, he endow'd it with 
two Parts of all his 'Tithes, and ſeveral other Reve- 
nues.

lian Earl of Moriton in Normandy was the firſt 
Founder hereof; but ſince King Henry I. the 
Kings of England have been Founders. This Mona- 
ſtery had four Cells belonging to it, viz. Carſwell, 
Holm, St. Carock, and 80 on the Borders of 
Wales. Each of which Cells kept two Monks. In 
the Time of the Saxons, this Town was call'd Lo- 
garesburch , but after the Norman Conqueſt it was 
call'd Montacute, becauſe it ſtood on a ſharp Point of 
an Hill or Mount. The Reaſon why the Kings of 
England were afterwards call'd the Founders of this 
Monaſtery was, becauſe the true Founder above 
nam'd having forfeited all his Lands for taking Part 
with Robert Curthoſe againſt King Henry I. he there- 
upon ſeiz'd all the Lands he had given to the Monks 
of Montacute, but afterwards reſtor'd them their 
three Lordſhips. Afterwards one Reginald Cancella- 
rius, ſo call'd, as is likely, from having been Chancel- 
lor, became a Monk, and enlarg'd this Priory with 
Buildings and Poſſeſſions. 
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Leland ſays, Montacute in the Briti Tongue was 
call'd Brent Cnolle, that is, the Hill of Frogs. 

King Heury I. by two ſeveral Deeds, confirm'd all 
the former Donations made to theſe Monks, reciting 
the ſame. King Henry III. did the ſame. Pope Ho- 
norius commanded the Biſhop of Llandaff to put the 
Monks of Montacute into Pofleflion of the Lands of 
Cairlion, given to them by Winebald Baelun, ſaving his 
own Right. 

King Edward III. granted to William Montacute, 
Earl of Sarum, the Advowſon of the Priory of Mon- 
racute, and the Cuſtody of the ſame when iz into 
the King's Hands on Account of any War with 
France,

He Leyceſter, call'd the Viſcount, gave the Monks 
of Clugni the Church of Preſton, where he firſt 
founded a Monaſtery ; but a few Years after, becauſe 
there was a want. of Water, with Leave of Simon 
Seynlitz the Elder, Earl of Northampton, he remov'd 
it to Daventry, where he again founded a Priory in 
Honor of St. Auguſtin, the Apoſtle of England, by the 
Pariſh-Church of that 'Town, where there were then 
four Secular Canons, two of whom became Monks, 
and the other two retain'd their Benefices, living as 


before. The ſame Hugh alſo gave them the Churches 
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of Suthrob and Eltyndon. Hugh Poer gave them the 
Churches of Haddon, Coldeſleby and Suthrop; Robert, 
the Son of Vitalis, Lord of Foxton, gave all the 
Churches on his Lands, viz. thoſe of Foxton, Gom- 
mandele, Lobenho, Scaldeford, Bytlesbrock and Braybrock ; 
William Cheyndut that of Preſton 5 King Henry II. that 
of Falwell; Stephen V belton, Lord of Staverton, that 


of Staverton; Henry Noers, Lord of Norton, that of 


Norton; Maud de Seynlitz that of Daventry ; William 
Newmark, Lord of Welton, the Chapel of Welton ; 
and Geoffrey Maleſouers, Lord of Waldegrave, the 
Church of Maldegrave. 

The Deed of Jobn Poer confirms the Grant of his 
Anceſtor Hugh of the Church of Haddon. There 
follow the Grants confirming the aforeſaid Donations 


of King Henry III. Robert Vitalis of the Churches of 
the Barony of Foxton 3 Simon, the Son of Robert, of 


the ſame; Richard, the Grandſon of Robert aforeſaid ; 
Alan Baſſet, who marry'd the Daughter of Richard 
aforeſaid 3 Henry Oyry, Lord of Foxton, and Simon 
Earl of Northampton; all of them of the Churches 
and Lands of the Barony of Foxton. 

Stephen Welton and Roger Welton, by their Deeds, 
confirm'd the Grants of the Church of St. Mary at 
Staverton, Maud Senliz gave theſe Monks three Mills 
at Daventry, two Roods of Arable, and 15 Acres of 
Meadow, Oc. which was confirm'd by her Son Ro- 
bert : Henry Nuyers, Robert his Brother, and Richard 
Fernun, confirm'd the ſame. 

William Gulafre refign'd to the ſaid Monks all the 
Right he might claim to Horton. The Monks of Co- 
ventry gave up to thoſe of Daventry the Churches of 
Aſſeby and Winewich ; Geoffrey Maleſoures, the Son of 
Neury above mention'd, confirm'd his Father's Grant 
of the Church of Waldegrave. Thomas Braybrock, in 
the'11th Year of King Stephen, and Robert the Son of 
Vitalis, confirm'd the Donations of Braybrock. 

The Genealogies which follow in Dugdale of Vita- 
lis Palfrey, Welton, Latimer, and Braybrock, may be 
ſeen there, as only concerning ſuch as can make out 


any Claim to be deſcended from them, and being 


themſelves very imperfect. 


Upon Inquiſition taken 54 Henry III. it was 63 


found, that Hugh, call'd the Viſcount, founded the 
Houſe of the Monks of Daventry by Welt 4 his 
Caſtle, and gave them four Roods of Land there; 
but afterwards, becauſe the Church of thoſe Monks 
ſtood too near his Caſtle, he remov'd them to Da- 
ventry, and in Conſideration for the Loſs ſuſtain'd by 
them in their Houſes, gave them three Roods of 
Land at Falwell, His Son William ſu'd them before 
the ſaid King, who confirm'd their Grants. 

The Monks of Daventry granted Leave to Hugh 
Capes to build a Chapel at Preſton, ſaving all the 
Tithes and other Dues belonging to the Church of 
Prefton. Ralph gave to theſe Monks, or rather con- 
firm'd to them, the Church of Preſton.

Hugh, Biſhop of Lincoln, confirm'd all Donations 
made to theſe Monks, reciting the ſame, and the 
ſame was done by King Henry I. This Monaſtery 
was declar'd Engliſh, — not Alien, 6 Henry IV. 

An Hoſpital having been founded at King#hoyp for 
the Entertainment of the poor Travellers within the

ft to confirm thoſe Monks in their Rights and Re- 
venues granted them by their Founders and other 
Benefactors as follows: Fulcodius Paganellus founded 
the ſaid Priory of Tikeford, and gave to it the Ground 
it ſtood on, and all the Land on both Sides Mone- 
chuſtret, at that Time held by Tenants, extending 
from the Monaſtery Gate to the Croſs on the High- 
Way leading to London, and all the Lands and Tene- 
ments of Haweſtreet, to Tikeford Bridge; as allo 
Caſtle-Mede, and the Fiſhery of the Ouſe; the Mill of 
Caldecot, with its Dam, and 24 Acres and a half of 
Arable, and three Acres of Meadow, and 54 Shil- 
lings out of the Revenues of ſeveral Tenements at 
Tikeford, as alſo the Church of Newport, an Hide of 
Land there, the Chapel of Linford, with ſeveral 
Tithes and other Profits ; all which had been before 
confirm'd to thoſe Monks by King Henry II. as was 
now done by the aforeſaid King Eduard II. who alſo 

ermitted them to have a Pillory and a Tumbrel, 
or puniſhing of Tranſgreſſors.

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Some Account of the CISTERCIAN Order. 


695. 1 N the Year of our Lord 1098, Robert of bleſſed Memory, the firſt Abbot of the Church of Mole ſine, in 


the Biſhoprick of Langres, and ſome Brethren of the ſame Monaſtery, went to the Venerable Hug), 

then Legate Apoſtolick and Archbiſhop of Lyons, promiſing they would live according to the holy 

Rule of their Father St. Benedi# 5 and that they might the more freely perform the ſame, begg'd he 
would ſupport them with his Aſſiſtance and Apoltclical Authority. He complying with their Requeſt, 
granted them his Letter, declaring, that whereas they had defir'd Leave of him, that they might more itri&- 
ly obſerve the Rule of St. Benedrtt than could be perform'd in the atoreſaid Monaſtery, where the ſame was 
not kept up to the Rigor, he had conſented that they, and all others who ſhould think fit to join them, 
might perform the {ame where they ſhould think fit, and enjoin'd them to continue in their Purpole, by the 
N Authority to him committed. 

Accordingly Robert the Abbot returning to Mole/me, pick'd out, with thoſe he had before, to the Number 
of 21 Monks, and all of them together repair'd to the Deſert call'd Ciſtearx, in the Dioceſe of Chalon ſur 
Saone, which being then overgrown with Woods and Brambles, was wholly unfrequented by Men, and the Ha. 
bitation of wild Beaſts. There, with the Conſent of the Biſhop ct Chalon, and the Owner of the Ground, 

696. they began to build a Monaſtery. Oro, Duke of Purgrndy, admiring their Zeal, finiſh'd the Timber Mona- 
ſtery they had begun, ſupplying them with all Neceflaries, and giving them Lands for their Cattel. 

This Place was made an Abby by the Legate's Authority; but the Monks of Moleſme making Inftance to 
Pope Urban, that their Abbot Robert might return to them, the ſaid Pope gave Orders to his aſoreſaid Legate 
Hugh to procure the ſame to be done, if it might be, or otherwiſe to take Care that the Monks in the Deſen 
might remain undiſturb'd, and that thoſe ot Mole ſhould cbſcrve ſtrict regular Diſcipline. Hereupon Re 
bert the Abbot return'd to Moleſme, with ſome of the Monks, who did not like the Beer, and in his Place 
thoſe who ſtay'd behind choſe Albericus, who had been their Prior, and ſuffer'd very much for inducing the 
Brethren to depart from Mole/1:e, He lent two of his Monks to Rome, who procur'd a Bull from Pope Paſchal, 
exempting them from all Temporal and Spiritual Juriſdiction, that they might remain undiſturb'd, and ſerve

#1 Prieſt, a rhird tor Strangers reſorting to the Church, or Widows and Orphans, or the Poor, who had no

; 1 {tles, or Towns, but in Places remote from the Concourſe of Men, they promis'd to do the ſame. In ſhort, 
1 700 after having been long, as it were, abandon'd by the World, inſomuch as to he under great Apprehenſions 


of wanting Bread, it pleas'd God ſo to touch the Hearts of pious People, that many learned Clergymen and 
Laymen ot Quality reſorted to them, inſomuch that they at one time Fad 30 Novices together; from which 
Time they increas d and proſper'd, zcaloufly fulfilling and obſerving the ſtrict Rules of their Order, and 
wonderfully edifying the Church. 
This Order being afterwards much relax'd, through the Authority and ill Management of the Abbots of 
Ciſteaux, the Abbot of Clairvearx obtain'd Power of the See of Rome to reform the ſame, which was accor- 
dingly perform'd, as appears by the Account of the whole Procceding ſent by the Abbot of Savignac to the

Monaſtery in Lancaſhire. 


N the Year 1129, Stephen, Earl of Moriton and Bo- 
logne, founded the Monaſtery of Furnes, in the Vale 
then call'd Bekangeſgil ; but the ſame Monaſtery ſeems 
to have been founded before Anno 11 24 at Aundirne| 5, 


in the Place call'd Tallet, where it continu'd three 


Years before it was remoy'd to the latter Place. Both 
in the one and the other Place it was of the Or- 
der of Savignac, under the Rule of St. Bcn-d:tt, and 
the Habit of the Monks was Grey. The firſt Abbot 
of Furnes was Evan de Albriciis, a Man of great Learn- 
ing, and no leſs Piety. In the Days of the 4th Ab- 
bot, Peter of York, the Abbot of Savignac {ſubmitted 
himſelf, and all the Monaſteries under him, at a ge- 
neral Chapter, to the Ciſtercian Order in the Hands 
of St. Bernard, then Abbot of Claravallis; but the 
atoreſaid Abbot Peter appeal'd from that Surrender to 
the See Apoitolick, 1 obtain'd of Pope Eugenius III. 
that his Monaſtery might ever remain of the ſame 
Order as it had been founded; but Richard, the 5th 
Abbor, preſiding, it was reſtor'd to Savignac and the 
Cifterctan Order. This Story is alſo to be ſeen in La- 
tin Verſe. The Founder of this Monaſtery, Stephen 
above mention'd, was afterwards King of England, 
by whoſe Grant, before his aſcending the Throne, it 
appears he gave to the Monks of St. Mary at Fines 
Ki the Foreſt of Furnes and Wagney. 

William of Lancaſter gave them the Lands of Scath- 


wait and Egton, as allo the Uſe of the Waters of | 


Thurſtan and IWinendermeze ; for Catriage and Fi- 
ſhery, c. Michael Flemming gave in Exchange for 
Berd:ſig and Urſwic the Lands of Roſs and Crinelton, 
and by Deed, dated 1153, he farther conferr'd on 
them Fordboat, Any, the Wife of the aforeſaid 1;1- 
liam of Lancaſter, yielded up to them all the Lands 
ſhe had claim'd by way of 1 

Hen I. King of England, divided the Woods of 
Furnes between the Monks there and , ham the 
Son of Gulbert, aſcertaining the Bounds of each of 
them; the laid William, who (with Leave from the 
King) took the Name of 7:17am of Lancaſter, Baron 
of Kendal, having been before call'd Tailboys. 

'The Bull of Pope Eugtnius takes the Monks of 
Furnes into his Protection, confirms to them all their 
Libertics and Poſſeſſions, and ordains them to conti- 
nue for ever in the {ame Order, 

It was the Cuſtom of this Monaſtery, contrary to 
all others, only to name thoſe in their Catalogue of 
Abbots departed, who had been fo for the Space of 
10 Years, and dy'd Abbots ; but they did not name 
thole who after to Years had refign'd or been de- 
— or who dy'd before the 10 Years were com- 

eat.

Nothing above 32 Pence to be exacted for proving 
of Wills, but ſomething to be given to the Poor. 

The Goods of Perſons inteſtate to be diſpos'd of 
at the Will of the Biſhop, or in his Abſence of his 
Vicar-General. 

The beſt Beaſt of fix Shillings Value, or leſs, to 
be paid to the Church tor fuch as die, 

If a Man pays the Dues for the Dead, the Prieſt 
to have the Man's Stockings and Shocs to the Value 
of fix Pence, and his Hat or Hood, whether of a 
greater or ſmaller Price, as that Man wore on Chriſt- 
ms-Day ; as allo his Shirt, his Girdle, to the Value 
of a Penny, and his Kuife Value a Penny. 

If a Man or Woman dies unable to content the 
Church for t-eir Burial, thoſe who would have ta- 
ken their Goods, if they had been rich, ſhall pay for 
the Burial). 

Brewers that fold Beer to pay a Tithe to the

Weavers to pay to the Church two Pence yearly. 


T be following Conſtitutions were ſign'd in the Church of

All Chaplains to be ready to viſit the Sick, and to 
carry to them the Bleſſed Sacrament in decent man- 
ner, with a Bell going before.

Prieſts or Chaplains never to go to Taverns, or 
keep Taverns in their Houſes, that * may not be

Prieſts to * Care that Children do not die with- 
out Baptiſm, through their Neglect, nor to receive 
any Reward for baptizing, viſiting the Sick, or bu- 
rying the Dead, on Pain of Excommunication. 

No Prieſt to permit the Concubine of another 
Prieſt, or an Adultreſs, to remain in his Pariſh. 

None in holy Orders to keep Maid-Servants which 
might give Scandal. 

None to officiate at the Altar with Gloves, Caps 
or Spurs on, but in decent 'Tonſure becoming their 
Degree. 

Prieſts in their Pariſhes on Sundays to declare the 
Ember Weeks, Rogations, or Eves of Saints, that 
were Faſting Days. 

All Vicars to be accountable for Veſtments and 
other Things belonging to the Church. 

Women to be Church'd after lying in. 


Theſe may ſerve for a Specimen, the whole Num- 
ber at length much excceding the intended Brevity 
of this Work. 

More Additions were alſo made to theſe Conſtitu- 
tions by William Ruſſel, Biſhop of Sodor, which, with 
the others afore mention'd, the Curious may lee in 
Dugdale. 

Thomas, by the Grace of God, King of Man and 
of the Iſlands, Earl of Derby, and Lord Stanley, (ſo 
he ſtiles himſelf in his Deed dated the 28th of 
Mareb, 1505 ) by the ſame gave to the Biſhop of So- 
dor, or rather confirm'd, all the Churches, Lands, 


ithes, and other Poſſeſſions, which his Predecel- 


ſors Kings of Man had granted to them, viz. the Ca- 
thedral Church of St. Germain in, Holen Sodor, or Pele, 
and the Church of St. Patrick there, with the

Ground where they ſtood, as allo the Churches of 
St. Bradan, St. Patrick of Jourby, and St. Orore, v. ith 
all their Tithes, Liberties, Profits, &c. and the third 
Part of the Tithes of all the Churches of May, con. 
firming to them a third of the Town of Kirtby, and 
that of Kirkmaron, with ſeveral other Tithes and 
Parts of Churches, and Parcels of Land, and all the 
Immunities, their Court, &c. This is all we have in 
Dugdale in relation to the Biſhoprick of Sodor in the 
Ifle of Man. Godwin takes no Notice of them; we 
ſhall therefore add what remains out of Hrylin, 

The Ifle of Man is ſo equally ſeated between Eng- 
land and Irzland, that it was once a Controverly to 
which of them it appertain'd; but was at laſt ad- 
judg'd to England, by reaſon that ſome venomous 
Creatures carry'd into it did not die; whereas none 
of that Sort can live in Ireland. It was once ſubje& 
to the Kingdom of Northumberland, but taken from 
them by the Danes, Norwegzans, and other Northern 
Nations, who plac'd therein a 2 King of their 
own. 'The Succeſſion of thoſe Kings was as follows :

The Biſhoprick of Sodor in this Iſland was firlt 
erected by Pope Gregory IV. the Dioceſe confiſting 
of the whole Iſland, and the Hibrides, or Weſtern 
{lands of Scotland. The Biſhop's Seat is at Ruſtin, or 
Caſtletoun, as now call'd ; but in Latin he was enti- 
tled Sodorenſis. When this Iſland was annex'd to the 
Crown of England, the Weſtern Iflands withdrew 
their Obedience from the Biſhop, and had one of 
their own, to whom they gave the ſame Title of So- 
dorenſis, tho* commonly call'd Biſhop of the Iſles. 
The Patronage of the Biſhoprick was given with the 
land by King Henry IV. to the Stanleys, who {till 
hold it, and on the Vacancy thereof they nominaie 
their deſign'd Biſhop to the King, who having given 
his Conſent, diſmiſſes him to the Archbiſhop of York 
tor his Conſecration. This is perhaps the Reaſon 


why the Biſhop of this Iſle has no Seat in the Houſe 
of Lords, becauſe not at the King's diſpoſing, none 
having Suffrage there but ſuch as hold immediately 
of the King himſelf, Whether the Biſhop of this 
Iſle was formerly a Suffragan to the See of Vork, is

| ba the Reign of King Henry I. flouriſh'd St. Ber- 
nard, Abbot of Claraval, a renowned Man, the 
Father of many Monks, who by Divine Inſtin& ſent 
a good Plantation into England. His Monks were ho- 
nourably receiv'd by the King and Kingdom, and 
founded a Monaſtery in Yorksbire, which was call'd 
Rieval, being the firſt of the Ciſtercian Order in that 
County. In the Year 1132, Walter Eſpec, a great 
Man, and powerful with the King, receiv'd thoſe 
Ciſtercian Monks ſent by Bernard, and plac'd them in 
the Solitude of Blackomour, near the Water Rye, 
whence their Monaſtery was call'd Rieval. With

Horſe, his Father reſolv'd to make 
r1sT Heir of Part of his Lands, and according] 
founded three Monaſteries. The firſt was the Mo- 
naſtery of Kirkham, founded Anno 1122, and for the 
Maintenance thereof, and of the Burden of Hoſpi- 
tality, he appropriated to it ſeven Churches, with 
Lands and Poſſeſſions to the Value of 1100 Marks in 
the Counties of York and Northumberland. 

Afterwards he founded the Monaſtery of Rival, 
Anno 1131, and laſtly that of Wardon, Anno 1136. 
His Siſter Adelina was marry'd to Peter Roos; the Ge- 
nealogy of whoſe Family _ be ſeen in Dugdale 
down to George Manners, who y'd in the Year 1 513. 

The Deed of Walter Eſpec mentions all the Poſſeſ- 
ſions by him beſtow'd on this Monaſtery. This is 
follow'd by a long Particular of Donors and Dona- 
tions. The Grant of Roger Clerc confers on it all the

no longer continue with a {ate Conſcience, as not ful- 
filling the Rules of their Order. 
Ihe Abbot did not ceaſe by Meſſages to perſwade 
the Monks withdrawn to return to their ? abies 
whilſt they at the Biſhop's Houſe ſpent their Time 
in Faſting and Prayer. However two of them were 
prevail'd upon to quit the reſt, and go back, and 
yet one of the two ſoon repented, and again re- 
turn'd to thoſe who were for a ſtricter Life. 

At Chriſtmas the Archbiſhop was at Rippon, where 
he aſſign' d a Place in the Patrimony of St. Peter for 
erecting of the Monaſtery. The Spot of Ground 
had never. betore been inhabited, being overgrown 
with Brambles, lying between ſteep Hills and e 
more proper tor a Retreat of wild Beaſts than hu- 
man Uſe, and call'd $k-dale, that is, the Vale of Ske, 
a Brook running by it. Richard, the Prior, was cho- 
ſen Abbot by the Monks, being the firſt of this Mo- 
naſtery of Fountains, and with him they withdrew in- 
to that uncooth Deſert, without any Houſe to ſhelter 
them in that Winter Seaſon, or Proviſions to ſubſiſt 
on, but entirely depending on the Divine Providence. 
A large Elm ſtood in the midſt of the Vale, on 
which they laid ſome Thatch or Straw, and under 
that they lay, cat and pray'd, the Biſhop furniſhing, 
them Bread, and the Rivulet Drink. Part of the 
Day ſome ſpent in making Wattles to ere& a little 
Oratory, whilſt others clear'd ſome Ground to make 
a little Garden. | 

The Winter being over, they reſolv'd to follow 
the Ciſtercian Order, and accordingly ſent Meſſengers to 
St, Bernard at Claraval, ſignifying what they had done, 
and their Reſolution of ſubmitting Oe to his 
„Rule. That holy Man return'd a Letter to them, 
commending their Zeal, and exhorting them to per- 
ſevere. He ſent another to Archbiſhop Turſtin, ex- 
rolling his Charity towards thoſe tous Perſons, and 
a third to the Abbot of York, in | (67045 to his Com- 
plaints againſt thoſe Monks who had withdrawn 
themſelves. ' 

With the Meſſengers who had been ſent to Clara- 
| val, St. Bernard return'd one Geoffry, a Monk of his 
Monaſtery, who inſtructed thoſe he had committed 
to his Direction in the Ciſtercian Rule, and directed 
them to build Cottages for their Cells and Offices. 
Their Number was alſo increas'd by 1o Prieſts and 
Laymen who reſorted to them, and were receiv'd as 
Novices; but their Poſlcfſions were not yet enlarg'd, 
nor had they any other Suſtenance but what the 
Biſhop allow'd them ; and the Year proving ſcarce, 
they were reduc'd to ſuch Streights, that after the 
Abbot had been round the Country to beg without 
Succeſs, they were reduc'd to feed on the Leaves of 
Trees, and ſome with Herbs they found about the 
Fields, boil'd with a little Salt. 
. Ar this Time a Stranger coming to beg a Morſel 

of Bread, only two Loaves were found for all the 
Monks, one of which the Abbot caus'd to be given 
to the Stranger, ſaying, God would provide for 
them, which was accordingly done. Immediately 
after two Men came from the neighbouring Caſtle of 
Knaresborongh with a Cart-load of fine Bread, ſent by 
Euſtace, the Son of Toh», who had been told of their 
Want. Thus they paſs'd that Summer, till the Har- 
veſt, when they gather'd ſome ſmall Store. 

When they ha labour'd two Years under theſe 
Hardſhips, and were upon the Point of leaving the 


Place, and going away to St. Bernard at Claraval,

Hugh, Dean of York, falling ſick, order'd himſelf and 
all he had to be carry'd to the Monaſtery of Foun- 
tains, and being a wealthy Perſon, he brought great 
Relief to the Houſe. Not long after Serlo and Toſti, 
two Canons of York, both very rich, devoted them- 
ſelves and all they had to this Monaſtery ; and Ro- 
bert de Sartis, a Knight, gave his Town of Hartleſpows 
and Foreſt-Land of Warkeſall ; as did Serlo de Pem- 
broke his Town of Caiton. 

The 5th Year after the Foundation of the Mona- 
ſtery of Fountarns, Ranulphus Merlay gave a Place in 
his Lands to build another, which was call'd New 


| Monaſtery, and the firſt Offspring of the Chnrch of 


Fountains, At the ſame time Alexander, Biſhop of 
Lincoln, gave a Place call'd Haverbolm to build a Mo- 
naſtery of this Order. Richard, the ſecond Abbot of 
Fountains, 18 applauded as a Man of ſingular Virtue, 
Humility and holy Sagacity. | 

Hugh Bolebeck gave the little Town of Woburn in the 
Dioceſe of Lincoln to H:nry, the third Abbot of Foun- 
ain. In the Year 1146, being the 13th after the 
Foundation of Fountains, the Biſhop of Berg in Nor- 
way coming into England, and being edify'd at the 
Sight of theſe Monks, he obtain'd ae of them to 
be ſent over with him, who there founded the Mo- 
naſtery of Liſa. 

Anno 1147, Henry Lacey founded the Monaſtery of 
Kirkeſtal in Yorkshire., The ſame Year William Earl of 
Albemarle founded that which was call'd Vallis Dei, or 
God's Vale, in Lincolnſhire, and the ſame William, 
in 1150, founded that of Melſe in Yorkghire.

LN the Reign of King Henry, one Robert Meperteſhal 
was Lord of Bitle/de, who, for having ſtolen a 
Dog in the King's Court, gave to Gf, Chamber- 
lain of Chinton, then very great with tlie King, all 
the Town of Hitleſden, with five Rood-Lands ad- 
joining at.Witefeld, on Condition he ſhould protect 
him from undergoing the Judgment of the Court for 
that Fact. This Land afterwards eſcheated to the 
Earl of Leiceſter, who gave it to his Steward Ernal- 
dus de Poſco, and he foreſceing that the ſaid Lands 
might not afterwards remain ſecure to him and his 
Heirs, with the Advice and Conſent of the ſaid Earl, 
founded an Abby there, and by Deed gave it 
thoſe Lands. The aforeſaid Robert Meperteſhal would 
afterwards have ſu'd for Bitleſden; but the Monks of 
that Place, with the Advice and Aſſiſtance of the atore- 
ſaid Earl, gave Robert 10 Marks, and by that means 
obtain'd his Deed and Confirmation. Thus the Ab- 
by of Bitleſden was begun and founded in the Year of 
Grace 1147.

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bot; That he had been commanded by 4 Revelation 
of the Bleſſed Virgin to come from the Southern 
Parts of England to reſide in that Place, which the 
Abbot liking, with the Aſſiſtance of his Patron Fen- 
ry, he obtain'd the ſame of William of Poiftou, who 
ranted it to him and his Monks, for a yearly Ac- 
— ied: of. five Marks, and Henry, their firſt 
Founder, was afliſting to them in all Things. BIA 
Hugh Bigot, Earl of Norfolk, claiming the Lordſhip 
of Bernolſwic, the Abbot, by hamble Intreaty, pre- 
vail'd to hold it of him for five Marks a Year, which 
the ſaid Earl afterwards, at the Inſtance of King 
Henry, remitted, and gave that Land free to the 
Monks.

fain ; but the vulgar Opinion is, that there were ag 
many Lords as Manors, not only in Blac churnſbire, but 
Alſo in Rocherlale; Totington, and Bowland, and all the 
adjacent Parts, none of whom held in Capite of any 
other biit the King. After the Conqueſt, they were 
all reduc'd into one Lordſhip, which Lordſhip of

JN the Reign of King Stephen, one Arius, the Son 
of Bardo!f, a Knight of good Birth, Lord of am- 
ple Poſſeſſions in YorksEire, being divinely inſpir'd, 
gave to Peter de Quinciano, a Monk and able Phyfician, 
and to ſome other Monks of Savigny, ſome Part of 
his Land in Wand: ſleydale, viz. at Hors and Murton, 
where the {aid Peter and his Companions began to lay 
the Foundation of a Monaſtery, which was firſt call'd 


the Abby of Horz, afterwards of Hend-ſl:ydale, next 


the Abby of Charity, and laſtly from the Water run- 
ning by it and the Place Jorva/, where the ſaid 
Monks endur'd many Hardſhips. 

Peter the Monk, and his Companions, had been at 
the Court of Alan, Earl of Britany and Richmond ; 
which Alan, in two Charters, confirm'd the Dona- 
tions made by Alarius, the Founder, and others, to 
this Abby; in the firſt of which he mentions the 
ſaid Founder's Grant of his Lands of Forz, Wurton, 
and Punton. The ſecond having confirm'd the lame, 
mentions the Gitts of Roger of Gunimary, and his 
Brother Tarn”, of the Town of Engelky, and of a 
Carucate and a halt at oz by Hugh, the Son of G:- 


mayot, Then he gives Leave to all that held of him 
to make what Donations they ſhall think fir, and 
grants the Monks the Liberty of his own Paſture 
throughout all his Foreſt of Iq ale, with Tim- 
ber for Building, and Power to dig Minerals tor their 
Work. The Building was begun in the Year 1145. 
Roger Mowbray, before he went to the Holy Land. 
ave to theſe Monks the Lands at Brigwwath, and 
Palture throughout his Wood of Maſhamſire, with 
Leave to fiſh at Higlamare: All which he confirm'd 
at his Return. 
The aforeſaid Alan, Earl of Britany and Richmond, 
aſſing over into France, gave the new Abby gf Jor- 


val to the Abbot of Savigny, who afterwards reſign'd 


the ſame to the Abbot of Bellaxd, to whom Percy, the 
firſt Abbot of Jorva/, ſubmitted the ſame, purſuant to 
the Letter of the {aid Abbot of Suvigay ; and purſuant 
to the ſame, 12 Monks and an Abbot were ſent from 
Belland to Jorval, where they labour'd under great 
Difficulties and Hardſhips, and were reliev'd in their 
Diſtrels by the ſaid Abby of Be/land, which, befides 
Corn and Cattle, gave them 10 Plough-Lands at El- 
lington. 

Conan, the Son of Alan aforeſaid, Earl of Britany 
and Richmond, was a great Friend to the Abby of 
Jorval, and being ſenſible that the Place was unkt 
and inſufficient to maintain the Monks, he gave them 
the waſte Ground at Eaſt-I/itton, and the great Paſture 
at Wandeſleydale, with many other Conveniencies, as 
appears by his two Grants; and afterwards, Anno 
1156, he tranſlated the Monaſtery from Forz to the 
aforeſaid Place of Eaſt-Witton, with the Conſent of 
Harvens, the Son of Atarins, the Founder, and of 
the General Chapter of the Ciſtercian Order, both 
giving their Permiſſion in Writing, wherein Hevens 
does it upon Condition that he loſe nothing of his 
Right of Patronage, or of the Prayers of their 
Church, and that the Monks remove with them, aud 
honourably place the Bones of his Father and Mo- 
ther. | | 

Serlo, Abbot of Savigny, firſt gave the Abby of 
Jorval to that of Bellund; but his Act was confirm'd 
by his Succeſſors William and Richard, 

Alan, the Son of Eudo, Earl of Hritany, came over 


into England with William the Conqueror, who gave 


him the Lands of Earl Edin in Yorsbire, call'd 
Richmondſbire, and he there near his Capital Manor 
of Gilding built a Caſtle, to ſecure himſelt againſt the 
Attempts of the Engliſh, then every where diſpoſ- 
ſeſs'd, as alſo of the Danes, and call'd it in French, 
Richmond, that is, Rich Hill, or Mount. He dying 
without Iſſue, was ſucceeded by his Brother Alanus 
Niger, in whoſe Time the Monaſtery of Jorval was 
founded by Akarizs, as above. Stephen, another Bro- 
ther, ſucceeded Alan; the next was Alan, the Son of 
Stephen; then Conan, the Son of Alan, who marry'd 
Margaret, Siſter to William, King of Scotland, by whom 
be had only one Daughter, call'd Conſtance, marry'd to 
Geoffrey, the King's Brother, by whom ſhe had Ar- 
Hur, whom King Jobs flew, and unpriſon'd his Siſter 
Eleanor.

ſhould hew. King Richard, in the firſt Year of his 
Reigu, confirm'd the ſame. 

Henry, Son to King David of Scotland, and Earl of 
Cumberland, by his Grant, ſays, he gives to theſe 
Monks two Parts of the ſaid Iſland of Holmcultrum, 
and confirms the Gift of the other third made by 
Alan, the Son of Waldeff, to whom he had before 
given it. King Henry III. in his Charter, confirms 
and recites all Donations made to theſe Monks. 

It appears by Inquifition 6 Eduard III. that Jobs 
Gernoun, who held the Manor of Wigton of Antony 
Lucy by Cornage, gave to the Monks of this Place 
one Acre of Land at Wigton, and the Advowſon of 
the Church of that Town, to maintain fix Chaplains, 
four of them Monks, and the other two Secular

N the Year 1153, Robert Pincern, or the Butler, 

founded the Abby of Pulton in Cheſpire, and brought 
Ciſtercian Monks to it, to pray for the Health and 
Safety of his Lord Ranulphws, Earl of Cheſter, who was 
then taken into Cuſtody by the King, and the ſaid 
Ranulpbus afterwards confirm'd the ſame, and gave the 
Monks the Fiſhery of Dee, and the grinding of their 
own Corn in his Mills. However, in the Year 1214, 
this Monaſtery of Pulton was tranſlated to Deuclares, 
chiefly on Account of the Irruptions of the Heſſh, by 
whom the Monks had ſuffer'd very much. 

Dzgdale here quotes the Manuſcript Hiſtory of Eug- 
land, written by Henry the Archdeacon, for the tol- 
lowing Story: It is. reported, that when this Earl 
Ranulphus dy'd, a Multitude (as it were) of Men, 
with one greater above them, paſs d by the Cell of an 
Anchorite, who liv'd near Wallingford, who ask'd one 
of them, Who they were, and whither they were 
haſting? The other anſwer'd, Ve are Devils, and 
haſting to the Death of Ranulphus, to accuſe him of bis 


Sins. That Devil was adjur'd to return within 30 


Days, and give an Account, what was become of Earl 
Ranulphus, who did ſo, and ſaid, We ſucceeded to 
have Earl Ranulph:s, for his great Crimes, adjudg'd 
to the great Pains of Hell; but the Maſtives of Den- 


clares, and many others with them, did ſo bark with- 


e 


out ceaſing, that our Habitation was full of Noiſe all 


the Time he was with us: Whercupon our Prince 
being uneaſy, order'd him to be turn'd out of our 
Territories, and he is now become a great Adverſary 
to us, becauſe the Prayers which were offer'd for 
ry Arg others deliver'd many Souls from the Places 
of Pain. 


The ſame Manuſcript adds, that Earl Ranulphns 
was commanded by a Viſion to build this Abby; and 
that being afterwards in a violent Storm at Sea, as 
he return'd from the Holy Land, he plac'd his Con“ 
fidence in the Midnight . — of his Monks, and 
was accordingly by them deliver'd from the Danger, 
juſt at that Time. | 

The Grant of Robert Pincern above mention'd gives 
to theſe Monks half Pulton, confirm'd by Hugl, Earl 
of Cheſter. 'The Deed of Ranulphus, Earl of Cheſter, 
declares that he founded the Abby of Deulacres, and 
took the ſame and all its Poſſeſſions into his Pro- 
tection. Upon the Removal of the ſaid Monks to 
Deulacres, 1t was agreed between them and thoſe of 
Crokeſden, that the latter might acquire what Lands 
they could within a Mile of their own Houſe ; but 
that the former ſhould not acquire any Lands within 
the ſaid Mile of the Houſe of Crokeſd-n, except what 
they had of the Manor of Lec, yet ſo that the Monks 
of Croke/den ſhould Pay the others no Tithes for what 
they then did or might poſſeſs in the Pariſh of Lec. 
Two other Grants of Ranu/ bus, Earl of Cheſter and 
Lincoln, confirm to theſe h the Manor of Lec, 
and the Lands of RAMHH yard. The Deed: of William, 
Abbot of Shrewsbury, yielded to theſe Monks the 
Towns of Northbrec and Little Biſcopham, with the 
Tithes at Laton, to be held in Farm of himſelf and 
his Succeſſors, ſaving to himſelf and them the Ad- 
vowſons of the Churches of Wal-ton and Kirkeham, 
the Monks of Deulacres paying eight Marks of Silver

He allo endow'd the Monaſtery founded there with 
the Towns of Staney and Mauricacefion, Exemption 
from Toll, and a Meſſuage in Cheſter, free from all 
Incumbrances, wiſhing that thoſe who ſhould endea- 
vour to leſſen or deſtroy his Gift, might be deſtroy'd 
by God, and incur the Curſe of God, of all the 
Saints, and his own; and by another Deed he de- 
clares, that none of the Neighbours of the ſaid 
Monks ought to have common Paſture in the Fen 
call'd Ryſhemarſh, without Leave of the Monks, nor 
the Monks at Cheſter to have any Sedge or Ruſhes to 
cover their Booths at St. Job's Fair without their 
Conſent. 

This Monaſtery was afterwards tranſlated to the 
Church of Whalley, which was complain'd of by the 
Abbot and Monks of Salley in Yorkshire, alledging 
that they were nearer to them than was allow'd by 
the Conſtitution of their Order, which had alſo oc- 
caſion'd the raiſing of the Price of Provifions and 
other Neceſſaries; whereupon the Damage accruing 
to them appear'd to amount to 27 /. 10s. yearly. 


This Difference was in the Year 1305 adjuſted in a 


Chapter of the Order. 
Hugh de la Val, a Predeceſſor of the Earls of Lin- 
col, gave the Patronage of the Church of Whalley, 


by Deed, to the Monks of Pontefrat!, who preſented 
to it ſeveral times ſucceſſively, without any Oppoti- 
tion. Atterwerds another Predeceſſor of the laid 
Earls preſented to that Church one Goff, who took 
to Wite the Daughter of Goſparrick, of Samelesluyy, by 
whom he had Sons and Daughters. That G 


ot Inheritance, having fari} obtain'd 1 Grant from 
the Court of Rome; and he dying, an Anceltcr ct 
the aforeſaid Earls preſented one Koger, and after him 
Peter of Chiſter, the Prior and Monaſtery not darin 
to oppoſe him; but during the Life of that Peter, the 
aforclaid Earl of Lincolvy, whole Name was Henry 
Lacy, gave the Patronage of the Church of Whalley, 
in the Dioceſe of Lickfield and Coventry, to the Ciſter- 
cian Monks of Stanſau, having firlt obtain'd a Deed 
of them, that whenſoever it ſhould be vacant, he 
and his Heirs ſhould preſent to it, unleſs they could 
obtain it for their own Uſe, which when obtaind 
they ſhould increaſe the Number of the Monks from 
40 there were then to 60, and tranſlate their Mona- 
{tery to the Territory of that Church. Afterwards 
Pope Nichols IV. granted them the Appropriation 
thereof, allowing a proper Portion for the Vicarage; 
but Pope Boniface revok'd the Appropriations made 
by his ſaid Predeceflor Pope Nichol.cs. After the 
Death of the aforeſaid Peter of Cheſter, Earl Henry fa; 
cy took Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Church, excluding the 
Monks for many _ ; and they, to gain Admiſſion, 
reſign'd up to the ſaid Earl all their Right to a ccr- 
tain Chapel ſtanding within the Liberties of the ſaid 
Church, worth 100 Marks Sterling yearly, with ma- 
ny other Liberties in the ſaid Earl's Foreſts belong- 
ing to the ſaid Church of old; and thus having read 
theſe Inſtruments before the Church-Door, after the 
aforeſaid Revocation, they obtain'd Entrance; having 
no Right, as has been ſaid, to the above mention'd 
Appropriation, a great Number of People being pre- 
ſent, and crying, Wo unto you Simoniachs, Afterwards 
they compounded with Roger Meauland, then Biſhop, 
who appeal'd againſt the ſaid Admittance, and inter- 
poling a Sequeſtration of 350 Marks Sterling, and 
afterwards paid 100 J. Sterling to the Biſhop's Exe- 
cutors, obliging themſelves and their Succeſſors to 
perform the Biſhop's Anuiverſary for ever, in lieu of 
the reſt of the Money; and thus by Contract and 
Purchaſe ny got the Polſeffions of 4 ſaid Church, 
having no Right to the Appropriation of the ſame.

John Lacy, Conſtable of Cheſter, and Lord of Hal- 
ton, founded the Houſe of Stanlaw in the Year 1173, 
and endow'd it with the Dwelling of Stanlaw, Stancy- 
Grange, the Town of Aſton, and ſome Revenues in 
Cheſter. His Son Roger gave the Advowſon of the 
Church of Rochedale-Brindewood ; his Son John, Earl 
of Lincoln, half the Church of Blackburnſtainges ; his 
Son Edmund the other half; and his Son Henry the 
Advowſon of the Church of Whalley, and four 
Plough-Lands at Ciſtleton; and in his Time the Abby 
of Sraulaw was tranſlated to Whalley, on Account of 
the near Inundations of the Sea at Stanlaw.

and ſaid, By God's juſt Judgment I am damned. This Miracle had ſuch Effect upon Brune, that he'ymmediately 
went away with fix Companions, on whom it had equally wrought, to the Deſert of Chartreuſe, whence the 

Order took its Name, in the Dioceſe of Grenoble in Daupbine, where he had a Place affign'd him by Hagh, 

Biſhop of Grenoble. There Bruno founded his firſt Monaſtery, under theſe rigid Inſtitutes, That they wear a 

Hair-Cloth next their Body, a black Cloak over all, under it a white Caffock, with a Hood to covet the 

Head; they never eat Fleſh ; they faſt Fridays on Bread and Water, to ſubdue the vicious Nature of the 

Body; they eat alone in their Chambers, which are like Chapels ; but upon certain Feſtivals they all dine 

together. Their Silence is almoſt perpetual ; none of them is allow'd to go out of the Monaſtery, except 

the Prior and the Procurator, and they only about the Buſineſs of the Houle, for they have Poſſeſſions which 
enable them entirely to attend the Service of God, as Prieſts ought to do. Women are not allow'd to come 
into their Churches, that they may not ſee any thing which may provoke them to Lewdueſs. | 

The particular Manner of their Behaviour upon all Occaſions, the Curious may ſee in the Monaſticon. It 
will here ſuffice to add a few Lines to what has been ſaid in general above. The Carthuſians are not to go out 
of their Cells, unleſs to the Church, or upon neceflary Occaſions, without Leave of the Superior. They 
are not to ſpeak to any Perſon, tho' their own Brother, without Leave. All they may ſay, if any comes to 
them, is to ask, Whether they have Leave? And if they have not, they are to ſay no more. They may not 
keep any of their Portion of Meat or Drink till the next Day, or till Night, except raw Herbs or Fruit, 
which * may keep as long as they pleaſe, Their Bed is to de Straw, and on it a Felt, or coarſe Cloth, 
their Piltow and Covering of the coarſeſt Sheep-Skins and Cloth ; their Cloathing two Hair-Cloths, two 
Couls, two Pair of Hoſe, Cloak, Sc. all coarſe. The Prior, and thoſe who muſt go abroad, may have 
Cloaths ſomething better. Every religious Man is alſo to have two Needles, Thread, Sciſſars, a Comb, 2 
Razor, a Hone, and a Leather for his Razor; as alſo an Inkhorn, Pens, Chalk, two Pomice-Stones, and all 
orher Neceſſaries for Writing, Books, and all Tools if he can exerciſe any Handicraft ; likewiſe two Pots, 
two Porringers, a Baſon, two Spoons, a Knife, a Drinking-Cup, a Water-Pot, a Salt, a Diſh, a Towel, 
and for Fire, Tinder, Flint, Wood, and an Ax. 

In the Refectory they are to keep their Eyes on the Meat, their Hands on the Table, their Attention on 
the Reader, and their Heart fix d on God. If any one will not eat what is ſet before him, he may not offer 
it to another, except Bread, Fruit, or raw Herbs. None are to talk in the Refectory, Cloyſter, or Church. 

When allow'd to diſcourſe, they are to do it modeſtly, not to whiſper, nor talk too loud, nor be conten- 
tious, nor worldly. They are not to mutter about their Victuals. The Prior commits Novices to one of 
the Elders to be inſtructed. The Infirmer to take charitable Care of the Sick. They muſt confeſs to the 


Prior, or ſuch Perſon as he appoints every Saturday, unleſs it he a Feſtival, and then to do it the Day before.

Icholas de e Lord of Ilkeſton, in the Year 

1343, founded this Carthuſian Monaſtery for a 
Prior and 12 religious Men, in his Park of Griſeley, 
by Licenſe from King Edward III. and endow'd. it 
with Lands of the yearly Value of 107. with their 
Appurtenances, in the Towns of 7 and Seleſton, 
the Advowſons of the Churches of thoſe Towns, and 
the Park of Griſeley. 

This Nichols de Cantilupo was deſcended by the 
Mother's Side from Robert Muskam, Seneſchal or 
Steward to the famous Gilbert Gaunt, who gave to 
him the Lordſhip of Ilkeſton in Derbyſhire, in the 
Reign of King Henry I. 

For a conſiderable Sum of Money paid to this Mo- 
naſtery, when in great Want, by William Rither, Kt. 
his Wife T/abel and Elizabeth, Relict of Brian Stapilton, 
the Monks oblig'd themſelves for ever to provide 
two of their Number to ſay Maſs for the Souls of the 
Father and Mother of the ſaid William, for himſelf, 
his Wife, and Edward Baliol, which was confirm'd by 
King Richard II. 


St. ANNEsS 
Monaſtery near Coventry. 


NNO 1381, at the Inſtance of William Lord 

Souch, propoſing to found a Carthiſian Monaſtery 
by Coventry, in Honor of St. Anne, King Richard II. 
granted and accepted the ſaid Foundation, and made 
himſelf principal Founder. The Foundation was 
alſo authoriz'd and confirm'd in the Parliament held 
at Weſtminſter the ſame Year. Three Monks were 
then ſent to Coventry from the Carthuſuan Monaſtery at 
London, who took their Dwelling in the Hermitage 
of St. Anne, and being join'd by three others from 
Beauval, beſides four who profels'd there, they con- 
tinu'd ſeven Years in the ſame Hermitage. After- 
wards the Lord Souch INE by his laſt Sick- 
neſs to r what he had defign'd, King Richard 
aforeſaid gave for ever to thoſe Monks 14 Acres of 
Land, where their Monaftery ſtood. 

The firſt Founder, the Lord of Sonch, deſign'd to 
have done better; but at his Death left only 60 J. to 
this Monaſtery by Will, Richard Luff and Jobs Bo- 
tener, Citizens of Coventry, ſpent 400 Marks in ma-

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king of Fiſh-Ponds, and building the Choir, Church, 
Cloyſter, and other Houſes for the Benefit of the 
Monks. John Holmeton, Margaret Biry, Margery Tyl- 
ney, John Bo dington, and Thom.s Beauchamp, built other 
Parts, before King Richard laid the firſt Stone of the 
Foundation of the Church, in the Lear 1385. The 
ſaid King granted Leave for theſe religious Men to 
appropriate to themſelves Churches to the Value of 
100 J. per Annum, over and above the Allowances to 
the Vicars, and afterward, by ſeveral Grants, con- 
ferr'd on them the Advowſons of the Churches of 


Walton upon Tent, and Ecclesfield in Yorkshire. He 


alſo granted Licence to the Benedi#ines of St. George of 
Beanquierville in 2 to give them their Priory of 
Edyweſton in England. By another Grant he gives 
Leave to theſe Carthuſians to acquire the Priory of 
Lyenbirg, which was alien, with the Chapels of 
Curtelington and Aſhoy-Mais, in lieu of the Ad vowſon 
of the Church ot Walton upon Trent, taken from 
them again. They had likewiſe the alien Monaſte- 
ries of Wolfricheſton and Hogham, and the Manors of 
Suaveſey and Dry-Draitor, beſides the Prioreis of Lo- 
dres in Dorſetſhire, Wotton, Monbenlan in Herefordſhire, 
Long-Benyngton in Lincolyſbire, and Teldalling in the 
County of Neto 

This Monaſtery, in Conſideration for the Manors 
of Swaveſey and Dry-Drayton aforeſaid, was oblig'd 
for ever to maintain within the Bounds of their 
Houſe 12 poor Clerks from 7 to 17 Years of Age. 
King Henry VII. conferr'd on it the Advowlon of the

IN the Year 1414, King Henry V. began to found g. 
three Monaſtcries, one of Curthuſians at his Manor 


of Shene, another of Celeſtine Monks, who ſay they ob- 


over oblige themſelves to perpetual Recluſion, and 
the zd of Brigittines, who profeſs the Rule of St. Au- 
uſtin, by them, with ſome other Ceremonies they 

4-8 added, call'd the Rule of our Saviour. It is 
not lawful for theſe to have the Value of a Farthing 
of their own, nor ſo much as to touch Money. In 
this Monaſtery, according to the Rule, there were 
to be 60 Siſters, 13 riet 4 Deacons, and 8 Lay- 
Prothers; all which together made up the Number 
of the 12 Apoſtles and the 72 Diſciples of CHRIST. 
They wear no Linen, but always Woollen. Theſe 
two Monaſteries to have one Church in common, the 
Nuns above under the Roof, the Brothers below 
even with the Ground, and both Monaſteries are ſe- 
233 inclos'd ; and after Profeſſion, it ſhall not be 
awful for them to go abroad without ſpecial 2 
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from the Pope. Theſe two Monaſleries, according 
to their Rule, are to be ſufficiently endow'd, to main- 
tain the Religious and Servants, and defray all the 
Charges of ſo great a Monaſtery, ſo that they may 
ſufficiently and quietly ſubſiſt, without Want or 
Beggary, as well in a ſcarce as a plentiful Year. At- 


| ter that, if all the World ſhould offer them Lands 


and Poſſeſſions, it were not lawful for them to accept 
of the ſame. Every Year before the Feaſt of l- 
Saints, the Proviſions and Neceſſaries for the follow- 
ing Lear are to be computed and ſettled, and what- 
ſoever there remains either of Victuals or Money of 
the inſtant Year, is to be given the Day after Al- 
Saints to the Poor. But it at any time the Provi- 
ſions are not ſufficient for the enſuing Year, then ſo 
much as is {requiſite of the preſent Year is added, 
and no more, if the Abbeſs and Conteffor of the 


place will avoid the Danger of their Souls. What- 


ſoever then remains is to be one to the Poor. 'The 
Abbeſs, with the Conſent of the Siſters, is to chuſe 
one of the 13 Prieſts to be Confeflor-General of the 
Monaſtery, whom all the Brothers are to obey, and 
not to do any thing contrary to this Order. No ſe- 
cular or religious Man or Woman ſhall enter the 
Cloyſter of the Nuns. Theſe, and other Rules and 
Cuſtoms, are obſerv'd by the Profeſſors of this new 
Order. + + 

The Foundation-Charter of King Henry V. ſets 
forth, that he founded this Monaſtery of Carthuſians 
on his Land at Sbene, on the North Side of his Ma- 
nor there, being 3125 Feet in Length, and 1305 


Feet 8 Inches in Breadth, extending from Hakebols by 
Di versbuſl on the South, to the Croſs call'd Croſaſh on 
the North, and order'd it to be call'd, The Houſe of 
JESUS of Bethlehem at Shexe, giving thoſe reli- 
gious Men that Place for their Habiration for ever. 
He farther beſtow d on them the alien Priory at Ware 
in the County of Hertford; thoſe of Noien and New- 
market ; the Priory or Manor of Leveſbam at Greenwich 
in Kent ; that of Hayling or Heling; that of Carisbroke 
in the Iſle of Wight ; that of Hinkeley in A= qpabs 
with all Things belonging to them; and in caſe any 
of the ſaid Priories or — ſhould ever be juſtly 
taken from them, he orders them a yearly Compen- 
ſation for the Value out of the Hamper of the Chan- 
cery. He allo gave them Peterſam Ware upon the 
Thames, near Shene, with half an Acre of Land adja- 
cent, and all his Fiſhery of Sbene in the ſaid Water; 
alſo four Pipes of Red Gaſcony Wine yearly of the 
King's own in London, exempting them from all ſe- 
cular Services and Burdens, as alſo from paying Tithes 
or Tolls in buying or ſelling, or any other Impoſi- 
tions whatſoever. He alſo allow'd them a Court of 
their own, with a Gallows, Pillory, and Tumbrel, 
and Power to you all Offenders ; as alſo to hold 
their Leets and Law-Days for their Tenants, beſides 
a Market every Tueſday at their Town of Eſfthenreth, 
and two Fairs yearly, to laſt eight Days ; and laſtly, 
he gives them Leave to make a ſubterraneous Aque- 
duct from a Spring call'd Dilleſdenwell in Shene, to con- 
vey the Water to their own Houſe, and to repair the 
ſame as often as there ſhall be occaſion.

"Taree is a Tradition, that a Biſhop and Preachers 
were ſettled at Glocgſter immediately after Lu- 
cis, the firſt Chriſtian King of Britain, had embrac'd 
the Faith, that is, in the Year of Grace 189. Anti- 
quity teſtifies, that Fidadym was Biſhop of Gloceſter 
in the Year 489, and Dubricius in 522. Nay, the 
Ancients make Gloceſter an Archiepiſcopal See, when 
King Luci, by the Advice of Fugacius and Dami anus, 
ſent hither by Pope Eleutherius, converted the three 
Archflamens of London, York, and Gloceſter, into fo 
many Archbiſhops. Afterwards the See was tranſla- 
ted to Menevia or St. David's in Wales; but in the 
Year 659, Wolpher, the firſt Chriſtian King of the 
Mercians, beautify'd and enlarg'd Glocefter, and there 
laid the Foundation of the Monaſtery, which his 
Succeſſor Ethelred advanc'd, giving to Oſric, whom he 
appointed his Viceroy, the City of Gloceſter, with 
Lands about it, and a vaſt Sum of Money to finiſh 
the ſame, and place Nuns in it, under his Siſter 
Ryneburga, the firſt Abbeſs, and to ſettle thoſe Poſſeſ- 
fions on them. 'This appears by ancient Charters, as 
alſo that the whole was faithfully perform'd by Oſric, 
who gave to the ſaid Abbeſs the City of Gloceſter, 
with the other Lands about it. Edburga, Dowager 
of King Wolpber, was the 2d Abbeſs, and Queen Eva 
the za, under whom the Revenues of the Monaſte 

were much increas'd. After her Death, this Churc 

remain'd deſolate during 50 Years, till the Reign of 
Bernulphus, King of the Mercians, who finding it de- 
cay'd and ruin'd, repair'd and pave it to ſecular Ca- 
nons, who were Preachers and Clerks, being marry'd 
Men, and differing very little in Habit from the 
Laity, under whom it continu'd 199 Years, till the 
Reign of King Cute, who in the 5th Year of his 
Reign, at the Inſtigation of Woiſten, Biſhop of Wor- 
reftey, expell'd thoſe Clerks and Preachers, and put 
Benedifin Monks into their Place, Anno 1022. This 
Monaſtery being aftetwatds burtit, was again rebuilt 
in the Reign of King Edward the Confeſſor, by A 
dred Biſhop of Wincheſter, King William the Con- 
queror repair'd this Monaſtery, then much decay'd, 
and it was again twice burnt, vit. Ammo 1214 and 
1223. (Note, That Sir W. Dugdale takes this from an 
anonymous Manuſcript, belonging to the Dean of Gloceſter, 
which Manuſcript plainly appears to have been of no Anti- 
quity, by its Stile, and other Circumſtances; beſides, it 
mentions the Suppreſſion of Monaſteries by King Henry VIII.

JN the Reign of King Edgar, an Earl call'd Ordul- 
L phaus had a Viſion, commanding him to build an 
Oratory in a certain Place mark'd out to him, which 
he did; making it large enough fo contain 1000 Per- 
ſons, and erecting Habitations fot ſeveral Monks, 
whom he alſo plac'd there under an Abbat. The 
Lands he and his Kindred and Friends gave to this 
Monaſtery were Taviſtock, Miadleton, Hatherlege, Berli-

King William Rufus, in the Year 1096, confirm'd 
to the Monks a Manſion call'd Wulrinton, which the 
made appear to have been theirs 'Time out of Mind 
when ſome Perſons would have taken it from them 
for the Crown. The Deed of Odo Archdeacon, Knight, 
refigns to the Monks here all the Land of Weſtlydeton, 
and the Monks gave all the Revenues of the ſaid 
Land to be laid out in Cloaths and Shoes for the 
Poor yearly on the Feaſt of Al-Souls. B. Biſhop of 
Exeter, appropriated to this Monaſtery the Churches 
of Taviſtock, Lamerton, Middeton, Northtyderuyn, Ha- 
therlegh, Abbedeſham, and Brentetor, The Bull of Pope 
Celeſtin, dated 1193, confirms all Donations made to 
theſe Monks, and confers on them all the uſual Pri- 
vileges mention'd in othcrs, and therefore needleſs to 
be repeated. 

Robert Old- Bridge reſtor'd to the Monks the Land of 
Wynemer:ſfton for 10 Marks of Silver 5 Robert Fitz- 
Baldwin alſo reſtor d t e Land of Pages King 
Henry I. order'd Rinberg and Eudelipe, which had been 
unjuſtly taken from them by Wymundas, to be re- 
ſtor'd, and them to be no more moleſted for the 
ſame. Reginald Ferrars confirm'd to them the Grant 
made by Adam Littleton of Land in Cornwood. The 
Abby of Plimpton, in the Year 1304, enter'd into 
Obligation to pertorm ſeveral Services and Offices for 
the Monks of Taviſtock, upon their reſigning to them 
the Chapel of Plimſtock. William Eogecomb yielded 
up to them all his Land near their Park in the Ma- 
nor of Middleton. John d' Abernon gave them all his 
Manor of Hyle by Brentetor. King Henry I. granted 
them all the Churches in the Iſles of Scilly, confirm'd 
to them by his Son Reginald, Earl of Cornwal, as were 
the Tithes there by B. Biſhop of Exeter. King Ed- 
ward took the Church of the Iſland of Eumour in 
Scilly into his Protection, directing the Conſtable of 
the Caſtle there to protect the ſame from all Inſults. 

King Henry VIII. in the 5th Year of his Reign, 
appointed the Abbat of Taviſtock, to he one of the 
Lords Spiritual in Parliament, with all the Privileges 
thereto belonging, abſolving any of them that ſhould 
be abſent from Parliament a whole Seſſion, upon the 
Affairs of his Monaſtery, upon only paying into the 
Exchequer, by his Attorney, five Marks for every 
ſuch Omiſſion.

Erbert, who was made Biſhop of the Eaſt-Angles 
by King William Rufus, remov'd his See from 
Thetford to Norwich, and built the Church and Mona-

Pope Paſchal and the aforeſaid King William, He al- 
ſo built other Churches; 1. That on the Hill oppo- 
ſite to the Cathedral, beyond the River; 2. That at 
Norwich in the Biſhop's Court; 3. That at Elmbam ; 
4. At Lenniam 5 and the 5th at Jernemut 5 all which 
he gave to the Monks for ever. He died Anno 1119.

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Abby in Yorkſhire. 


IN the Year 1134, a Convent of Ciſtercian Monks 
from Furnes got a Place call'd Caldre in Coupland, a 
great Man of that Country building their Monaſtery. 
They having continu'd there four Years in great 
Want, and being in the Year 1137 plunder'd of all 
they had by the Scors, making an Irruption under 
their King David; being thus deſtitute, reſolv'd to 
return to their Mother-Houſe of Furnes, and did ſo. 
But they were ſhut out of the ſame by the Abbat 
and his Monks, vybralding them as Men of little 
Worth, who had 1o eafily quitted their Dwelling. 
Hereupon they travell'd to York, where they were 
charitably kept ſome time by Archbiſhop Thurſtan, 
who afterwards ſent them to Roger Mowbray, the So 

of Nigellus d Aubigny. He at their firſt coming al. 
hgn'd them the Mache of all the Proviſions ſpent in 
his Houſe, ſending them to Robert de Alneto, once a 
Monk at Whithy, who then led an Eremitical Life at 
Hode, that they might ſtay there till he could provide 
a proper Place for them. The ſaid Robert de Alneto 
was {, taken with their holy Converſation, that he 
became one of their Order, and gave the Place of 
Hode for them to diſpoſe of it, and it was confirm'd 
to them by Roger Mowbray in the Year 1138. A Lay 
Brother was appointed to receive the 'Tithe of Pro- 
viſions above {aid to have been given by Roger Mow- 
bray, and he tranſmitted it to Hode ; but there being 
many Inconvemencies in performing this at all Times, 


the ſaid Roger, in lieu thereof, gave the Monks cer- 


tain Lands at Camb, and all thoſe of Wildon, Shakildon, 
and Orghum, which was in the Year 1140. 

Being thus in ſome way of ſubfiſting, they got 
theraſelves to be exempted from my Subjection to 
Furnes by the General Chapter of the Ciſtercians at 
Sevigny in Normandy. Their Number, as well as their 


Poſſeſſions, afterwards increaſing, Gundrea, Mother 
to Roger Mowbray, with his Conlent, gave them the 
Town and Church of Bella-Landa, or Biland, to build 
their Monaſtery, in the Year 1143, where they con- 
tinu'd increafing in Number and Poſſeſſions, till in 
the Year 1147 the ſame Roger Mowbray gave them two 
Carucates of waſte Ground in the Territory of Cuck- 
wald, under Blackbow Hill, to build their Monaſter 
on. Thither the Monks repajr'd, and built a ſm; 
Stone Church, a Cloyſter, and other Houles, where 
they remain'd 30 Years, during which Time many 
conſiderable Donations were made them. 

It is to be obſerv'd, that Roger Mowbray would have ;.. 
g ven to theſe Monks many more Poſſeſſions than he 
did, which they conſcienciouſly retus'd, ſaying they 
had enough. At a Council held at Rheims by Pope 13 
Eugenius III. the Church of Saviguy, and 30 others 
that had ſprung from it, ſubmitted themſelves to the 
Abby of Chairvaux. In the Year 1150, the Abbas! 
of Caldre and Furncs ſeeing the Houle of Biland thrive 
and proſper, began again to claim a Title of Juri{ 
diction over it in the General Chapter of the Ci. 
cians ; but the Cauſe was given by the Abbat of 
Ryeval, appointed Judge, ior the Abbat of Savigny. 
To avoid farther Contentions, the Archbiſhop of ;- 
York, at the Requelt of Roger Mowbray and his Mo- 
ther, took this Monaſtery into his Protection, Ano 
1155. The Monks having clear d much Land ofs 
Woods, and drein'd the Marſhes, remov'd again 
from Cuckwald to a Place by Burtoft and Ber ſelive, where 
they built a large and beautiful Church, which after- 
wards contion's This was in the Year 1177. Ro- 
ger, the 2d Abbat of Biland, govern'd the ſaid Mo- 
naſtery at the ſeveral Places aforeſaid 54 Years, to a 
decripit Age, and then refign'd his Place, living near 
three Years after in the ſame Monaſtery, when he 
dy'd in a good old Age. Philip, his Succeſſor, writ 
this Account in the Year 1197, having receiv'd the 
{ame from his Predeceſfor Roger and others, which 
ſhows the great Antiquity of the ſame, and that it 
was tranſmitted to us by thoſe who were Witneſſes 
to all they deliver'd. 
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Which were ſuppreſs'd in the Parliament held at Lei- 
ceſter, in the 2d Year of the Reign of FINE Henry V. 
and of our Lord 1414.

What follows is taken ſrom the Augsburg Confeſſion, preſented to the 
Emperor Charles V. at the Diet held at Augsburg, Anno 1530, 
p. 44. and from Calvin's Inſtitutions, lib. 4. c. 13. $. 8, 9, 10. 


Onaſteries were formerly the Schools of ſa- 

-cred Literature, and other Diſciplines, 
M which are uſeful to the Church, and Bi- 
* ſhops and Paſtors were taken from 
thence. * Ir is to be oblerv'd, that there was former- 
ly in Monaſteries a far different Rule ot living than 
there now is: For ſuch (as they lay) the Lacedemo- 
nian Way of living had been under ycurgnis's Laws; 
ſuch it was among the Monks, and much more au— 
ſtere. They lay on the Ground, Water was their 
Drink, and Bread their Food, with Herbs and Roots, 
and particularly wild Latices, with Oil and Pulle : 
They forbore all more dainty Diet, and Care of the 
Body. Theſe Things might ſeem hyperbolical, were 
they not deliver'd by ocular and knowing Witneſſes, 


as Gregory Nazianzen, Baſil, and Chryſoftom. By ſuch 


Rudiments they prepar'd themſelves for greater Du- 
ries ; for that the Monaſteries were then in a manner 


Seminaries of the Eccleſiaſtical Order, both thoſe 


above nam'd plainly ſhow, becauſe having been all 
of them bred in Monaſteries, they were thence 
call'd to the Epiſcopal Office, and many other great 
and excellent Men of their Time. And Auguſtin in- 
forms us, that the ſame was practis'd in his Days, viz. 
that the Monaſteries ſhould furniſh the Church with 
Clergy, for thus he {peaks to the Monks of the Iſland 
Capraria or Capraia, E piſt. 28. Hat we exhor; you Bre- 
thren in the Lord that gon hold your Purfteſe, and perſevere 
to the End; and if, at any Tine, our Mather the Church 
Hall require your helping Hud, that you neither embrace 
it with a greedy Haughtineſs, nor reſuſe it with a ſelfiſh 
Jothfulneſs; but that you obey Goa with a meek, Heart. 
And in the 76th Epiſtle to Aurelius, it is uſual 
with us to take into the Clergy the moſt approv'd 


and beſt of thoſe who perſevere in the Monaſtery. 


By thele Places it appears, that pious Men were 
wont to prepare themſelves by Monaſtical Diſcipline 
for the Government of the Church, that they might 


| 


be the fitter and better to undertake ſo great an 
Office, Ec. 

F. 9. In two Places chicfly he deſcribes to us the 
Form of the ancient Monaſtical Inſtitution, in his 
Book of The Manners of the Catholich Church, where he 
oppoles the Sanctity of that Profeſſion againſt the 
Slaunders of the Manichees ; and in the other, which 
he entitPd, Of the Work, of Monks, where he inveighs 
againſt ſome degenerate Monks, who had begun to 
corrupt that Inſtitution. I will here ſo collect the 
Subſtance of what he delivers, as to uſe his own 
Words as far as may be. Having deſpis'd, ſays he, the 
Allurements of this World, they ſpend their Days aſſembled 
together to a moſt chaſt and holy Life in common, living in 
Prayer, reading, and Diſputations; not tuff d up with 
Pride, not turbulent through Obftinacy, nor incensd with 
Envy. No Man poſſeſſes any thing of bis own ; no Man 
is burdenſome to another. They labour with their Hands ſo 
as that the Body may be fed by them, and the Mind not be 
diſtrafted from God. Thcy deliver their Work, to thoſe they 
call Deans, and thoſe Deans diſpoſing all Things very care- 
fully, give an Account to one whom they call Father, Theſe 
Fathers are not only moſt boly in their Behaviour, but mo 
excellent in Divine Doctrine; and being ſublime in all 
Things, take care of thoſe they call Sons without any Pride, 
their Authority being great in commanding, as is the Readi- 
neſs of the others in obeying. And thus Calvin goes on, 
adding much more to deſcribe their Monaſteries, Rules in 
Eating, Lov? towards the Poor, Authority, Abſtinence, 
Humanity, Hatred to Superſiittion, and Charity, Charity 
is principally obſerd d; the Food, the Diſcourſe, the Habit, 
the Countenance, are all adapted to Charity, They aſſemble 
and conſpire in Charity alone: To offend againſt this is 
call'd a Sin us it were againſt God; if any one reſiſts it, 
he is expell'd and ſhunn'd, &c.

« Theſe Poſſeſſions here given to the King, his Heirs 
and Succeflors, to do and uſe therewith his and 
their owne Wills, to the pleaſure of Almighty God, 
« and the honour and profitt of the Realm. 

Nou obſerve the Cataſtrophe: In the ſame Par- 
« lament of 32 Henry VIII. when the great and opu- 
« lent Priory of St. John of Jeruſalem was given to 
«the King, he demanded and had a Subſidy both of 
the Clergy and Laity; and the like he had in 34 
Henry VIII. and in 37 Henry VIII. he had another 
«© Subſidy, and ſince the diſſolution of the ſaid Mo- 
© naſteries he exacted divers loanes, and againſt Law 
© received the ſame. 

* There were in the Reign of King Henry VIII. (may 
© it be remember d without Off.nce) 645 Religious Houſes, 
© viz, Monaſteries, or Abbies and Priories, the Monuments 
© of the Picty of our Anceſtors, for the Honour of God, the 
© Propagation of the Chriſtian Faith and good Literature, 
and the Maintenance of the Poor, Of theſe, by Permi|- 
* ſton of Pope Clement VII. 40 were ſuppreſs d, in Fa- 
© vour of Cardinal Wolſey, who had then begun to Colleges, 
© the one at Oxford, the other at Iplwich. Soon after, 
* about the Year 36 of Henry VIII. a Torrent broke out 
uon the Engliſh Eccleſiaſtical Commonreealth, as if the 
* Banks had been broken down, which, to the Amazement of 


* the World, and the Grief of England, utterly d:ſtroy'd 


the greateſt Part of the Clergy, together with the moſt 
© beautiful Struttures. For what the Pope had granted to 


* the Cardinal, the King allow'd bimſelf with the Conſent * 


© of bis Parliament. Thus in the Year 1536, all the Reli- 
gious Houſes of 200 J. yearly Value and under, being in 
Number 376, were granted to the King, And the next 
© Year, under a ſpecious Pretence of rooting out Superſti- 
© tion, the reſt were left at the King's Diſpoſal, together 
6 with the Colleges, Chantries and Hoſpitals, At which 
© Time there . were reckon'd ſtill remaining 605 Religions

© I doubt not but ? oh every good Man wiſhes, 


that at our diſſolution of Monaſteries, both the

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© lands and impri priated tithes; and Churches pel- 
* ſels'd by them, (that is, T'hmgs ſacred to the ſer- 
vice of God, although abuſed bv ſach as had them) 


had been beſtowed rather for the advancement of 


the Church, to a better maintenance bf the labour- 
ing and deſerving Miniftry; to the foſtering of 
good Acts, relief of the Poor, and other ſuch good 
© uſes, as might retain in them, for the benefit of the 
© Churche or Commonwealth; a character of the 
© wiſhes of thoſe; who firſt. with devotion dedicated 
them, (as in ſome other countries was religiouſly 
done upon the Reformation) then conferr'd with 
© ſuch prodigal Diſpenſation, as it happen'd on thoſe

© we have in no {mall number ſince found tech inhe-

© Yee that be Lords and Purgeſſes of Parliament Honſe, 
ſo are the Words of it, I require of you in the Name 
, of my poor Brethren, that are Ingli 1men, and, Mem- 
fers of Chriſt's Body, that ye cenſid er e as ye will an- 
© ſer before the face of Almighty God, in the day of 
Judgment) this abuſe, and fee it amended. Whan' 
© as Antichriſt of Rome durſt openly, without any 
« Viſer, walke up and downe Sales Englaud, he 
had ſo great favour there, and his children had fuch' 
© crafty wits, (for the children of this World are 


«© wiſer in their Generation, then the childien of 


« light) that they had not only almoſt gotten all che 
« beit lands of Frgland into their hands, but alſo the 


© beſt Part of all the beſt Benefices, both of Par-

part all impropred to them. | 

© The Impropriations held ty them weve meh more than 
© one third of all the Pariſh-Churches in England, divided 
© into three Parts. And when they had the Giſt of any 
© not impropred, they gave them unto their friends, 
« of the which always ſome were learned; for the 
© Monkes found of their friends children at School; 
and though they were not learned, yet they kept 
© hoſpitality, and helped their poor friends. And if 
the Parſonages were impropred, the Monkes were 
© bound to deal Almeſſe to the poore, and to keep 
« hoſpitality, as the writings of the gifts of ſuch par- 
© ſonages and lands doe plainly declare in theſe 
© words, in ram elemoſynam. And as touching the 
© Almefſe that they delt, and the hoſpitality that 
© they kept, every Man knoweth, that many thou- 
ſands were well received of them, and might have 
© hin better, if they had not ſo many great Mens 
Horſe to fede, and had not been overcharged with 
« ſuch idle Gentlemen as were never out of the Ab- 


© baies. And if they had any Vicarage in their hands,

But 
now that all the Abbayes, with their Lands, Goods 
and impropred Parſonages, be in Temporal Mens 
© hands, 1 doe not here tell that one haltpenny worthe 
© of almes, or any other profit, cometh unto the Peo- 
ple of thoſe pariſhes. Your Pretence of putting 
c — Abbays was to amend that which was amiſſe 
in them. It was far amiſſe, that a great part of the 
lands of the Abbays (which were given to bring

« preached but once in the yeere to them that paid 
the I thes of the Parſonages. It was amiſſe that 
© tiey ſcarce y among 20 ſet not one ſufficient Vicar 
© to preache 2 the 'Tithes that they receaved. 

0 But ſee now how that was amiſſe is amended, 
for al the godly pretenſe. It is amended even as 
«© the D:vel amended his Dames Legge, (as it is in 
the Proverb) when he ſhould have ſet it right, he 
© brake it quite in pieces. The Monkes gave too lit- 
« tle almeſle, and ſet unable perſons many times in 
«© their Benefices; but where 20 Pound was gevea 
« yeerly to the Poore, in more than an hundred Places 
in Ingland,. is not one Meales meate given: This is 
« a faire Amendment. Where they had always one 
or other Vicar, that either preached, or hyred ſome 
to preache; now there is no Vicar at al, but the 
Fermer is Vicar and Parſon altogether; and only 
© an old caſt- away Monke or Frere, which can ſcarce- 
ly ſay his Mattins, is hired for 20 or 30 Shillings, 
© meate and drinke, yea in ſome Places for meate and 
« drinke alone, without any Wages. I know, and 
© not I alone, but 20 M. mo, know more then D. Vi- 
« carages and Parſonages ths well and goſpelly ſerved, 
« after the new Goſpel of Ingland. 

And ſo the Author goes on with ſharp Admoni- 
tions to the Lay-men, that feed themſelves fat with 
the tithes of the churches, whiles the Souls of the 
« Pariſhioners ſuffred great famine for want of a fit 
« Paſtor, that is, for want of fit maintennce for him; 
for without that, he is ſcarce to be hoped for.

From the Lord Herbert's Hiſtory of King Hun- 
« xy VIII. . 442. After the viſitation of the Reli— 
gious Houſes by Comm ſſioners from the King, di- 
« vers of the Viſitors d ud petition the King, that 
© ſome of the Houſes, both for the virtue of the per- 


« ſons in them, and the benefit of the Country, (the 


* tort good education for their children) Biſhop Te 
timer alſo moved, that two or three might be lest 
in every Shire for pious uſes ; but Cromucl,, by the 
King's permiſhon, invaded all; whilſt betwixt 
threats, gifts, perſwafions, . promiſes, and whaz(\. 
* ever might make a Man obnoxious, he obtain'd gf 
© the Abbots, Priors, Abbeſſes, Sc. that their Hou 
© {es might be given up. Amongſt which, thelp 
that offer d their Monaiterics freely, got bett Con- 
* ditions of the King; for if they ttood upon their 
rights, the Oath of Supremacy and ſome other Sta- 
* tutes and Injunctions. brought them into danger, 
or other crimes at leaſt made them guilty of rhe 
Law, which was alſo quickly executed, and parti 
0 cularly on the Abbots of Glajionkury, Co. c , and 
KReading, who more than any elle refiſted. In con. 
cluſion, the title made to thoſe Houſes ſeems not 
© to be grounded upon a Graunt by Statute, cr 
claim of Right; but either was {ome voluntary ſyr- 
© render, purchaſe, or forieiture. Howſocver the 
King thought fit to have this Proceeding prelently 
confirmed by Act of Parliament, which he ſum. 
© moned 28 April, 1539. | 

© But the Chriſtian World was aſtomſhed at theſa 
© doings ; and thoughe the exceſſive number of the 
© Houſes excuſed the King in ſome part for the fir(t 
© ſuppreſſion of the leſſer Houſes 2 75 200 l. yet the 
latter ſuppreiſion of the great Houſes had no luch 
* ſpecious Pretext, when their ſurrender, purchaſe, 
© or the like, were urged. So that notwithitanding 
the King's Neceſſities, no little occafion of ſcandal 
© and obloquy was given. For beſides the Houſes 
* and Lands taken away, there was much mozey 
made of the preſent Stocke of Cattle and Cora, 
of the Timber, Lead, Bells, 7c. and chiefly of the 
Plate and Church Ornaments, which is not valu'd, 
but may be conjectur'd by that one Monaſtery of 
St. Edmond's-Pury, whence was taken (as our Re— 
« cords teſtifys) 5000 Marks of gold and ſilver, be- 
© fides divers itones of great value. All which, be— 
* ing by ſome openly call'd Rapine aud Sacrilege, | 
© will no way excule, |
